Then the dats of their increase is so large 
thut uoloss somo great calamity, that cannot 
now be thought of, overtakes them the Eng- 
lish must oro very long dominate tho world; 
even now they occupy cnormous tracts of 
territory iu the most fruitful portions of the 
world. 

The Doctor spoke of the moral influence, 
the commercial prominencs and the great 
achievements, particularly on postal railway 
and telegraph services, of the Euglish-speak- 
ing race, and mado rather an amusing allu- 
sion to sugar-refluing and sugar-eating as 
one of the unfailing proofs of a civilized 
race. The average Englishman eats about 
his own weight of sugar each year. Tho 
ordinary Russian hardly knows what it is. 

Another great strength of the English- 
Speaking raco is that they aro a peace-loving 
people, The United States, England and 
ber colonies support only small standing 
armies, but the other great nations are im- 
povorished in money and deprived of the 
services of the flower of tholr youth hy tho 
large military forces that they are compelled 
to keep up, 

Dr. McGlynn deduced that the English- 
speaking people are to be the people of the 
world, and concluded by urging on all to 
forget thoir petty differences and dwell upon 
and magauify everything that is common to 
all.

Dr. Douglas, 
(From the Montreal Gazette ) 


One portion of Dr. Douglas’ so-called in- 
tervlew in the Witness naturally attracted 
more than usual attention. It was as 
follows :— 

*“‘And now, again, whon an issuo has risen 
in the Northwest ; when the people of that 
coming empire demand that the evils of 
social and religious distinctions shall be 
wiped out in that land; that the divided 
andsectlonal interests of the older provinces 
shall not be repeated ; that a homogeneous 
population shall grow upin the common 
schools, the state supplying secular and the 
churches roliglous education, Sir John 
Thompson is the man who seeks ‘o rivet 
around the neck of au uuwilling people the 
institution <f separate schools, having dls- 
tinctly asserted that if tho courtsaflirm the 
constitationality of the Manitoba act, then 
redress must be sought In the Federal Par- 
liament to invadethe autonomy of Manitoba 
and force an objectionable institution on an 
unwilling people.” 

This fs a remarkable charge to make, the 
more so bacausoe till Dr, Douglas mentioned 
it, no one had ever heard attributed to Sir 
John Thompson any such extraordinary 
sentiments, Had the Minister of Justice 
publicly used words which could be con- 
strued to mean that if tho courts held the 
Manitoba school legislation now in dispute 
to bo legal, the Federal Government would 
be asked to do the constitutionally impcos- 
sible thing of over-riding the will of the 
Manitoba Legislature, assuredly ho has 
political opponenta enough that it would 
not have remained for Dr. Douglas, 
at this date to discover the fact to the 

world, Sir John Thompson never used 
apy such words. He never entortainod 
any such sentimonts, We have his authort- 
ity for making this statement. It is Dr. 

Douglas’ duty now to speak, and tell how 

he came to mako such an oxtraordinary 

blunder—to call it nothing worse. Ho 
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Sir John Thompson said; “I think that is a 


question wo ought not to answer,” 

Mr. Cockburn on the resumption of the de 
bate concerning the proposed P.E.L tunnel 
drew attention toan attack which bad been 
made upon him by The Charlottetown Ex- 
aminer, In its Ottawa correspondence that 
paper in speaking of tho former debate on 
the kame subject referred to Mr, ¢ 
as This session the buffoon of tho House,’ 
“having bad more than ho could carry 
this particular Mr. Cockburo 
appealed to the Speaker as the guardian and 
custodian of the liberties of the House to say 
whether members of the Houso could be at 
tacked or blackguarded in this way. 

Some discussion having arisen to 
tho politics of tho paper Sir Richard 
Cartwright, amidst roars of laughter, show ed 
from tho public accounts that The Examinor 
last yoar rocoived $151,70 for advertising and 
$1537.50 for printing, and suggested that the 
paper could bo brought to task by the Gov- 
ernment stopping tho supplies, 

Mr. Foster said that no pledge had ever 
been given to build the tunuel and main- 
tained that tho Dominion had done all it 
agroed to do when the province entered Con- 
federation to keep up communication with it. 
If further data wero required to form a 
definite estimate of the cost of the tunnol 
the Government was prepared to ussist in 
obtaining that information, Tho cost of the 
tunuel would be large and would have to be 
borne toa great extent by tho Dominion, 
Tho value of the Island produce would bo 
greatly increased by the tunnel, and it 
would only bo fair that ao toll should bo 
charged on produce going through it. If 
after balancing the receipts and the prob- 
able cost it was found that tho cost was 
still very heavy, he was willing to say that tho 
Dominion out of generosity to a smaller 
province would be justified in giving the 
balance required to carry out the work, 
Mr. Daviv’s motion for correspondence in 
connection with the tunnel was then 

carried. 

Sir Hector Langevin has given notice that 
he willmove on Friday that Government 
ordors have precedence on Wednesdays for 
the remainder of the session.

CITY OF BELLEVILLE. 


_One hundred years ago the site of the 
City of Belleville was in a state 


of na- 
ture. 


It was not until 1757 that what 
was then designated the “ Ninth Town” 
—now known as the Township of Thur- 
low—was Surveyed by Louis Kotte, a 
Surveyor in the employment of the 
Crown Lands Department, who had 
been engaged in the survey of several of 
the other townships bordering upon the 
Bay. It appears by the original map 
that lot No. 4, rst concession of Thur- 
low, was reserved for an Indian burying 
ground, and it was upon this lot that the 
site of the village was subsequently laid 
out by Surveyor Wilmot in 1516, Set.

forming the western limit of colonization.

Ferguson were the first settlers in the

HISTORY OF THE UNDERTAKING, 


A large™portion of Prince Edward, 
although separated by navigable waters 
half a mile wide, from Belleville, yet 
found in this place its most convenient 
market for the sale of its products and 
source of supply. Hence, whilst a steam | 
ferry was many years ago established 
between Belleville and the nearest 
point in Ameliasburg, and the ice fur- 
nished a bridge in winter time, it was 
felt that the public requirements were 
not fully met. The ferry was open to 
traffic but a portion of the day ; at times 
fales interfered with its operation; no boat 
large enough to accommodate the traffic which 
offered at certain times and on special occasions, 
could be profitably employed on the route ;

The City Council was then appealed to for a 
subscription of stock to the amount of $30,000, 
and a by-law io consonance therewith was sub- 
mitted to the rate-payers, who passed it bya 
very large majority.

$15,000 which, after strong Opposition from 


raise, the project was dropped and nothing 
more was heard of it for years. Finally, about 
1886, Mr. George S. Tickell, ex-Mayor, being 
then a member of the City Council, moved a 
resolution in favor of the project, which he de- 
clared he would continue to advocate until it 
was an accomplished fact. Moantime circum- 
stances had taken a favorable turn, in that an 
immense reduction had taken place in the cost 
of erecting bridges of iron or steel, whilst the 
ferry service had become so inefficient that the 
people of Belleville and those of Ameliasburgh, 
after suffering great annoyance and much loss 
therefrom during several years, were at last 
ready to engage in any enterprise to relieve 
them from the intolerable ferry nuisance. Mr. 
Thomas Ritchie, Mr. Henry Corby, M. P., 
Mr, Tickell and other public-spirited and lib 
eral citizens, struck whilst the iron was hot. In 
1887 an Act incorporating the Bay of Quinte 
Bridge Company was laid before Parliament, 
the incorporators named being Thomas Ritchie, 
Henry Corby, James Brown,George S, Tickell, 
U. E. Thompson, C. F, Smith and William 
Anderson. A very strong and persistent fight 
against the project was made before the Parlia- 
mentary Committee Ly representatives of Tren- 
ton, who urged that the bridge would be an 
impediment to the navigation of the Bay, and 
would thus nullify the advantages expected tu 
be derived from the Murray Canal, then in pro- 
cess of construction. The case was fully ar- 
gued before the Committee, with the result that

“Variations in temperature to the extent of 
one hundred and cighty degrees Fahr. shall be 
provided for. All parts shall be so designed 
that the strains coming upon them can be ac- 
curately calculated upon,” 

** Provision is to be made for sidewalks out- 
side the truss at a future time by drilling bolt- 
holes in ends of transverse floor beams, by 


means of which extension brackets can be 
attached,” 
As some new ideas were embodied in Mr, 


Keefer’s designs for the piers, we copy from 
the report of that eminent authority, Mr, Wal- 
ter Shanly, C. E., upon the structure. 

The occasion of Mr, Shanly’s report was the 


fact that some of the piers were bent or sprung 
out of line by the pressure of the ice during last 
winter. Mr. Shanly was, by resolution of the 
Directors, ‘called in as consulting engineer as 
to the best means of remedying the defects and 
of preventing such occurrences in the future.” 
In his report, Mr. Shanly thus lucidly explains 
the cause of the springing of the piers : 

“The length of the bay is all of fifty miles, 
with a varying width, much greater at some 
points than on the bridge line. It thus, frozen 
completely over in winter, exposes to the at- 
mosphere a vast surface of smooth, level, glar- 
ing ice. 

“Here, as with other Canadian land-locked 
waters, similarly conditioned, the ice, in obed- 
ience the immutable law expansion 
and contraction, inevitably cracks or splits soon 
after it has fully * taken’ over the surface of 
the bay or lake, causing a great fissure, which 
commonly stretches from shore to shore. The 
opening of the ice-field in this way is often ac- 
j companied by loud reports as of artillery, The 
power exerted is irresistible and to the extent of 
| the expanding, or contracting, of the ice, be it 
measured in inches or in fect, any ordinary 
structure found within its embrace is effected, 
| As the ice move 5, it moves —must move,”

THOMAS RITCHIE. 


President of the Bay of 
Quinte Bridge Company, was born in Ottawa 
(then Bytown) in the year 1838, His father, 
the late Robert Ritchie, who had served with 
distinction in the Royal Artillery during Sir 
John Moore’s famous campaign in 1810, was 
sent to this country, bequuse of failing health, 
to fill the position of barrack-master and ord- 
nance store keeper at Ottiwa. He retired from 
the service in 1557, came to Belleville to reside 
with his son George, wha had established him- 
self inthe dry goods business here, and died in 
1872. 

The Subject of our notice accompanted his 
father to Belleville, and after taking a course 
in arts at the University of Toronto and a course 
of theologysat Knox College, he entered tpon 
the work of the ministryof the Free Church 
(Presbyterian), Later, however, he entered 
into business with his brother George, and on 
the death of that highly esteemed gentleman, 
became the head of the house, whose trade he 
has so successfully conducted that it is now the

WILLIAM WALTER LEE, 


William Walter Lee, President of the Brown 
Manufacturing Company, of Belleville, and Su- 
perintendent of that eompany’s works, took a 
larger part in the erection of the Bay Bridge than 
was taken by any other individual—firstly, as 
superintendent of the compiny who planned and 
built the superstructure, and secondly as the asso- 
ciate of Mr. Walter Alford in the completion of 
the substructure. Mr, Lee was born at Ded- 
ham, county of Essex, England, in 1847, and 
having served an apprenticeship with Wren & 
Hopkinson, of Manchester, and acqtirod 9 
thorough knowledge of mechanical engincering 
from that firm, he came to Canada in 1870, and 
found employment with the late Alox. Brown, 
who had a large contract on the Intercolonial 
Railway, notably the construction of the Mirami- 
chi bridges. For six years he was engaged in sus 
perintending the bridge work on Mr, Brown's 
contract, some of which was conceded bo be the 
best of the kind ever done in Canada, So high- 
ly impressed were the Government ¢ ngincers 
with Mr, Lee's ability that he was employed to 
complete difficult portions of the work, afler 
which he assumed charge of Mr. Brown's min- 
ing operations in North [astings. Subsequent- 
ly he was cngage dd to superintend the works of 
the firm of G. & J. Brown,and on the reorganiza- 
tion of that concern be became a partner, being 
appointed President of the Company and retain: 
ing his old position of Superintendent, Under 
the management of Mr, Lee the business of the 
Company has been greatly extended, and the 
works now include every appliance for bridge

WALTER ALFORD, 


Walter Allord, associate contractor for the 
substructure, is also an Englishman, he having 
been born in Devonshire in 1844. Like many 
another successful man, he had to make an carly 
start in life on his own behalf, At the tender 
age of eleven years he started to carve out his | 
fortunes, and after several years of hard work he 
came to Canada in 1870 and established himself 
in Belleville, In the same year he entered into 
partnership with Mr. W, W. Northcott, the firm 
acquiring the sash factory on Pinnacle street, 
which is still carried on by Mr. Alford, The 
firm erected the Robertson blocks, the 
Government Buildings, the Model Schools 
in Trenton and Madoc, and other im- 
yortant structures, including: private residences, 
inthe city, and on Mr, Northcott’s withdrawal 
in 1883, Mr. Alford continued the business, 
Prominent contracts filled by him since that 
time have been the Trenton post office, the 


this is not to be wondered at, as near 
the mouth of the river was a barren 
plain, with a heavy cedar swamp extend- 
ing on each side of it. What is now 
Front street, one of the finest streets in 
Canada, was a thick cedar swamp, with 
the rock within a few inches of the sur- 
face. Soon afterwards a few houses 
were erected south of Dundas street, 
and for many years settlement did not 
extend north of that street. Probably 
the first person to build a house in 
Belleville was Asa Wallbridge, and in 
1798 John Simpson built the first tavern 
in Thurlow, which stood on the south- 
east corner of Dundas and Front streets, 
At this place was the ferry, and_ subse- 
quently the first bridge. About six years 
later the site of the bridge was trans- 
ferred to the spot mow occupied by the 
lower bridge. ; 

At the time last spoken of, and until 
1816, Belleville was known as “Meyers’ 
Creek,” so called in honor of Capt. Mey- 
ers, the mill-owner. The Indian name 
of the river was Sagon-aska, and it had 
also borne the name of Singleton’s river, 
In the year mentioned, according toa 
disputed statement, Governor Gore 
named the village Bellville, in honor of 


his wife, Lady Bella, which name has 
since been transmogrified by the addi- 


tion of a single letter, into that which it 
now bears. 

This year Mr. Wilmot, acting under 
instructions from the Goyernment, laid 
out the Indian reserve on lot No. 4 into 
town lots of half an acre each. In this 
year, also, a post office was established 
in Belleville, and Mr. 8S. McNab was the 
first postmaster. ‘ 

In 1836 Belleville set up as an inde- 
pendent municipality, and after several 
years of slow but substantiul progress, 
was incorporated as a Town in 1850. 

It may be said that the limits of the 
corporation haye been extended several 
times, the 200 acres on which the village 
was founded in 1816 having gradually 
expanded to 1,360 acres embraced with- 
in the city limits in 1891.

The Bay of Quinte offers unsurpassed 
facilities for the enjoyment of the amuse- 
ments of yachting, buating, canocing, 
bathing and ‘swimming, but the induce- 
ments it holds out to the angler surpass 
all its other attractions. From its western 
extremity, at the Carrying-place, to its 
junction with Lake Ontario, at the Gap, 
a distance of some fifty miles, there is 
not a square rood of its surface which 
does not shelter several members of the 
finny tribes, thirty species of which are 
stated by naturalists to inhabit its wa- 
ters. Of this great number there are 
only two which, by the common con- 
sent of anglers, are esteemed ‘game 
fish,” namely, the Maskallonge and the 
Black Bass; though some worthy dis- 
ciples of [saac Walton include the Pike 
and the Pickerel (Dore) in that order. 
Several of the inferior species, however, 
afford capital material for initiating the 
juvenile aspirant for the honors of an- 
gling. 

Of all these fish the first rank is de- 
servedly given to the Maskallonge. This 
lordly fish belongs to the Pike family, 
of which it is the acknowledged chief- 
tain, as its scientific name, Zsex nodilior, 
implies. Handsome, both in shape and 
eolor, its body seems formed in an 
equal degree for strength and agility, 
while the expression of its countenance 
bespeaks energy and determination ; 
nor does this expression belie its char- 
acter, fora bolder biter or a more en- 
during fighter does not exist in all Amer- 
ica’s fresh water seas. This grand fish 
is almost exclusively taken with a spoon 
or other artificial bait, as it is rarely 


fished for in any other way, and from its 
abit of jurkmg among, of (a “the ta- 


mediate vicinity of the weed-beds, it is 
seldom taken in the nets of the profes- 
sional fishermen. Stragglers of this spe- 
cies are occasionally captured in all parts 
of the Bay,but there are certain localities 
in which it is met with more abundant- 
ly. Hay Bay, in the townships of Adol- 
phustown and Fredericksburgh, is the 
most celebrated of these resorts. In 
1889 it occurred very numeréfisly in 
Mosquito Bay,an expansion of Big Bay, 
which extends between Huff’s Island 
and Big Island, and communicates with 
the big marsh of Ameliasburgh, which 
is believed by.many to be the headquar- 
ters and breeding-place of the Maskal- 
longe of this district, by the Strait of 
Sawguin. In 1889, upwards of a hun- 
dred of these fish were there taken, the 
Jargest of which weighed 51 pounds, 
while in 1890 not more than half a doz- 
en were caught in the same waters. In 
the vicinity of Nigger Island, and in the 
stretch of water between Dead Creek 
and the Carrying-place, at the head of 
the Bay, Maskallonge are caught every 
season in considerable numbers. The 
season during which they are usually 
taken extends from about the second 
week in August until the latter part of 
September. ‘The flesh of the Maskal- 
longe is white, firm and of excellent 
flavor, whether baked, boiled, or cut 
into slices and fried. 


_Next in order comes its congener, the 
Pike, or Great Northern Pickerel, Zsox 
lucioides, so called from its supposed 
likeness tg the Pike of Europe. ‘This 
Species is much inferior to the Maskal 
longe in size, in color, in form, in game- 
ness and in culinary qualities, its flesh 
being soft and flayorless, It is seldom 
fished for specially, but is often taken 
when trolling for Bass or Maskallonge. 
Great numbers are speared in spring, 
when they leave their marshy haunts 
and enter the rivers and crecks to deposit their 
Spawn. Some people find difficulty in distin- 
Ryishing a large Pike from a Maskallonge.

We now come to the angler’s fish par excel- 
lence, the Black Bass. Of this fish there are 
two species, the large-mouthed, Microplerus 
salmoides, and the small-mouthed, Afic roplerus 


weigh nine pounds, The heaviest small-mouth 
taken last yeac weighed four and a half pounds. 
It was caught by Mr, W. Ormond, the most 
generally successful of our Bass fishers, 

The Vike-perch, Wall-eyed Pike, Pickerel,or 
Dore, Lucioperca Americana, CUVIER, stands 
next in estimation, It sometimes takes a bait 
at the bottom, and will rise to the fly in the 
shallow water of the river; the greater number, 
however, are taken by fishing through the ice in 
winter, when they are in hizh season, The 
Pickerel as a food-fish is equal or superior to 
the Bass, and when boiled with a liberal allow- 
ance of salt is quite as good as the fish which 
are brought from the distant waters of the Gulf, 

The fish which provide the sport of the ju- 
venile angler are the Yellow Yerch, the Kock 
Bass, the Calico Bass, two or three species of 
Sun-fish, the Chub, the Ecl and the Mud-cat, 
all of which are vigorous biters, and are abun- 
dant in their season Angling for them ts very 
simple, as they will take almost any bait. 

A yery beautiful fish is the Red-finned Suck- 
er, My xostoma macrolepidola, though it is not ac- 
knowledged as a game fish by anglers, orindeed 
held of much account as a food-fish, though 
numbers of them are brovght to market in the 
spring. ‘This fish is uch like the Barbel of 
England, to which indeed it is closely allied, 
and if fished for in the same way, with worm at 
the bottom, the water being previously baited | 
with broken worms or paste, might afford fair 
sport, though not so livelyon the line as the 
Bass or Maskallonge. It will, however, some- 
times take a moving bait; the first fish the 
writer captured in the Moira was a Red-fin 
Sucker of 6 pounds weight. It was taken onan 
artificial minnow which had been used for the 
capture of speckled trout in the River Tweed, 
between England and Scotland. 

Another fish, which ought not to be passed 
over without a notice, is the Channel Catfish, 
Iechthalurus punctatus, JORDAN, which ascends 
the river in the spring. Fish of this species 
have been taken of 9 pounds weight, but those 

encrally caught run from 1 to 4 pennds, the 
arge ones generally breaking away from the in- 
ferior tackle mostly used by our bait fishers. 
The Channel Cat is a bottom-feeder, and may 
be caught with a bunch of lobworms or a chunk 
of raw beef or bullock’s liver. Though by no 
means a handsome fish, yet when deprived of 


its ugly head, thoroughly cleaned, and baked

It is a remarkable circumstance that neither 
the Moira nor any of its tributaries is inhabited 
by the Brook Trout, Sa/velinus Sontinalis, 
while the affluents of the Trent on the west, 
and the Madawaska on the north, afford this 
esteemed fish in plenty. The nearest point to 
Belleville where it can be taken is Squire's 
Creek, in the township of Kawdon, which 
stream is annually visited by a few anglers from 
the city, who enjoy fair sport, | 

Owing to the nature of its bottom and the im- 
pure quality of its water, it is not probable that 
the Moira was ever much frequented by the ' 
true Salmon, Sa/mo salar; a few individuals | 
may have entered its mouth when on their way 
to the Trent, which river they used to ascend 
as far as Chisholm’s Rapids. The last fish of 
this Species that is known to have been caught 
in the Moira was captured some 50 or 60 years 
ago by the father of our respected townsman, 
Mr. Wm. Blaind, near where the footbridge 
crosses the stream. 

The Whitefish, Coregonus clupeifermis, and 
the Lake Herring, Coregonus arledi, JORDAN, 
also belonging to the Salmon tribe. are found in 
the Bay in considerable numbers ; but as these 
are net fish and not fished for with rod and line, 
they do not claim our notice further than mere 
mention. 

Those who love to cast the artificial fly can 
enjoy their favorite sport from the bank of the 
Moira at almost any spot between the city lim- 
its and Corbyville, and will generally be able to 
secure a fair number of Chub and Rock Bass, 
with now and then a Black Bass, the latter gen- 
erally of small size. The flies for this mode 
should be smaller and darker colored than 
those used on the Bay. Many fine Bass, and 
occasionally Maskallonge, may be caught in the 
deep-water part of the river, which lies between 
Foxboro = Latta’s Mills. } 
Within the last five or six years a small fish 
of the Herring family has appeared in the Bay 
in large and increasing numbers. 
show themselves in May, and continue through 
June and July, and disappear in August and 
September, when they are cast ashore in great 
quantities. As far as they can be identified 
from Professor Jordan's brief description, they 
seem to be cither the A/losa sapidissima, the 
common shad, or a closely allicd species They 
are commonly supposed to have sprung from 
those which were placed bythe late Seth Green, 
U.S, Fish Commissioner, in the lakes as food 
for the larger fish.

Easy of access, surrounded 
by a delightful country, affording opportunities 
for driving, riding, fishing, shooting, with stores 
not surpassed by the BETO and a market 
of phenomenal variety and cheapness, a few 
minutes from the pleasure resort of Massassaga 
—six or eight hours from the Thousand Isles— 
about the same time from Niagara's thundering 
cataract! Where can there be found in this 
beautitul land the peer of our loved city? Twen- 
ty miles’ sail brings us to Deseronto, the home 
of the lumber kings, the Rathbuns, whose en- 
terprise has on the Indian Reserve created a 
prosperovs and successful town. The Mohawks, 
the survivors of that noble band of red men 
whose home was on the banks of the Bay, reside 
on their Reserve adjoining Deseronto. While 
some of them have succumbed fo the deadly 
fire-water, the large proportion are intelligent, 
jndustrious and well educated, 


The tourist will be pleased with a visit to the 
church in which is contained a portion of the 
valuable sacramental service presented in 1710 


The portraits of the four kings (chiefs) of the 
tribe are now in the British Museum. A clause 
in their address prays ** the great Queen to send 
over some person to instruct them in a knowl- 
edge of the Saviour.” Upon each of the pieces 
of the service is engraved, ** The Gift =); Her 
Majesty Queen Anne, by the Grace of God of 
Great Britain, France and Ireland, of her Plan- 
tations in North America, Queen of Her Indian 
Chappel of the Mowhawk.” 


A few miles to the east lies the historic 
ground of the U, E, Loyalists, in Adolphus- 
town, Here settled the patriotic band of ref- 
ugees, whose lineage can traced back to no- 
ble names in France, Germany and Holland.

Coasting along Amherst Isle,we get a glimpse 
of Old Ontario, and occasionally a few of her 
crested billows drive the tiny barks to the shel- 
ter of the city of Kingston. As we glide over 
the waters of the harbor what memories come to 
us as we see the bastions and fortress of Fort 
Henry, and we think of Frontenac, the brave 
and gallant Frenchmen, who built the first fort 
and erected palisades to keep at bay the plumed 
warriors of the forest. Wherefare the noble 
Count and his retinue—the young blood of Ja 
belle France? Gone—faded into the dark 
night! Even his name has been taken from 
the old city he founded. A few large islands 
introduc: us to the St. Lawrence Kiver, the 
brightest, clearest, happiest river in the world. 
Some rivers, like the Sagnenay, are so dark, 
gloomy and sombre, they seem to frown on 
you fiom their black waters; but others, like 
the St. Lawrence and the Rhine, laugh and 
smile and ripple their waters, and dance and 
move before you happy all the time. It is a 
pleasure upon a bright, sunny day to sail over 
the green waters of the noble river, which car- 
ries upon its bosom the sea of islands. Ascend 
the cupola of the Thousand Island House, at 
Alexandria Bay, and gaze at the river—and be- 
hold a scene which has not its equal on the con- 
tinent !

Each visit reveals new beauties. Swift and pa- 
latial yachts, castellated imansions, elaborate 
cottages, tastily arranged gardens, have done a 
great deal to give artistic beauty to the river; 
but if you will take a skiff and follow the chan- 
nels between the islands, where the steamers 
and yachts cannot go, you will find Dame Na- 
ture at her loveliest. The fair goddess will 
paint for you wondrous landscapes of weird and 
magical beauty, Vistas will open before you 
fairer than you have dreamed of. Then in the 
hazy days of Indian Summer, when the islands 
have donned their richest garb—when the adol- 
esence of springtime has mellowed into the ma- 
turity of autumn—when the Frost King has im- 
printed bis chaste kisses on the Jeaves, and you 
catch them blashing at’ the fervor of his «alute 
—at such a time, when the rich gold is dashed 

and flecked by the crimson; when you can 

float away under the azure sky, canopied by 
fleecy clouds, over the rich green water, past 
island after island of cnrious form and shape, 
but enamelled with colors brighter than the Ty- 
rian dye, now rounding a land-locked bay, 
where the trees are reflected with startling dis- 
tiactness, and where through the crystalline 
depths the silvery fish dart at play ; where the 
maples with their aureoles of glory overshadow 
you, andthe dense foliage of the evergreen 
casts its shadow on the wave--then you enjoy a 
happiness too great for words, too deep for ex- 
pression. 


Down the swift current yon glide until you 
catch a distant murmur and see a line of yeasty 
foam. We are approaching ** the rapids of the 
St. Lawrence.” No life can flow on to its end 
without being in some degree troubled, and as 
the giant boulders lie in the way of the rapid 
water and the troubles of the river begin, how 
the waters surge and throw themselves upon 
the rocks, secking to rend,them from their beds! 
How they boil, and foam, and strive their ut- 
most, but are ever defeated |! A Canadian poet 
says of the rapids :— 

All peacefolly gliding,

A HISTORICAL REVIEW. 


THE BAY COUNTRY IN OLDEN AXD IN 
MODERN TIMES. 


It Delighted Champlain and La falle 
—It Became the Residence of the 
U. E. Loyalists, and the Cradle 
of Civilization in Upper 
Canada. 


Nw It is the Home of a Loyal, Prosper- 
ous, Happy and Contented 
People. 


The completion of the beautiful bridge 
that forms a connecting link between 
the insular county of Prince Edward and 
the important city of Belleville, marks 
an era in the history of the Bay it so 
gracefully spans. A glance at that his- 
tory takes us back to the time of French 
domination in this part of North Amer- 
ica, a period of nearly three hundred 
years. It is generally accepted as an 
historical fact that Samuel Champlain, 
in the year 1615, when returning from 
his unfortunate expedition against the 
powerful Iroquois tribe of Indians,passed 
down the Trent River to its mouth, and 
then followed the Bay to the St. Law- 
rence. It is also recorded that the great 
French navigator and colonizer, with bis 
followers, wintered on the very spot 
where Belleville now stands. This gives 
our city a special claim to distinction in 
connection with the charming piece of 
water across which the new bridge 
stretches. It isnot our intention to cite 
historical dates and events that are more 
or less familiar to all our readers. A 
general reference to the theme that in- 
Spires these remarks, with the necessary 
moralizing to fill up the sentences and 
exemplily our purpose, will be admissi- 
ble here. When the yenturesome Cham- 
plain and gallant La Salle first looked 
upon the wooded shores and scenic 
beauty of the Bay there must have been 
a rare panorama of delight to tempt to 
further exploration. Then the primeval 
solitude reigned supreme, and 

“The rude axe, with heaved stroke, 

Was never heard the Nymphs to darnt, 

Or fright them from their sacred haunt.” 
Now, when cultivated farms and the 

comfortable homes of a prosperous and 
contented people constitute the limning 
of a picture of rural life, the scene is ex- 
ceedingly pleasing. We can only fancy 
what it was when the wild grandeur of 
those primitive days was unfolded to 
the zealous French missionaries and sol- 
diers, dressed in the emerald glory of 
the summer months, or with icy fetters 
of winter to awe the beholder. The 
charm that captivates now is reflected 
by artificial as well as natural features 
of beauty. Then nature furnished the 
chief feature of delight, and, 
"* Every copse deep tangled, tree 
irregular, and bush, 
Were prodigal of harmony.” 

From the emerald holms of the St. Law 
rence River, through the winding course 
of the Long Reach, and on to the west 
ern limit of the narrow, irregular bay, a 

succession of delights must have met the 

gaze and elicited the praise of Cham 
plain and his followers.

coming suddenly and extremely cold, a 
number of the men, including Col. 
Quinte, perished from hunger and ex 
posure. Their bodies were buried on 
the spot, and in after years their bones 
were exposed by the pioncer’s rude 
plough. So much for the romance 
which was supposed to furnish the origin 
of the name our beautiful bay now 
bears, and which the learned judge, 
previously mentioned, tried to immor- 
talize in poetical form as follows ;— 
** Vet this Bay had once its terrors, 
Ere the red men were subdued, 
And the scene that’s now so lovely, 
Was terrific, wild and rude : 
When the gallant Quinte, fying 
From the savage of the west, 
On the cheerless bill lay dying, 
With fierce cold and hunger pressed; 
And his bones were left unburied, 
But his name won't pass away, 
While there’s beauty on the hillside, 
Or these waters gently play.” 


Subsequent investigation has shown 
that no French officer of that name was 
sent to Canada, and that the retreat, ex 
posure and death of French soldiers, as 
the story has it, were the creatures of 
somebody's fancy, The name undoubt- 
edly was derived from a tribe of Indians, 
a branch of the Mississaugas, who hada 
village at Hay Bay. On an old map, 
now in the Imperial Library of Paris,the 
water stretch leading to this Indian set- 


tlement is designated “the Bay of 
Kente,” and also “the Bay of the 
Kentes.” This word correctly pro- 


nounces the word as it is now spelled. 


What a wonderful transformation has 
been wrought since the days we have 
been writing about. Then the over 
hanging boughs of a dense forest bor- 
dering cast a sombre shade far out upon 
the rippling waters, and there were many 
nooks and inlets where the sun’s rays 
could not penetrate. The dip of the 
red man’s paddle and the howl of some 
roving beast of prey were the principal 
sounds that disturbed the universal 
quiet. The lordly pine lifted its ever- 
green top far above the surrounding 
trees, the gnarly oak stood as a sentinel 
to mark the flight of ages, and the um- 
brageous maple spread its leafy branches 
in the full freedom of undisputed sov- 
ereignty. But with the advent of the 
hardy pioncer settlers — the noble 
U. E. L. band—there came a foe to 
primeval solitude, and a disturber of na- 
ture’s repose. A relentless war was pro- 
claimed against the wild grandeur of the 
wilderness by muscular arms that pre- 
saged victory from the start. The ini- 
tial clearings about the pioneer’s log 
cabin soon expanded, and the lapse of a 
few decades brought a great change in 
the country bordering the Bay from 
Kingston to the Carrying Place. A cen- 
tury of time, with its multiplied agen- 
cies for accomplishing the purposes of 
resolute men, has transformed the wil- 
derness into a garden. The forest shade 
has receded from river and Bay until 
many miles intervene, and a day’s jour- 
ney, with the aid of steam, towards the 
inhospitable north, is necessary to 
reach it, 

The men and women who endured so 
much for conscience’ sake, and made 
the Bay of Quinte district the cradle of 
civilization in this province, have left 
memories that time cannot efface. Their 
names, as well as their virtues, have been 
bequeathed to succeeding generations ; 
and at this auspicious event in the his- 
tory of the Bay, descendants of the 
hardy pioncers will come from the four 
points of the compass to witness a cele- 
bration that must establish the claim of 
Belleville to the first place among the 
flourishing towns and cities that nestle 
by the limpid waters. They come with 
the conveniences and pleasures provid- 
ed by the genius of man in this latter 
part of the nineteenth century, Instead 
of the wild forest and natural grandeur 
that greeted their ancestors, they look 
upon cultivated farms and the comfort 
able homes of a happy, contented peo- 
ple. The Indian wigwam and_ bark 
canoe have disappeared, and in their 
place are seen the stately mansion of 
civilized life and the swift-gliding craft 
ofan active and extended commerce. 
The Loyalist refugees, when they first 
inspected the forest-fringed shores of 
the Bay, were delighted with the pros 
pect, and willingly ventured their future 
happiness in establishing new homes for 
themselves and children, ‘They pro 
nounced it a land of promise which, 
though not literally ‘flowing with milk 
and honey,’ posses sed all the necessary 
elements of prosperity, The flag they 
loved so well, and for which they had 
voluntarily suffered so much,waved over 
it, and ‘neath its protecting folds they 
lived in peace and security. ‘The same 
flag waves from staff and tower today, 
hallowed by the 
with a brighter lustre won from the bat 
tle-fields and diplomacy It is still the 
flag of British freedom, the

History and Description of the Work, 


Its Effects Upon Trade and 
Travel, 


This work is situated fifteen miles 
west of Belleville. ‘The following ad 
mirable condensed history and descrip 
tion of it, as furnished to the Depart 
ment of Railways and Canals by Mr. 
Thos. S. Rubidge, the engineer in 
charge, will be found to contain all nec- 
essary particulars ;— 

The project of constructing this canal 
was first entertained in 1796, and land 
secured for the purpose of aiding in its 
construction; subsequently this land 
was disposed of to settlers. In 1525 
the Commissioners of Internal Naviga- 
tion advised the construction of the 
Murray Canal in order to avoid the 
dangerous navigation off Long Point, 
and the route they proposed was be- 
tween the Bay of Quinte and Presqu’Ile 
Harbor. In 1864 the subject of the 
construction of the Murray Canal was 
revived and the Chief Engineer author 
ized to make a survey. In 1867 he re- 
ported favorably on the Weller’s Bay 
route, In 1881 Mr, Rubidge complet 
ed survey and reported to the Minister 
of Railways and Canals upon the routes 
suggested for the canal, recommending 
tha! terminating in Presqu’Ile Harbor, 
and which was subsequently adopted, 

‘The work is situated in the County

A contract for rip-rapping or other- 
wise protecting the slopes of the banks 
was entered into with Mr. J. D, Silcox, 
28th May, 1890. This work has pro- 
gressed satisfactorily, and will be com- 
pleted early this season. The first col- 
lection of tolls occurred on the Sth of 
May, and on the gth the bridge-tenders 
commenced their duties.” 


‘To which it may be added that th® 
contract price was $1,140,625, but that 
amount will be considerably exceeded’ 
on account of additional work being 
added to the original plan. ‘The length 
between the eastern and western pier- 
heads is 5 1-6 miles,and the depth be- 
low the lowest known lake level is 11 
feet. A large amount of dredging has 
been done in the bay, in order to im- 
prove the navigation, and a channel is 
now being dredged from ‘Trenton har- 
bor to the main channel.

passed. Belleville is the main terminal point of 
the Midland Railway, which connects with the 
main line of the Canada Pacific Railway at 
North Bay, and with the various branch lines 
of that system at other points. It is the 
most important place upon the main line 
of the Grand Trunk Railway, between 
Montreal and Toronto, The North Hastings 
Railway communicates with the extensive 
mining regions of the north, 


During the season of navigation, Belleville 
has steamboat connection with Montreal to the 
East, and also with all Western ports on the 
Great Lakes, via the Murray Canal. The Line 
boats touch daily at Belleville. Belleville, al- 
though a port, is situate in the centre of one of 
the richest Seton districts in Canada, be- 
ing connected by an iron bridge (with draw) 
with the rich County of Prince Edward to the 
south, making it practically the County and 
Market Town of two Counties. The Bay of 
Quinte Barley and Cheese have an established 
reputation, and large quantities are annually 
shipped to the United States and to Europe. 
There are also mines of Iron, Gold, Lithograph- 
ic Stone, Slate, Mica and Asbestos existing a 
few miles north of the city, adjacent to the lines 
of railway. Excellent Limestone Quarries are 
conveniently near to the eastern and northern 
suburbs of the city, and the superiotity of the 
stone is so marked that shipments of it are 
made to all parts of the Dominion. These 
Quarries at present employ 150 men. Look at 
Belleville on the map, and note our advantag- 
cous and central geographical position.

Large quantities of Timber of all kinds come 
down the River Moira every spring, and square 
timber in vast quantities is also received into 
our harbor (where it is rafted) over the Mid- 
land Railway from the Georgian Bay District, 
and can be bought at reasonable rates. The 
River Moira furnishes excellent water power, 
anc there is a large area of water front, 

Labor of all kinds is cheap and abundant, 
the health of the city being good, the market 
plentiful, living economical and rents reasonable. 
_ The following chartered Banks have branches 
in the city, to-wit ; the Bank of Montreal, the 
Merchants Bank, the Bank of Commerce and 
the Dominion Bank. ‘There are also Private 
Bankers, Brokers, and Loan Socicties. 

The assessment value of property is about 
$4,000,000, The population 11,000, 

The streets are well lighted from twilight to 
daylight with Electric Light and Gas. Coal 
is cheap, being imported both by water and 
rail. Wood is also abundant, being brought in 
daily by the G. J. R. 

The death roll of the city is almost the low- 
est in the Dominion, on account of the healthy 
character of its situation, the proximity of the 
water, and the activity of the Boord of Health.

Lf proper attention were given 
to these two important points {t would in- 
sure to browers all over the world the very 
finest barley which could be produced any- 
where, . 

‘‘A Canadian farmer, to manoro his land 
properly, must be thoroughly acquatnted 
with the constituents of his soil. To pro- 
duce barloy successfully he must—or any 
other farmer must—add to his soil just 
what jis necessary to Insure a healthy 
growth of tho barley plant. With the en- 
ormous knowledge | havo of the subject, 
being thoroughly acquainted with all the 
barley-producing countries of the globe, I 
say unhesitatingly that Oanada can pro- 
duce barley absolutely faultless in every 
particular, When this fact becomes gen- 
erally known your barley will command a 
ready sale in every important grain centre 
in the world, 

**Tt is Impossible for Canada to compete 
in the English market with Russia and In- 
dia for wheat, it cannot contend with the 
north of Europo for oats, nor with tho Unit- 
ed States in corn, therefore the ma!natay of 
agriculture in Canada, apart from cheeso, 
butter and eggs, must be barley. Nature 
has singularly favored Canada as a barley: 
growing coun'ry—favored her to such an 
extent that if the barley is properly grown 
she can easily beat all rivals, and control 
the market,”—mpire. 


The Last Days of the Earth, 
(By M, Camille Flammarion ) 

In the Contemporary Review thero is an 
interesting imaginative paper by the well- 
known French astronomer, M,. Camille 
Flammarion, who describes what he ex- 
pects willbe the end of life on the earth, 
Two million two hundred thousand years 
after Jesus Christ men will be frozen out 
of the earth, Century after century the 
world will grow colder, and the exhaustion 
of the sun's heat will accelerate the pro- 
cess, He says: ‘Glaciers will spread from 
the poles over the earth, forcing back tho 
temperate zone to the tropics, until at last 
warm valleys and the cquatorial regions 
will alone be habitable. Humanity will no 
longer work materially. A unified race 
will produce at will all that ib needs by a 
network of electricity which will cover the 
globe. The lost centre of olvilization will 
be inthe heart of equatorial Aftca. Londen, 
New York, Romo and Paris will be buried 
boneath the ics, Sctence, arb and industry 
are to be applied to ralsing all the joys of 
life to their maximum of intensity, so that 
by the Influence of electricity, the nerves 
no longer finding a moment's rest,mon and 
womon drop dead of ‘otal exhaustion abou) 
their 25th year. 

©The women will strike against mother- 
hood, and not even the offer of the entire 
fortune of the Republic to the first woman 
who would give birth toa child could in- 
duce any one of them to consent to bear a 
baby.” M. Camille Flammarion describes 
how the last surviving Inhabitants took to 
aerial machines and ondeavored to discover 
whether any survivors wore living in the 
rest of the world. 

The article ts rather fantastic, and written 
partly as a satire upon existing institutions. 
Women had strack against motherhood 
{n Africa, dled out altogether in Amorica, 
while in Asia the mole comole'ely disap- 
peared, For many years before the women 
had treated men exactly as men treat women 
now, neglecting the education of boys and 
monopolizing all the professions, Leaving 
on one aide, however, these fantastic specu- 
lations, M. llammarion describes how the 
remnant of the population of the world was 
wiped out by a kind of snow cyclone, which 
destroyed the vegetable growth and parb of 
the habitable dwellings. At last two lovera 
alone remained ; thoy flew in the aerial host 
to the Grand Pyramld, which remained 
stauding, last of all the monuments of hu- 
manity. The Jast man camo to jolr the 
first king and shelter himself beneath his 
shroud. The two lovers died sitting on the 
pyramid. Their dog, which had followed 
them, licked their faco and hands, bub they 
did not awakev. The entire globe was only 
a tomb covered with snow.

Immediately after tho Hon. Finance 
Minister's budget speech, on Tuesday week, 
when he announced the reduction of three 
and a half million dollars duty on sugar ard 
also a large reduction on salt and molasses, 
Sir Richard Cartwright took the floor and 
on behalf of the Opposition moved the fol- 
lowlug, which is intonded to go on record 
4s the financial policy of the Reform party 
in tho present Parliament : 

* That the Speaker do not now leave the chair, 
but that all the words after ‘that’ in the nisin 
motion te struck out, and the following substi- 
tuted therefor: Hesoloeed—That the situation 

of the county requires that the Government 
should forthwith reduce all duties on articles of 
Prime necessity, and more particularly on those 
most generally consumed by artisans, miners, 
fishermen and farmers; and further, that the 
Degotiations which the House has been informed 

» are to open at Washington in October next, 
' should be conducted upon the basis of the most 
extended reciprocal freedom of trade between 
Canada and the United States, in manufactured 
as well as natural products,” 

The debate on the resolution is now pend- 
Ing, and every momber of the Opposition 
may be expected to vote for it when the 
Houso is divided, and tho yeas and nays 
recorded. Tho rvsolution looks vory liboral 
and plausible, bub it was framed, no doubt, 
for the expross purpose of more kite- flying 
for popularity, 1s sounds very nice on the 
Part of Sir Richard to thus aay to the coun- 
try: ** Only let mo and my frionds in cflice 
agin, and what Sweeping reduction thoro 

will bo on tho datlos of all your prime ne- 
cossltios |" >

TERRIBLE STORM. 


It Sweeps Over Gormany Doaling 
and Destruction, 
Berur, July 2—A _ terrible storm + 
thunder, bail and rain passed over a largo 
part of Germany last night, causing im- 
meuse damage to property aud loss of life in 
the villages of Suchtelop, near Dusseldorf, 
Rade and Sittard. In tho Crefeld District, 
also near Dusseldorf, the storm was espoci- 
ally sovero, and the thunder and lightning 
terrific. Many houses were complotely 
wrocked and the inmates buried in tho ruins, 

Thirteen bodies havo already been recov- 
ered, Army pioneors havo boon sent to the 
scene of the disasterto aid in the work of 
rescue, It is yet too soon to form avy esti- 
mato of tho total number of lives lost. At 
Brunswick the storm assumed the propor- 
tions of a cyclone, and the inhabitants report 
last night as being one of the most terriblo 
in their experience. The streets are filled 
with wreckage, houses were demolished and 
others badly damaged, whilo many thorough- 
fares aro turned into miniature rivers. 

The bailstones were uousually large, and as 
a consequence it is estimated that 100,000 
panes of glass have beon brokeu. In tho 
noighborhood of Sprottau, in Prussian Sile-

How Larbig Died, 

BRooKLyn, July 3.—The inquest on the 
body of Vheodore Larhig, who was shot by 
Darwin J. Mesorole in the rooms of Mrs. 
Dovio Comstock last Saturday night, was 
concluded this evening. Tho jury returned 
a vordiot that Larbig came to his death by 9 
pistol shot fired by Moserole, and that Mra

It is well knowo 
that both those disoascs, and also typhoid 
fever, not infrequently ariso from thoir in- 
foctlons having been absorbed by milk after 
it had been drawn from the cows, from a 
case of such disease noar which the milk 
had been exposed, and taken with the in- 
fected miik into the stomachs of thoze who 
bad been supplied with the milk, 

We would therefore urge upon all local 
health authorities the vital neceasity of 
having the source of the milk frequently 
looked after by a competent inspector, re- 
membering that this is of vastly more con- 
sequence than to have the milk tested for 
its degree of dilution. —Canada Health 
Journal,

About 160 unolted with the Mothodist 
church, and o similar numbor with the 
Prosbyterlan Church, while the othor 
churches lu the unton recelyed a goodly 
nambor, 

At Mordon, Man., tho mootings lasted 
three weeks, Two hundred and live namos 
were reported In the secretary's book, of 
whom noarly ono hundred were men. 

Portland, Oregon, had been presslug us 
for months, henve we decided to visit there 
first placo in January. The gulf botweon 
the Church and ‘he world ts more apparont 
in the States than in Canada. The people 
of Portland said thoy had never seen such 
large results from any evangelistic meeting 
ager hold in the city, but meetings in Oan- 
ada show greater results. Botween one and 
two hundred inquirera gavo in thoir namor, 
noarly all of whom joloed the churches, 

Now Westminster, B, O., finds us back 
to Canada again. Woe like our native Jand 
all the better after boing away for ao fow 
weeks, This is an old city, end ts now 
rapidly advancing in population. Here the 
meetings were very successful, hundreds 
turning to the Lord during our fiyo weeks’ 
stay. 

Vanconver, B. C., twelve miles from 
New Weotminater, is dostlued to bo an Im- 
mense clly. ‘The eight Evangelical churches 
were hearty iu the union. Every Sabbath 
evening a6 815 the Opera Houss was 
crowded with sbout 1,200 mon. Great 
gatherings night'y. About 300 wore re 
ported by the cecretary of the luquiry meet- 
ing. Our triend Rev. R. R. Maitland, tho 
Sabbath ofter wo loft, received ninety new 
members into his church, and there were 
largo accessions to all tho other Charches., 

Kogina, the capital of the Northwest 
Territories, so prosaed thelr claim that we 
gave them three weeks, during which time 
sbout 200 profcesed to start in tho Christian 
life. 

Neepawa, Man., last but not Icast,atrikes 
us asthe most moral town we haye seen 
for yoars. We accound for this, largely, 
because there is no liquor sold here legally 
in any hotel, ‘The Mothodists had jnst 
finished a largo church, which was tco sinall 
for the meetiogs. About six hundred men 
crowded the charch every Sabbath at 4 p. 
m , and many were tarned awsy at night, 

Well do we romember three years ago last 
February, when, at the close of our last 
mecting in Ottawa, Sir John and Lady Maoc- 
donald preased their way into the veatry of 
the Dominion church to say farewell, just 
before we took the cab for the night traio. 
That was the last time we saw him, whom 
wa learned, by ausociation ab the mootings 
and in his home, to love so woll. Never 
shall we forget that warm grasp of the hand, 
those encouraging words, and that fond 
adieu, as be threw us a kiss the last time 
we saw that gonial face. We hopo to meet 
him beyond the threshold of the pearly gate, 

As some fow peoplo talk censoriously 
about us ‘getting rich,” I might just here 
say (not for those who talk, for personally 
I do not believe in gratifying them by 
noticing them, for “people will talk, you 
kaow,” but for those who would be pleased 
to know what tho financial results are) that 
we never stipulats any amount to bo glvon 
us, or do w» allow a eubscription to bo takon 
for us, but all must come in the free-will 
offerings on the plates, From all places 
visited during the pagt year we received 
for evangelistic work loss than $2,100 each, 
\hile for travelling expenses by train and 
boat we both pald $380, and for board 
$520. Wo pay our own, 43 mon should, 
whether in hotel or private house we make 
ourhome. it might also state that we have 
found great joy In contributing to benevol- 
ent and religicus purposes during the year 
over $1,300. Wo endgayor tu live and 
labor ang givd, in vlew of that day when 
the books shal! be opened, 

We are grateful to eay that, though the 
year’s work has been eg heavy and constant, 
we ayo stronger and more vigorous than ab 
the closivg of any vbher of our seven years 
In this work, We can only acgount for 
this from the fayt that we have drunk freely 
of the “wine of the kingdom,” and that we 
boliove it true, ‘tas thy dayaace ao shall thy 
atrongth bo.” As we review the past, and 
thon turn our gaza onward, have we notall

over him, dronching him and chilling him to 
the hoart Hoe had no food, there was no 

hope of assistance, the storm increased in 

fury, the clumsy scow rolled and tumbled, 

and all the goor fellow could do was to hang 

on like grim death and mutely watch tho 

group on the sand, who wore powerless 

to help him, At woon tho storm 

was at high watermark and at ono 

o'clock the scow draggod her five powerful 

nnchors and started to ride down the const, 

presonting a foarful sight as it staggered qnd 
plunged in tho mad waters. All Contre 
Island turned out, men,wompn and children, 
and soon all were gppallod by hearing tho 
poor follow shouting, ‘‘Holp,belp, send to tho 
city for a tug!" But at that moment tho wind 

shifted and the huge boat was dashed ashore 
at Centro Island, Ward flung out a rope, 

which was caught by eager hands, and soon 
with the assistance of Island Constable Cross 
and John Grey, John Goodwin and 
Park Inspector Gibbons ho> was brought 

safe and sound to shore. Mrs. Mead 
offered him the hospitality of ber.louse ‘and 
tho rescued mariner was soon disposing of o 

hot dinner. 

The authorities are generally blamed for 
not sending out a tug to the rescue of Ward, 
ns thore was not a moment from 10 a.m, till4 
in the afternoon that he was not in peril of 
bis life. 

The morning trip of the Cibola to Niagara 
fron) this port was an exciting one, Bho 
had a good load of passengers and when in 
mid-lake she entered the bullseye of the 
storm. Tho Cibola lies low in the water and 
the consequence was that she got quite a 
ducking.

THE OCEAN AGROUND. 


Tho Eurydico, Which Wout to Her Asaist- 
ance, Also Encounters & Mishap, 

That old sqx dog, Capt. Powers, mot 
with hig first mishap on the big lakes 
Thursday night, when his staunch propoller, 
the Ocean, went ashore two miles west of 
Pickering harbor end began to bump about 
as if sbe would break eyery hone in her 
body. She was bound from Montreal to this 
port witha goneral cargo, and the Eurydice 
et Toronto was telegraphed for, That 
steamer, Capt. Jackson, ray down the shoro 
and took off the Qcean's load. and thus 
lightened tho latter boat drove further up

The removal of thecargo was a perilous un- 
dertaking in a howling gale, but it wassuccess-

Tho 
OQoean is owned by her Captain, Mr. Geddes, 
and Mr. A®. McKay, the latter a Hamilton 
wharfinger, Nobody was injured but the 
sailors bad a terrible night of it,

children arrived at Lowestoft couched in 
despandent language, and at midnight their 
tone left no doubt that death would not ba 
far before the rising of the sun, At§8 
o'clock Mr. Gladstone, sick in body and sora 
at heart, boarded the train at the little 
Lowestoft station and proceeded to London. 
Early as was the hour many of bis noighbora 
who had heard of his sorrowful journey were 
present at tho station to mark their respect 
fulsympathy with the old commoner, Aas 
the train moved out on its way to London 
these people uncovered their heads and so 
remained until the last carriage had disap- 
peared, Although tho train was run by 
special telegraphic orders which justifled a 
high rate of speed, Mr. Gladstone arrived at 
Lord Blantyro’s residence only to find that 
death had and 
human effort. Tho scone which followed the 
meeting of Mr. Gladstone with his wife and 
children was moro than affecting. The grief 
of the father was terrible, 

Many persons ca led on Mr, Gladstone to- 
day to condole with him upon the death of 
his eldest son. Mr. Gladstone has recoived 
telegrams of condolence from the Queen and 
the Prince of Wales. Mr. Gladstone man- 
ages to retain bis health in spite of the severe 
shock caused by the news of bis sou's death,

Beer in the Hospital, 


Views of Eminent Physicians. 

Alchol {s a slow polson, Men drink it 
largely diluted in beer. and manage to keep 
Up a good outside show, while within they 
are gotting into asad condition. They do 
not know it thomselyes, for they polson 
tholr nerves continually so that they got no 
true reports from within. But let some 
accldent happen which sends them to the 
hospital, and then hear what the doctors 
say about them, 

Dr, Edwards says: ‘The diseases of 
beer-drinkers are always of a dangerous 
character, and, in case of an accident, they 
can never undergo the moat trifling oper- 
ation with the security of the temperate. 
They almost invariably dio under it.” 

Dr. Grinrod, a prominent London physi- 
cian, says: ‘*A coplous beer drinkor is all 
one vital part. Ho wears his heart on his 
sleeve, bare to a death wound even from a 
ruety nail or the claw of aca,” 

Dr, Gordon says: ‘*The beer-drinkers, 
wken attacked with acute disease, are not 
able to bear depletion, and they die,” 

Dr. Nixon saya; ‘‘ Intoxicating drinks, 
whether taken in the form of fermented or 
distilled liquors, are a frequent predispos- 
ing cause of dicease,” 

One of our own workers, on a recent 
visit to Bellevue Hospital, says: ‘* As we 
entered the ward, the first sight opposite 
the door was a surgeon dreseinga gangrenous 
arm. His words to the patient, as we 
caught them, were, ‘No, I shall not let you 
go out ; you would get a glass of beer, and 
that would kill you!’” She cortinues: 
** A boy {n another bed, motherless, iriend- 
less, a stranger in a atrange land, speaking 
no word of oure, had received a slight 
wound which pure blood would have thrown 
off; but he was a beer victim, and his hart 
with his polsoned blood, produced erysi- 
pelas. Another had scratched his finger, 
and his hand was in danger of ampttation. 
And so we went through tho list, recelving 
testimony unexpected to us, almost anssked 
by us, and almost unconscicusly give, that 
systems clogged with effete matter which 
beer had prevented passing off, were_in- 
capable of resisting injury and disease.” 

Some, if not all, of these, no doubt had 
thought the beer was doing them good. 
Many boast of the good it does them, or of 
their beiny strong in spite ofthe beer. “1 
have drink a gallon of beer every day for 
the last thirty years,” said a brewer's dray- 
man, ‘‘and I never was in better health 
than at this momeut.” Yet the very next 
neatday hediedina fitofapoplexy. The 
beer told him that lie, and he believed it. 

Men who are really well and strong do 
not die off in that way suddenly. When 
these beer-drinkers get into the hospital, 
and the doctor shows them the true state 
of things, then they begin to see, though 
often too late, what beer has really done to 
them,

Binding Twine, 

Tho House discussed for tho greater part 
of tho day a resolution of Mr, Mulock, do- 
claring it expedient that binding twine 
should be placed on the freo list He gave 
figures to show that the farmers of Canada 
were compelled to pay about 3 conts a 
pound more than those of the United States, 
In the county of York about 176,348 acros 
wore under crop. If two pounds of twine 
por acre were required it would appear that 
the farmors of York had to pay for twine 
$10,580 more than i¢ was worth, When 
sugar was placod on the froo list last week 
the price at once fell a couple of conts, It 
was reasonable therefore to suppose that if 
twino were placed on the froo list the price 
of it would fall too, 

Mr, O'Brien clainieod that the prices wer® 
about the same in the United States and in 
Canada, Ho pfated out that it was tho 
duty on raw sugar which was removed.

This 
sort is made of brass, moulded to conform 
to the part of the log to which it will bo at 
tached, 

Thickly imbedded in a stiff plate from four 
to six inches square are bluntly-pointed 
rivets of equal seugth. A salt wot sponge 
which assists in conducting the current is 
pressed into tho interstices so that a soft 
mass isforined, The plate is bound so tight 
ly that the rivets m ake a firm impression in 
the flesh. 

Lxporiments in Order, of Course,

(Hamilton Spectator.) 

During tho recent cloction campalgn tho 
Grits, from Laurisr down, mado stronuous 
efforts to show the pooplo thad reolproolty 
was nob unrestricted reciprocity ; that, by 
some moans which they wore novor able to 
explain, Canada was to havo tho advantage 
of the 60,000,000 markot, and at tho same 
timo have control of bor own tarill; that, 
under Reform rule, Eoglish goods would 
nob bo discriminated against in Canada, al- 
though they would bo diac riminated agalnat 
in the country to which they 
proposed to take Into the unrestricted rect 
procity schome. ‘To this day many Grits 
who could not stomach the adoption of the 
Amorican tarilf and the consequent disorim- 
ination against English wares, actually bo. 
lieve that clevor Mr, Laurior and also Sir 
Richard Cartwright would be ablo—if givon 
a chance—to doyise somo means whoroby 
Canada could get behind the great A morl- 
can fonce of unrestrloted roclprocity, and 
snoak in English goods without tho know- 
lodge of tho obhor partner to the scheme 
the United States. It is marvollous that 
mon with heads upon their shoulders should 
permit thomaolves to lmagino that auch a 
thing could be done. ; 

During the clection campaign some of the 
Amorican papors—anxlous for the success 
of the Liberal party in Canada, and por- 
colving that that party had no chanco of 
succeas if the Canadian voters understood 
what unrestricted reciprocity really moant— 
sought to influonce Canadian voters by the 
falso protenco that, if Canada declared for 
tho first atep toward annexation, this count- 
ry would have somobthing to say aboub tho 
tariff regulations, Now, however, there 
belng no election in alight, there Is no ex- 
couse for the American papers keeping up 
that false pretence, and they are blurting 
out the truth. The following article trom 
the Chicago Canadian-American will prob- 
ably show our frionds the unrestricted what 
the United States press thinks about it: 

“Tho othor day the Canadian American 

drew the Ohicago Tribune out on the ques- 
tlon of reciprocity with the Dominion of 
Canada, aed that journal, speaking fora 
very large section of its party and for tho 
dominant forces ab Washington, acaend 
that nothing short of a treaty that would 
assimilate tho tariffs and Internal revenue 
dutigs of the two countries would be ac- 
ceptable to this country ; that itis nonsense 
to think of unrestricted reciprocity without 
an attachment that would assure a tariff of 
equal height all round this continont. 

“'Tho}Tribune voloed Western Republican 
sentiment, and served a notice upon Cana- 
dian Liberals to change their tactics, 

‘*And now we have aatrong expression of 
opinion from the East in regard to this 
same question, The Philadelphia Press 
feels constrained to take a hand In the dis- 
cussion, It declares that ‘nothing but 
unrestricted reciprocity, a Canadian taritl 
ralsed to the level of our own, and adequate 
guarantees for its administration, will ever 
be considered, mush less accepted, by the 
United States, Even that can only be 
considered. Anything less will be rejected 
peremptorily.’ In other words {t ls com- 
mercial union that Bastern Republicans 
demand from Canada. No plan by which 
Canada may hedge in the Interests of its 
own revenue will be considered. ‘Adequate 
guarantees’ sounds well. Tho Press 
means that Canada shall take the pattern 
of its tariff from Washington and follow 
the lines in that pattern in the minutest 
particular, If Blaine {s of the same opin- 
ion neither party in Canada will be able to 
negotiate a trade treaty with the United 
States ; not at leash without a surrender of 
the position now occupied before the eleo- 
tors of Canada,”

A New Building Material. 

Thirty thousand tone, or two thousand 
carloads of staff will be used in the oon- 
struction of the main buildings of ths expo- 
sition in Ohicago. Ib has been decided 
that all of the buildings will be faced 
with this material. Steff was invented in 
France about 1876, and first used in the 
buildings of the Parls exposition in 1878§ 
Ib Js composed chiefly of powdered gypsum, 
the other constituents being alumnia, gly- 
cerlne and dextrine. Theso are mixed 
with water without heat, and cast in molds 
in any desired shape and allowed to 
harden. ‘The natural color is a murky 
white, but other colors are produced by ex: 
ternal washes rather than by additional in- 
gredients, To prevent brittleness the ma- 
terial {s cast around a coarse cloth, bagging 
or oakam. The casts are shallow-like, and 
about half an inch thick, They may be in 
any form—Iin imitation of cub stone, rock, 
faced stones, mouldings or the most delicate 
designs. For tho lower portioné of the 
walls the material is mixed with cement, 
which makes it hard. Staff is impervious 
to water, and is a permanent building ma- 
torial, although {ts cost is less than one- 
tenth of that of marblo or granite,

Loypon, July 8.—Lord Salisbury has 
finally decided that ho will make his appeal 
to thé country on the question of local gov- 
ernment for Troland, the measure comploting 
the legislative program of the Ministry, and

Mr. Bowell characterized this statement as 
equally falso with the other, On the con- 
trary ho had objected to the procession and 
tried to persuade brethren not to get it up, 
He (Mr, Bowell) had always dons his best to 
preserve the peace and promote harmony be- 
tween races and creeds in this country, just 
as Sir Richard Cartwright and his friends 
had always dono their best to stir up sec- 
tional hostilities, The Minister of Customs 
took occasion to assure Mr. Charltgn that in 
the future asin the past he would not be 
allowed to attack members and reflect on 
their personal character without receiving a 
Roland for his Oliver. 

Ofrawa, July 8 —A deputation consisting 
of Dr. Olle, president, Capt. Noolon, vice- 
president ot St. Cathariues & Niagara Cen- 
tral Railway, Ald, McGuire and Culf, Dr. 
Elliott and M. Y. Keating of St. Catharines, 
Ald. Shaw, Hall and Orr, Major McFad- 
den, Hector Cameron, Nicoll Kingsmill, 
Toronto, Charles Wilson and Mr. Mac- 
pherson of Port Dalhousie and Mossrs. 
McKay, Ryckmap, Coatsworth, Cockburn, 
Denison, Henderson, Gibson, Clarke Wallace 
and Senator McKindsey waited on Premier 
Abbott and Mr. Bowell to-day to ask aid for 
the St, Catharines and Niagara Central 
Railway. Tho deputation was introduced 
by Mr. Carpenter. They asked for the usual 
bonus of $3200 a mile over the 33 miles from 
Hamilton to Toronto. They said the Gov- 
ernment had already recognized the 
road by bonusing it as far as Hamilton, 
that there could be no _ further 
construction without additional aid, that 
the $460,000 already invested would be 
practically thrown away unless they reach 
Toronto. 

Mr. Abbott said that the Government had 
not departed from its policy of aiding rail- 
roads, Hut the remission of three millions of 
revenue on sugar made it impossible to give 
assistance this year. He promised however, 
to consider the matter next session. 

As to Grand Juries. 


A return was brought down in the Senate 
to-day giving tho replies to the circular ad- 
dressed by Sir John Thompson to all the 
judgos of tho couptry asking their opinion 
onthe abolition of grand juries. A sum- 
mary of the replies gives 48 in favor of 
abolition, 41 against abolition and 12 doubt- 
ful. Among those in favor of abolition are 
Judges Gwynne and Taschiereau of tho Su- 
preme Court, Chancellor Boyd and Judges 
SingJair and Senkler. Among those against 
abolition are Hon. Oliver Mowat, Chief Jus- 
tico Hagarty, Chief Justice Galt, Justices 
Falconbridge, MacMahon, Ferguson, Street, 
Robertson and Rose, and Judge Benson. 
Among thoso classed as doubtful is Chief 
Justice Armour. 

The select committee on amendmonts to 
the Dominion Election Act met this morn- 
ing. After somo discussion tho final date 
for receiving declarations was fixed at Au- 
gust 15, peremptorily to come into force this 
year, and the time for publication éf the 
lists was oxtendod to Soptember 15. 

In thé Sonate to-day Premier Abbott, in 
reply to Hon. Mr. Flint, said it was not the 
intontion of the Government to neimposo an 
export duty on sgwlogs and timber taken 
froin Canada to tho United States in view of 
trade negotiations which will be resumed at 
Washington in October. 


Canada's Largost Vessol. 

Haurrax, July 6§.—The ship Canada, tho 
largest vessol ever built in Canada, was 
launched at Kingsport yesterday. Sho is 
176 feot long over all, 40 foot beam, 27 foot 
depth of bold, 2400 tons net, and her cost was

IN THEIR TRUE COLORS. 


Twice, during the present week, has Mr. 
Charlton tried a fall with the Minister of 
Oustoms in the great political arena ab Ob- 
tawa, and twice has the member for North 
Norfolk gone down in the dust, 

On the Gth {nst., Mr. Charlton, after 
goading Mr, Bowell into an exposure of his 
gross and notorious {nconslstenclos as to 
trade matters and his ‘private’ denuacla- 
tions of his leader and some of the active 
members of his party, threw out this taunt 
(see official report, pago 1903) as the only 
means in his power of breaking the force of 

Mr. Bowell’s scathing Indlotment : 

“I remember the time, sir, when Orange de. 
putations came down here to urge upon the 
leader of the Government of that time the pro- 
priety of appointing that hon, gentleman to a 
position in the Cabinet, and I remember too, 
that on an occasion when ons of the principles 
of his order was at stake, that he basely deserted 
them and proved himecl{ to be an unworthy ox- 
Grand Master of the order he was supposed to 

represent here,” 

Mr. Bowell at once gaye an emphatic de- 
nial to the foregoing atatements, and added 
_ “A statement was made by the hon. member 
for North Norfolk (Mr. Charlton) which I desire 

: should not go in Hansard without tho most ex- 
plicit contradiction on my part, He said he 
had a recollection—which he could not have had, 
because it didnot take place—of an Orange 
deputation coming here to insist on my going 
into the Cabinet. I pronounce that to be incor- 
_ rect, There was no more truth in that state. 
ment than there was in the affidavit the hon. 
gentleman made in reference to the member for 
Dundas (Mr, Hickey).” 

Thus ended the first encounter. Smart- 
ing under tho castigation which he had 
brought upon himself, Mr. Charlton re- 
turned to the subject on the 8th inst., but 
only to be further humiliated—if so case- 
hardened a hypocrite can bo said to feel 
humillation—by belog shown in his true 
colors’ as a falsifier and a retailer of 
false statements which the slightest investl- 
gation would have proved to be untrue. 

Oo this second occasion he admitted that 
he spoke untruly when he said that ho ‘'re- 
membered” the (imaginary) Orange deputa- 
tlons which went to Ottawa to urge the 

‘leader of the Government to appoint Mr. 
Bowell to a position in the Uabinet, by giv: 
fog as his authority the Globe of Oct. 
12, 1883, in which a spoech of Richard 
Reynolds is reported stating that in 1878 
Mr. Bowell could not have been elected 
for any constituency except by the help of 
the Orangemen, and that a deputation of 
thom, by the request of Mr. Bowell, urged 
upon Sir John his appointment to a Cabinet 
position. 

His falschood confessed in part, Mer. 
Charlton thus sought to lighten himself of 
part of the lond. Mr. Bowell at onco stat- 
ed that Reynolds was an expelled Orange- 
man—a man whose word was utterly 
worthless ; that there had been no inter- 
cession with the late Premier on his behalf. 
He had letters from prominent Conserva- 
tives, who wero asked to Intervlow the 
Premier on his behalf, and he told them 
that ib was contrary to British precedent, 
and thata man who had no morits other 
than friends to urge his appointment was 
never entitled to enter the Cabinet, Ho 
also recelved letters from the lato Promior, 
who had gone to his last home, thanking 
him for the course he had taken, and stat 
Ing lt was strictly in accord with British 
precedent that the formation of the Govern- 
mont should be left entirely to the man In 
whose hands {t was ontruated. 


Mr. Olarke Wallace confirmed Mr. 
Bowell’s statomonts as to tho alloged depu- 
tations and ans to Reynolds, as being true 
within his knowledge, 

Oharlton having thus been discredited, 
Sir Richard Cartwright thon rushod Into 
the rescue of his discomfited confrere with 


Sir Richard Cartwright—Aftor he got into 
oftice I know he tried todo that, (Laughter) 

Mr. Bowell—Tho whole party to which the 
hon. gentleman belongs is kopt tegother by such 
appeals to intolerance, He says Sir Joho Mac- 
donald desired to have a real live Grand Master 
yo the Cabinet, That is not truthful. 

Sir Richard Oartwright—Were you not a live 
Grand Master? 

Mr. Bowell—I was not a Grand Master, nor 
have I been since, though I might haye been if 
I liked. ; 

Mr, Chariton said that Mr, Wallace in saying 
that he had been rejooted by the Orange Order 
was telling what was false, He had never ap 
plied to join the order, and did not wis to join 
it from what ho knew of some of its chief 
officers, 

Mr, Wallace said his remark was that not 
many months ogo Mr, Charlton expressed an 
ardent desire to become a member of the Orange 
Order, 

Mr, Charlton—The hon, gentloman is mis- 
taken, 

Mr, Wallace—I have good authority for the 
statement, and I can give it, 

Mr, Ohariton—Give it, 

Mr, Wallace—Mr, James L, Hughes, of To- 
ronto, (Laughter. ) 

Mr, Ohariton—I have only to state that the 
information is incorrect. The last time I met 
Mr, Hoghes he informed me he never met me 
without feeliog like swearing, I told bim he 
had better swear. (Gaughter.) 

Mr, Bowell—That was after you left the 
Equal Righters, (Laughter.) 

Mr. Mills (Bothwel)) said that Mr, Bowell 
had unjustifiably charged the whole Liberal 
party with intolerance 

Mr, Bowell Then I take it back, I did not 
intend my remark to apply to tho whole party, 

The losson taught Messrs. Charlton and 
Cartwright has been a sharp one, bub It 
will not cure thom of thelr proponsity for 
repeating and adopting as tholr own the 
®landerous invuntions of thelr party heelers. 

It will, however, make them more care- 
ful of retailing falsehoods concerning the 
Minlater of Oustomoe,whveesauebal thoy will 
not be In a hurry to test agaln.

AFTER FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Deserted His Wife and Marriod Another 
Woman in London, 

Lonpon, July 9,—George Hughes, a junk 
shop man, is in trouble, Yesterday after- 
noon a wornnan claiming to be Hughes, alias 
Caine’s wife, arrived in the city from To- 
ronto and caused his arrest on a charge of 
bigamy.

Sinco then 
the wifo has continued to reside in Toronto, 
supporting herself and hearing nothing of 
her missing husband and son, until recently 
they were discovered to be living in this city 
under the alias of Hughes, Furthor enquirigs 
were justituted by Mrs. Caines, which result- 
od in theevent of yesterday. Hughes is al- 
leged to have “feloniously and unlawfully 
married a blithesome young woman named 
Bella McDonald, living at Thunder Bay, Al- 
goma, in 1877, only a few months after loay 
ing wife No. 1.” 


Hacked With an Axe. 

StraTHroy, July 9—An Indian named 
Joseph Hall, residing two miles from Napier, 
aroused Dr. Copeland Wednesday and in- 
formed him that he had killed his wife and 
her lover. The red man was literally covered 
with blood himself and his story was readily 
believed by the doctor, who at once hastened 
to the sceue of the supposed murder, Upon 
arriving at the Indian’s home a curly-headed 
African was found with two axo cuts on his 
bead and his jaw broken, and by his side lay 
a bruised and battered female who was ap- 
parently dying. She has twoor threo cuts 
on her head and face which were inflicted by 
the back of tho axe, Her left arm fs also 
broken, The Indian states that after doing a 
hard day’s work he came home, ate his 
supper and pretended to bo asleep in bis 
chair; while there the woman wept to the 
nogro’s room and closed the door.

I wade down into a Scripture passage as 
Jong as I can touch bottom, and when I 
cannot then I wade out, I used to wade in 
until it was over my head and then [ got 
drowned, I study a passage of Scripture 
so long as it is a comfort and help to my 
soul, but whenit becomes a perplexity and 
6 spiritual upturning [ quit. In other 
words, we ought to wade in up to our heart, 
but nover wade in until it is over our head. 
No man should ever expect to swim across 
this great ocean of divine truth. I go down 
into that ocean as I go down into the Atlan- 
tic ocean at East Hampton, Long Island, just 
far enough to bathe; then I come out, I 
never had any idea that with my weak hand 
and foot I could strike my way clear vyer to 
Liverpool. 


GOD'S MYSTERIOUS GOVERNMENT, 
I suppose you understand your family 


genealogy. You know something about 
your parents, your grandparents, your 
great grandparents. Perhaps you know 


where they were born, or where they died, 
Have you ever studied the parentage of 
the shower, ‘‘Hath not the rain a father?’ 
This question is not asked by a poctaster 
or a scientist, but by the head of the uni- 
verse. To humble and to save Job God 
asks him fourteen questious: About the 
world's architecture, about the refraction of 
the sun rays, about the tides, about the snow 
crystal, about the lightnings, and then he ar- 
raigns him with the interrogatiou of the text, 
“Hath the rain a father?” 

With the scientific wonders of the rain I 
have nothing todo. A minister gets through

three years, and if he has piety enough be | 


gets through with it in the first three months. 
A sermon has come to me to mean one word 
of four letters, “help!” You all know that 
the rain isnotan orphan. You know it is 
not cast out of the gates of heaven a found- 
ling. You would answer the question of my 
text in the aftirmativ 
Safely housed during the storm, you hear 
the rain beating against the window pane, 
and you find it searching all the crevices 
of the window sill. It first comes down in 
solitary drops, pattering the dust, and then 
it deluges the fields and angers the moun- 
tain torrents, and makes the traveler im- 
plore shelter. You know that the rain is not 
an accident of the world’s economy. You 
know it was born of the cloud. You know 
it was rocked jn the cradle of the wind. You 
know it was sung to sleep by the storm. You 
know that it is a flying evangel from heaven 
toearth. You know it is the gospel of the 
weather. You know that God fs its father. 
If this be true, then how wicked is our 
murmuring about climatic changes. The 
first eleven Salfonths after I entered the min- 
istry it stormed. Through the week it was 
clear weather, but on the Sabbaths the old 
country meeting house looked like Noah's 
ark before it landed. A few drenched people 
zat before a drenched pastor; but most of the 
farmers stayed at home and thanked God that 
what was bad for the church was good for the 
crops. I committed a good deal of sin in 
those days in denouncing the weather. Minis- 
ters of the Gospel sometimes fret about stormy 
Sabbaths, or hot Sabbaths, or incloment 
Sabbaths, They forget the fact that the same 
God who ordained the Sabbath and sent forth 
his ministers to announce salvation 
ordained the weather. ‘Hath tho 
father!”

When in one of the Irish wars a starving 
mother, flying with her starving child, sank 
down and fainted on the rocks in the night 
and her hand fell on a warm bottle of milk, 
did that just happen so? God is either in the 
affairs of men or our religion is worth noth- 
ing at all, and you had better take it away 
(rom us, and instead of this Bible, which 
teaches the doctrine, give woe eoCdlar book, 
and Jet us, as the famous Mr. Fox, the metm- 
ber of parliament, in his last hour, cry out, 
“Read me the eighth bok of Virgil.” 

Oh! my friends, let us rouse up to an ap- 
preciation of the fact that all the affairs of 
yur life are under a king’s command, and 
onder a father’s watch. Alexander's war 
horse, Bucephalus, would allow anybody to 
mount him when he was unharnessed, but as 
soon as they put on that war horse, Bucepha 
lus, the saddle and the trappings of the con- 
queror he would allow no one but Aloxander 
to touch him.

GOD'S WAYS ARE PAST FINDING OUT. 


Again my subject teaches me that God's 
denlings with us are inexplicable. That 
was the original force of my text. The 
rain was a great mystery to the ancients. 
They could not understand how the water 
should get into the cloud, and _ getting 
there, how it should be suspended, or fall- 
ing, why it should come down in drops. 
Modern science comes flong and says there 
are two portions of air of different tempera- 
ture, and thoy are charged with moisture, 
and the one portion of air decreases in tem- 
perature so the water may no longer be held 
in vapor, and it falls. And they tell us that 
tome of the clouds that look to be only as 
large as a man’s hand, and w be altnost quiet 
in the heavens, are great mountains of mist 
four thousand feet from base to top, and 
that they rush miles a minute. 

But after all the brilliant experiments of 
Dr, James Hutton, and Saussure, and other 
scientists, there is on infinite mystery about 
the rain. There is an ocean of the unfathom 
able in every raindrop, and God says 
to-day as he said in the time of Job, ‘If you 


vannot understand one drop of rain, do 
not be surprised if my doalings with 
you are inexplicable’? Why does that 


aged man, decrepit, beggared, vicious, sick 
of the world and the world sick of him, live 
on, while here isa man in mid life, conse- 
crated to God, bard working, usefal in every 
respect, who dies? Why does that old gossip, 
tho street about everybody's

The atrongly expressed desire of Sir 
Richard Cartwright and his colleagues Jn 
Oppoaltion to ‘reduce all duties on articles 
of prime necessity, and more particularly 
on those generally consumed by artisans, 
miners, fishermen and farmers,” has some- 
thing truly refreshing about it. ‘The reso- 
lution embodying this strong deatre Is made 
the great test question of this session, If nob 
of this Parliament. It is suppoaed to em- 
body the financial policy of the Reform 
party, and is probably intended to be the 
rallying cry at the next elections, 1b has 
4 popular sound to the people, and is being 
worked for all that it is worth. Probably 
for years to come the party speakers will 
quote that resolution as the one that they 
Sre so anxtous to geb Into power to give the 
people all the advantages of. 

In Sir Richard's budget speech he rallied 
the Finance Minister with much apparent 
earnestness because he even retained a frac- 
tlon of a cent per pound duty on refined 
sugar, for the protection of our own Cana- 
dian refiners, In his oratorical climax he 
said : 

“Lhe hon. gentleman had a great opportunity, 
and had thrown itaway. Had he come down 
to the House to-night, and said, Gentlemen, the 
Government of Oanada have decided, in view of 
the fact that thay have a considerable surp'us, 
and in view of the action of the United States, 
in view of the burdens which the people have 
now to bear, to give the people of Canada free 
sugar, I would have frankly applauded the ac- 
tion of the hon, gentleman, and I would have 
said that it was good as far as it went,” 

He left if to be Inferred that it was nob 
going far enough to suit his ideas and those 
of his party because it did not more aweop- 
Ingly reduce all duties on prime necessities, 
especially to the great mass of the working 
people. Just how much all this new-born 
zeal means in the people's behalf can be 
best interred from the fact that whon Sir 
Richard was Finance Minister and when 
his party was at his back, instead of any

Sir William Ritchie, deputy governor,came 
down to tho Senate thia afternoon and gave 
royal assent to 80 bills, including the modus 
vivendl, the bill to settle accounta between 
the Dominion, Ontario aud Quebec, and tho 
bill to authorize the London and Canadian 
Loan & Agoney Company to issue dobon 
tures, 

Mr, Amyot has givon notioo that he will 
inquire whothor tho High Comrmissionor for 
Cavada at London Is authorized by the Gov 
ornmont to promote Imporial Federation 
and to afford to that schomo his active, public 
ofticious or official concurrence, or is he act 
ing on his own responsibility? Are the Gov 
ernment of Canada in fayor of ostablishing 
Imporial Federation? Havo the Governmont 
a final policy as to tho ostablishmont of an 
Imperial Federation? Are they hostile, 
favorable or indifferent theroto? 

There was quiton breeze at the Railway 
Committee meeting this morning when the 
bill to incorporate the new Baie des Chalour 
Railway Company came up. Mr, Cockburn, 
M.P., Toronto, rese, stating that he felt it 
his duty tothe public not to allow thd bill 
to pass without an amondment. The old 
company, ho learned, hada couple of months 
ago received from the Quebec Government 
$280,000 (in 800,000 acres of land) to pay off 
tho debts oxisting on tho road. Of this 
amount only $64,000 had gone to satisty the 

claim of tho poor laboring men, whilo 
$175,000 had gono into letters of credit 
in the Banquo du Peuople and Quebec 
Bank for purposes unknown, and tho 
claims of Mr. MacFarlane, the sub-contrac- 
tor (some $180,000), remained unsatisfied, 
His amendment would be to insert in the 
bill a clause giving the creditors of tho old 
company alien on the property taken over 
by the new company, and at tho same timo 
he would suggest thatin the interests of pub- 
lic morality there should be an inyesti- 
gation into what had become of the $175,000 
held in letters of credit of the Banque du 
Pouple and the Quebec Bank. 

Mr, Barwick, Toronto, solicitor of the On- 
tario Bank, controlling the MacFarlane es- 
tate, explained that as nresult of the cessa- 
tion of payments by the old company Mac- 
Farlane had to go intoinsolvency. All the 
bank asked was that the creditors should be 
protected in any powers given the new com- 
pany. 

Mr. Lunnergan, solicitor for the new com- 
pany, said they had no desire to defraud the 
creditors, but if this lien were given it would 
seriously hamper the road in floating its 
bonds in England. And, anyway, MacFar- 
lane had no right to the lien, as he only had 
a disputed claim, the amount of which might 
be greatly lessened by the court. Mr. La- 
costo, Speaker of the Senate, who was 
woellupin the facts of the case, had ex- 


pressed the opinion that when the matter

the Canterbury

LONDON, July 10.—Tho Canterbury Dio 
ceann Conferonco hag beon discussing the 
rolations of the Church to education schomes, 
Tho Dean of Davenport, Iowa, at tho request 
of the Archbishop, yesterday spoko on educa- 
America, Free education, he said, 
was recognized ns a fact, Whetbor dosirabla 
or not it was feltto be of the utmost im- 
portance to have some kind of education as 
extensive as possible, Against freo schools 
there was 4 religious objection, and also tho 
objection that the teaching was apt to become 
mechanical, Ho said anattempt was being 
made to ostablish everywhere Church schools,

A Now Grent Kailway. 

Lonpon, July 10.—Tho House of Lords, on- 
dorsing the action of the House of Commons, 
has passed a bill authorizing the construc- 
tion of a railway to be operated in the inter- 
est of and in connection with the Manches- 
ter Canal. The road will start from War- 
rington, 16 miles from Liverpool on tho 
Mersey, and run to the east coast of Lincoln, 
a distance of 160 miles. It will cross the 
Monsaldare Valley in Derbyshire by a via- 
duct 270 feet high, which will require the 
labor of 10,000 men four years to construct 
The cost of the road isestimated at £4,250,- 
000. Great docks are projected at Warring- 
ton with the design of tapping Atlantic 
freights. 


Bait to Be Soll to Americans. 

Lonpon, July 10,—Lord Salisbury recontly 
mado complaint to the French Foreign Office 
with regard to prohibiting the fishermon 
of Newfoundland from selling bait to Ameri- 
cans. 

M. Ribot, the French Foreign. Minister, in 
reply admitted that the French Admiral com- 
manding on the coast had exceeded his 
powers, and at Lord Salisbury’s request in- 
structions have been cabled the Admiral to 
revoke his ordors. 

Sir William Whiteway had a conference 
with Lord Salisbury to-day, at which the 
provisions of the bill for the appointment of 
the Judicial Cyuomaieslum to adjudicate dis- 
putes arising outofthe treaty rights were 
formally agreed to. The commission will be 
organized next February, after the New- 
foundland Legislature hag passed the bill, 


End of a Groat Strike, 

BrussELs, July 10.—The great strike of 
Belgian miners, which has been ‘in progress 
for the past 70 days, was brought to an end 
to-day. The Council of the Knights of Labor 
has decided in favor of 4 general resumption 
of business, and 4500 men” went to work this 
morning. Theremainder of the men who 
have boen on strike will resume their em- 
ployment to-morrow. 


Crops in India. 

CaLcunta, July 10.—The crop prospects in 
the provinces of Bengal, Assam and Burmah 
are good. Elsewhere tho rainfall has been 
deficient and the distress is increasing. 
Prices are rising in’ Madras districts and in 
many districts of Northern India the stock 
of fodder has been exhausted and cattle are 
dying of starvation,

Accidental Death of am Man Whom 
Could Not Kill 

MibAN, Tenn., July 10.—A Texan nomoed 
Garrott Hume died here yesterday of strangu- 
lation. His death was caused by tho action of

Humo was a herdsman on a ranch in South- 
western Texas 18 years ago, He soon became 
arichrancher.

A socond hanging proved as ineffectual as 
the first and he went to the Mexican border, 
The third attempt came near proving effect- 
tual, for the lynchers left guards to watch 
him, but a nogro cut him down next morning 
and he escaped to Mexico, whence he camo 
here segeral years ago.

A MILLION PEOPLE, 


Turned Out to See the Soldiers’ Pageant 
at Wimbledon. 

Lonpon, July 1L.—There were 16,000 
volunteers and 6000 regulars on the grounds 
at Wimbledon at 3 o'clock. The force was 
divided into two brigades, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge being in supreme command, with the 
Duke of Connaught as bis assistant. 

At 3,30 the Duke of Cambridge inspected 
the troops preparatory to the arrival of the 
Emperor William, 

At 4p.m. the German Emperor appeared, 
when a royal salute was fired and the im- 
perial standard of Germany was hoisted, 
The Prince of Wales, escorted by a detach- 
mentof Life Guards, accompanied the Em- 
peror. The Emperor, who wore a field 
marshal’s uniform of the white Cuirassiers, 
was mounted on a magnificent black charger. 
After inspecting the troops the Emperor 
rode to the saluting point aud the troops 
marched past in splendid style, many of the 
different corps being highly complimented 
by the august visitor upon their smartness 
and soldierly-like bearing. 

The march was in this order; Horse ar- 
tillery. by batteries at close intervals; 
squadrons Of cavalry; ‘artillory batteries; 
infantry, 

The volunteers wero in full marching 
order, They mustered well, a majority of 
the regiments coming by tho railroads, al- 
though many marched all the way. The 
life guards and other cavalry arrived early. 

The number of spectators was incalcuable 
but it is estimated ata million, The stands 
erected for privileged guests, members 
of parliament, lords and ambassadors, 
were packed to the edges.

ANOTHER MAMMOTH CAVE. 


Orogon's Wonderful Cavern and Whatan 
Exploration Disclosed, 


San Francisco, July 1.—Tho Examiner 
announces the discovory of enormous caverns 
{n Josephine County, Oregon, about 12 miles 
oorth ef the Californin lino and about 40 
niles from the coast, Many of the passages 
within the cave are described as of great 
beauty, containing in them semi-transparent 
stalactites, giant milk-white pillars and 
pools aud streams of pure, clear water. Tho 
party sponta weok in exploring tho caye 
and found innumerable passages and cham- 
bers, and several miles from the ontrance 
thoy discovered a small lake of cloar water 
aud water fall 30 feot in height, All kinds 
of grotesque figures were found in the» vari- 
ous chambers.

Beyond all 
clvil government worthy of the namo fs the 
moral government of God. No nobler 
basis for good government can be found 
than that which christianity proaents. To 
secure good government exalt Christ and 
christian principle in the national author 
ity. The responsibility of christian cit!izon- 
ship {sa very serious one. Civil govern- 
ment Isa trust. Every servant of Christ 
fe a steward of thab trust. Loyalty to the 
kingdom of Christ does not oxcuse loyalty 
to the kingdom of the Father. Apply 
these thoughts to our own natural life. 
Noto the miark that a forojgn atate in- 
trigulog through occlesiasticlsm, has left on

Britlah —Mberty, British dignity, 
British civilization. Recall the fam- 
ons protest of 1529, and ro- 


member that Protestantiem is a protest 
against dishonor thrown upon God's holy 
word, and that a troe Bible lover must al- 
ways be a Protestant. Note the stealthy 
advance of Rome all through British his- 
tory, and remomber the words of Cardinal 
Manning ;—‘* Ib is good for us to be here in 
England.

Conquered In Eng- 
land, It is cor quered throughout the world.” 

Remombor what the R.C, Tablet has writ- 
ten: ** His (Wiseman’s) principle was to 
put tho toaching and practice of Kome eve- 
rywhere en evidence, avd he once said, ‘If I 
could write the words Catholic Church ab 
the corner of eyory atreet, I would do so.’

The result of the municipal elections in 
Metz has caused a sensation in Berlin. The 
new councll of Motz consists of 23 protesters 
and 9 Germans, 

J. E. Beerbohm of London cables that re 
ports of the failure of the wheat crop in 
Russia are oxaggerated, ,and that thi 
Russian wheat surplus for export is likely to 
be fully 64,000,000 bushels. 

A fire occurred yesterday in the orange 
adjoining the residence of the Duke of An- 
halt and Dessau, near Berlin. Tho orangery, 
in which an exbibltion of paintings was 
being temporarily held, was destroyed. 
Most of the paintings were saved, 

A fire in the West Stanley colliery at Con- 
sott, near Durham, wrecked tho pit hoad and 
destroyed most of the machinery. Tho loss 
will exceed $300,000, Five huudred men ara 
thrown out of work. 

The heavy and incessant rains which have 
beon prevailing in Australian for some time 
past have caused a serious ovorflow in the 
Yarra-Yarra River.

IT IS UNWORKABLE., 

About as good an idea as it ls possible to 
conceive of the wholly impracticable cbar- 
acter of the Grit project of unrestricted 
reclproolty is given In the following article 
from the Hamilton Spectator : 

All public men in the United States, 
without exception, and all leading journals 
on both sides of politics, aay that if any 
treaty be made In the nature of commercial 
union or unrestricted reciprocity between 
Canada and the United States, it must pro 
vide for uniformity of tariffs. Reformers 
(some Reformers, at least) protend that If 
they were in power they could coax or com- 

pel the United States to mako a treaty of 
unrestricted reciprocity, leaving each coun- 
try free to make its own tariff, with freedom 
of entrance in one country of articles the 
growth, manufacture or produce of the oth- 
er. Mr, Charlton took that ground in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday. He said: 

Unrestricted reciprocity simply covers the 
natural products or the manufactured articles 
which are the product of the labor of the otber 
country, oud 1, io Whe oase of any article coming 
into one country an attempt is made to import 
it into the other, it is not a product of the labor 
of that country, and it will not be entitled to free 
admission, That is unrestricted reciprocity, 

Let us see how it would work: Mr. 

Foster asked Mr. Charlton how he would 
arrange about woollens. Fine wool onter- 
ing the United States is dutiable at 11 or 
12 cents a pound. Into Canada {t enters 
free. Would the United States permit 
Canadians to import wool free, manufac- 
ture {t intocloth, and send that cloth into 
the United States free of duty? Mr, 
Charlton, when questioned by Mr, Foster, 
was compelled to answer that unrestricted 
reclprocity could not be applied to woollens, 
“Perhaps,” he sald, ‘we might make some 
arrangement about our woollen tariff that 
would be satisfactory." Thon unrestricted 
reciprocity would be restricted. 1b would 
not Include woollen goods. But Canada 
imports tin plates free of daty, while In the 
United States the duty is 2} cents a pound. 
Would the United States permit us to im- 
Port free tin and send our tinware free 
into the. United States ? Manifestly un. 
restricted reciprocity would be restricted at 
tinware. Bat how about articles of iron ¢ 
The Canadian daty on pig fron fs $4 a ton; 
{n the United States it {s $6 a ton. Mani- 
festly once more unrestricted reciprocity 
would run up against a rostrictive snag in 
articles of fron. Even articles made from 
Canadian fron would be dutlable, because 
it would be impossible to show whether 
the fron of which they were composed was 
native or foreign. 

It will be noticed that the unrestricted 
reciprocity with Mr, Charlton recom- 
mends fs restricted to articles wholly pro- 
duced and made in the two countries, If 
the raw materials are imported, the arti. 
cles cannot pass free, A stove made In 
Hamilton from Scotch {fron cannot be sont 
free from Oanada into the United States 
because the fron is Imported. Buta atoyo 

»~ made in Buffalo from Pennsylvania {ron 
can be sent free from the United States 
into Canada. 

Take cottons: Oanada could not send 
any of these goods to the United States, 
because the raw material is imported; but 
the United States could send them free 
{nto Canada, because the cotton is grown 
In thatcountry. Goods of silk, flax, hemp, 
jute, etc., could not come into the arrange- 
ment because the raw material {s not to 
any considerable extent produced in elthor 
country. Sagar would not come Into {t 
because the raw material is Imported. In 
a fow years it is probable that the United 
States under tho enormous bounty will 
Produce all its raw sugar at home ; then 
sugar would come free from the United 
States {nto Canada, but would nob go free 
from Canada Into the United States. In 
fact, oxcept wooden ware, Canada would 
send no manufactured g0°0ds to the States

Heisalarge man, fully six feet in 
height, and has a bearing that at once im- 
presses one favorably, He received a first- 
class education at Canadian and American 
universities and was also a studont at Ox- 
ford. He has served the order ip different 
capacities for 35 years, and will no doubt 
show his fitness for the new position. 

Dr, Oronbyatekha is a truo Indian and 
very proud of hisrace, Though officially re- 
siding in Toronto, his home 1s on tho Tyendin- 
aga reservation near Deseronto, Ont., 
where he carries on farming and maintains 
close relations with his tribe, between whom 
and himself the strongest ties of friendship 
exist. So high is the esteem held for him by 
Canadian Indians that in 1874 he was elected 
president of the Grand Council of the Chiefs 
of Canada. 

The Doctor also ranks high in other s0- 
cioties, He is Supreme Chief Rangor of tho 
Independent Ordor of Foresters, the success 
of which is largely due to his untiring 
energy. He holds also high degrees in Royal 
and Oriental Freemasonry, and isa promin- 
ent member of the Loyal Orange Order.

Why Duncan McIntyre Became a Directos 
of the Grand Trunk Railway, 

Lonpon, July 13.—Mr. Duncan McIntyro’s 
election to the Grand Trunk Boartl has sent 
the price of the company’s shares up witha 
bound. All manner of wild rumors have 
been afloat concorning the meaning of the 
election. Ilearn from tho best inforniea 
circles that the election isa direct outcome 
of tho recent shareholders, discus: 
sion respecting tho propects of the 
company, ‘We have,” they say, “all wo 
want in the way of conngctions. We have a 
good plant, good lines and immense receipts, 
but quite inadequate profits. It is felt that 
this last doficioncy is not to bo effected ma- 
terially by serious changes in the London 
board. The management in Canada, it is 
claimed here, has naturally fallen into a 
groove and needs bringing more info line 
with modern methods, hence when Sir Ro- 
bert Gillespie resigned some of tho largest 
sbareholders, whose only desire is to secure a 
more profitable investment, urged upon the 
board and Mr. McIntyre ,that his election 
would just supply tho now spirit needed in 
the Canadian control: Mr, McIntyre ac- 
cepted after much discussion.

The countryman, Evan Evans, who dis 
covered Mrs Duncan after the assault, testi- 
fled to having seen the accused stooping over 
tho prostrate form of his wife and holding a 
huge stone in his hand. Mry. Duncan, the 
Witness said, was lying in a crevice between 
two rocks and her head, which was ter- 
cibly battered, rested in the extreme angle. 
Boon after the witness saw Duncan the latter 
touched his wife's face with a handkerchief. 
At the time Mrs. Duncon was bleeding at the 
mouth and froin one of her 
peared to be dead 

The witness then repeated the testimony 
given by him at the preliminary examination 
with regard to the prisoner's assertions that 
bis wife had fallen and hurt herself mud to 
the removal of Mrs. Duncan to the witness’ 
house and the subsequett calling in of Dr.

Protection strangles foreign commerce, 
shouts the tariff “reformer.” Facts, as 
usual, are against him, The combined for- 
eign trade of ten leading countries of Earope 
grow so rapidly under thirty-five years of 
protection that for every $100 in goods im- 
ported in 1854 they imported $350 In 1889, 
while each $100 of Great Britain's imports 
In 1854 grew during the same perlod under 
free trade only to $281. 

Canada has had a almilar experience, In 
1878.9 our foreign trade, under a Grit *rey- 
epue” tariff, amounted to $153,455,682,. In 

1889 90, after eleven years of protection, 
our foreign trade was $215,607,390—an in- 
crease of over $65,000,000, or 42 per cent.

The (Life of Sir John Macdonald, 
G.co.B, 


To the Eduor of the Empire, 
Sin,—-Many yoara ago | proposed to Sir 
John Macdonald that I would write tho 
story of his life. Ho concurred, and I have 
since devoted a great doal of time and labor 
to the collection of the necessary material, 
In 1883 Mr, Joho E, Collins pablishod a 
book entitled Tho Life and Times of Sir 
John A. Macdonald, As soon as this camp 
to my knowledge | wrote to Sir John, who 
was then at Riviere du Loup, to ascertain 
to what dogroe, if any, it had been author- 
ized by him, and what opinion he had 
formed of it. His reply was: ‘1 don't 
think it amounts to much ; I declined giv- 
ing him any information, as I did not want 
to make mysolf in any way responsible for 
the book.”

Further Evidence Before the Privileges 
and Elections Committee. 

OTTAWA, July 16.—Mr, Nool, manager of 
the Quebec Bank, was the first witness who 
appeared before the Priviloges and Elections 
Committee yesterday. Ho was, further ex- 
amined in regard to the Langevin testimonial 
fund of which ho was troasurer. All the 
subscriptions came through him, as far as ho 
was aware, and the only subscription from 
the Connelly’s was the $1000 he mentioned 
yesterday. He did not think that any of tho 
subscriptions were sent from the contractors 
to Sir Hector Langevin direct, 

The next witness was Mr. Lightfoot, who, 
Mr. Murphy said yesterday in answer to Sir 
John Thompson, was the clerk of tho Public 
Works Department to whom he gave $100. 
The Minister of Justice read over the evidence 
of Mr. Murphy in regard to this matter to 
Mr. Lightfoot, end asked him if he had 
any statement to make to the committee. 

Mr, Lightfoot: The matter as represented 
by Mr. Murphy is substantially correct. I, 
however, added to him that whenever he 
wanted the money to draw on me for it and 
{t would be paid. 

Sir John Thompson: Why did you apply 
to Mr. Murphy? 

Witness: In the afternoon I met Mr. Mur- 
phy in Metealf street. Ihad some bills to

Rocnesaren, N, Y., July 16, — About 
twolve o'clock last night a mighty explosion, 
which made the buildings all over the wost 
side of the city rock n thelr foundations, 
startled sleeping realdents from: aie onl of 
the city to the other Cho, gront gasomat 
at the old Municipal gas worl n Cannl 
atreet, now a part of the consolidated 
Rochester gas company, had exploded. Tho 
huge tank was totally dextroved One man 
in dead from injuries received | being 
atrick by a plece of the Nying debris and tho 
night watchman at the work Michael 
Stapleton, bas not been seen since the disas 
tor 


was a remarkable wight that met the 
eyes of the first comers to the scenr W hero 
the big tank had stood waa left nothing but 
the huge pit filled almost to the level of the 
ground with water The huge tron columna 
which had been located nt in- 
torvals around the tank, nod by 
means of which the latter was raisod and 
lowered according to the gas pressure, were 
some of then still standing unsupported, but 
othors had fallen in the general wreck ond 
Jay crossed over ono another in the pit of 
wator, 

Outside the works on Canal street was what 
had once been a portion of the sheet iron side 
of the big tank, now bent and twisted into a 
bhipcless mass 

On the towpath of the canal and several 
hundred feet fromtbo seeno of tho explo 
sion Iay another huge pleco of the tank, 
which had been burled through the air 
over a lumber yard with terrific force and 
had found a resting place on the caual bank 
close to the Allen street bridge, The canal 
boat F. C. Lauer & Sov of Rochester was 
tied to the bank at this place and tho tying 
mass as it settled struck the boat in the side 
and forced it out into the canal several foot, 
The captain of the boat was struck by the 
iron mass and so badly injured that ho died 
within an hour, 

Still another piece of the tank was car ried 
over to the towpath «a short distance to tho 
east of the canal boat and another laniled at 
the corner of Litchfleld and Maplo’ streets. 
Other smaller pieces of metal were hurled 
about in every direction. There wore two 
sharp concussions in close succession, and 
then a sheet of flame shot up from the top of 
the tank, At the same instant the tank was 
wrenched and broken and the pieces bogan 
to fly through the air. 

The shock of the explosion was felt through- 
out the city but more plainly, of course, in 
the western part. The numbor of windows 
broken cannot be ostimated. 

Tho people residing in tho Eighth and 
Eleventh wards almost all rose from thoir 
beds with varying impressions of what had 
happened. Several in the immediate Vicinity 
wore knocked out of their beds. Soma 
thought that anearthquake had shaken up 
the city, others that their residences had been 
struck by lightning. The damage doue out- 
side of the tank itself will very probably 
amount to a thousand dollars. Buildings in 
the centro of the city were shaken but little 
or no damage was done oxcept in the Kighth 
and Eleventh wards, 

What caused the explosion is/m in ystery. 
For oyer two months past the gasometer has 
been unused. The board of bealth ordered 
the company to repair a leak in the tank and 
for that purpose tho’ gas hail been pumped 
out. Workmen had been engaged in mak- 
ing the repairs for several weeks past and so 
free from gas was the tank that lights had 
been carried about in the interior, After 
the repairs wore completed the task of filling 
the tank with water to cleanse it was bezun, 
and this work-whs iu progress when the ox- 
plosion occurred. As tho mauholé in the 
tank was open, however, there was vo possi- 
bility of air pressure being caysed. 

The big gasometer was 100 feet in diame- 
ter, 40 feet in height and was gauged to hold 
300,000 cubic feet of gas, It was constructed 
of heavy sheet frou. Tho tank was built in 
1879 and gas was first pumped into it the next 
year. It is estimated that the loss to the 
gas company by the explosion is $60,000, 
This loss ts partly covered by instrance. 

Hod tho throng of people which occupied 
the tow-path an hour before not been driven 
away there would probably have been a 
frightful list of casualties.

GRAND MASTEIUR ADDRESS 

Tho M. W, the Grand Mastor said: 
Brethern of Grand Lodge 

This is the Thirty-Sixth Annual Com. 
munication of Grand Lodge duly sammonod 
In accordance with the Constitution, which 
provides that the Annual Communication 
“shall be holden on the third Wodnosday 
in July.” This year, however, I have found 
it necessary to make a change in connection 
with our Communication, from the fact that, 
owing to the assemblage of one the largest 
gatherings ever hold in this city—that of the 
National Educational Association of Amorica 

it has been found impossible to secure ade 
quate and proper accommodation for tho 
representatives who attond Grand Lodge 
With the comfort and conveniouces of the 
delegates in view, and knowing that under 
the circumstances it would be impossible to 
carry on our proceedings as usual, I consult- 
od the mombers of the Board of General 
Purposes and the W .M. of each lodge in the 
Jurisdiction, and requested an opinion as to 
whether it would be advisable to call 
Grand Lodge for the transaction 
of business at the usual time or at an earlier 
or later date. The opinion of nearly all was 
in favor of the fourth woek in July, and, 
therefore, I have summoned Grand. Lodge 
formally on this the regular date, and when 
the opening routine business has been trans- 
acted, 1 will call off until Wednesday, the 
22nd July, whon we shall meet again for the 
lespatch of business. 

I thank you for your attendance, and trust 
that we all may be spared to meet as pro- 
posed, and discharge our duties with that 
coal and earnestness which haye always char- 
actorized the Craftsmen of this jurisdiction. 

Grand Lodge was then called off until 
Wednesday, the 22nd inst., at 10 a. m., when 
it will assemble in the Grand Opera House 
here,

Ontario's Grand Lodge, 

The Grand Lodge of Ontario, A. F. & A. M,, 
mot in the Temperance ball yesterday when 
Grand Master W. E. Pethick delivered his 
address, which stated that during the past 
year the Grand Lodge had been very pros- 
perous notonly in the strengthening of the 
lodges, through increase of their membership, 
which during the last year had amounted to 
a higher number than has been registered on 
the roll for many years previous, but by the 
encouragement which they had received from 
other Grand Lodges. Since the act of con-' 
federation each of the seven provinces is un- 
der the Govérnment of its own legislative 
body; the organization is precisely similar to 
that which exists in the neighboring repub- 
lic. These provinces were then considered to 
be Masonically as unoccupied territory, 
therefore each organized a grand lodge of 
ite own in the following order: Nown Scotia 
1806; New Brunswick, 1867; British Colum. 
bia, 1867; Quebec, 1869; Prince Edward's 
Island, 1875; Ontario, 1876. ‘‘We hold that 
the Grand Lodge of Ontario is the only 
Grand Lodge having jurisdiction in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario.” 


Lightning Strikes at Kingston. 

KinGston, July 16.—A thunder storm of 
much severity accompanied by lightning 
which did much damage broke over the city 
early yesterday morning. At the fire station 
the gongs were kept continually ringing. The 
first call was to Mrs. Mulholland’s house, 
where fire caused by lightning did about $500 
worth of damage. When the firemen were 
returning, lightning struck the cupola of 
Campbell's flour mill. The tops of all the 
elevators, a great deal of the machinery, 
bolting cloths, and flour and food were de- 
stroyed. . The property is protected by insur- 
ance in six insurance companies. The pro- 
perty was insured as follows: Stock, Atlas, 
61,000; machinery, ‘Etna, $2,000; Western, 
$3,460; Quebec, $1,200; British American, 
$1,500; and Phoenix, $1,500; total, $9,650.

Lonnon, July 16.—Lord Salisbury speak- 
ing at the United Club. yesterday said he be- 
lieved the danger of church disestablishment 
was considerably removed, and if it was to 
be an electoral reform the Conservatives did 
not dread it. 

The deniand of a one man vote was th- 
reasonable, but the question of women voting 
demanded conridération. The abolition of 
the illiterate voter might be necessary. 

He declared that Home Rule had not ef 
fected mny lodgment in England, that it had 
been supported in the past by American gold 
and was now backed by a clerical conspi- 
racy, 

Lord Salisbury also said he could not tell 
when the next general eleetion would take 
placo, He would not deal with political 
meteorology beyond saying he had no fear of 
Sho future. a 

Regarding a revision of tho electorate, 
Lori Salisbury declared that any change in 
thly direction ought to be associated with a 
redistribution of sonts in Parliament. The 
Conservatives had no cause to dread the re- 
sult. Ireland, Wales and North Scotland 
wore greatly ovor-representod, while’ Eng- 
land, especially London, was greatly under 
ropresonted, and a redistribution of seats 
must be to tho advantage of the Conserva- 
tives.

Phe old theory of animal conte 
denied them any un- 
less thoy suggested tho presence of their food 
or prey. Butsuch are won can hardly beal- 
loged for a lions liking for lavender water, 
The writer, wishing to test for himself the re- 

| ported fondness of many animals for per- 
| fumes, paid a series of visits to the Zoologi- 
cal Gardens provided with bottles of scent and 
a packet of cotton-wool, and there tried some 
harmless oxperiments which apparently gavo 
greatsatisfaction to many of the fulhabitants, 

Lavender water was the favorite scent, and 
most of the lions and leopards sbowed un- 
qualified pleasure when the scent was poured 
on the wool and put into thoir enges 

The first loopard to which i0) was offered 
stoodover the balls of cotton, shut its eyes, 
opened its mouth and screwed up its nose, 
rather like the picture of the gentleman in- 
haling ‘‘Alkaram’'in the advertisoment, I¢ 
then lay down and held it between its pawa, 
rubbed its face oyor it, and finished by lying 
down upon it. Another leopard smelt it and 
sneezed; then caught the wool in its claws, 
played with it, then lay on its back and rabb- 
ed its head and nock ovor the scent [t then 

} fetched another leopard which was asloop in 

; the cage, and the two sniffed for some time 
together; and the last comer ended by taking 
the ball in its teeth, curling its lips well back, 
and inbaling tho delightful perfume with 
half-shut oyes. 

The lion and lionesx, when thoir turn came, 
tried to roll upon it at the same time, Tho 
lion then gave the lioness a cult with his paw 
which sent her off to the back of the cage, and, 
having secured it for bimself, laid his broad 
head on the morsel of scontal cotton and 
purred., These were alloldinhabitants of the 
gardens, civilized. But at the end of the 
building was the lovely young Sokoto lion, 
with the spots of ‘‘cubhood” stillshowing like 
a pattern in damask on his skin.

But the liking 
for lavender water is by no means confinal to 
tho felide. The Cape Ratels were dolighted 
with the scent and the racceon, when the boitle 
was presented to it corked, with great good 
sonso pulled out the stopper; but this may 
have been due to curiosity, as it was at once 
thrown away. Other creatures, on the con. 
trary, either cared nothing for the seent or 
found jt disagreeable. An otter, in particular, 
gave 9 snort of disgust, dived into the water, 
and then ran to its mate, to whom it seemed 
to convey some of its impressions, for both 
otters carefully avoided the perfumed wool, 


No doubt there lies somewhere in our rivers, 
“under the glassy, cool translucent wave,” or 
on their flower bordered banks some odorous 
herb or water- weed which tho otters also love. 
That the pleasure felt by so many avimals in 
the odor of ‘sweet lavender” is due to pure 
and simple enjoyment of a perfume, made in- 
tensely more delightful to them than to our- 
selves by the wonderful development of their 
sense of smell seems clear, not anly from the 
fact thatso many species ebare this amiable 
fondness far the secent, but also because their 
liking for perfumes is by no means limited to 
that of lavender, 

A flask of rose water will make as many 
friends among the leopards and their kin as 
will the former scent, and they also enjoy the 
sweet odor of pinks and lilac blossom. Tho 
heayy scent of lilies and narcissi fails to please, 
perbaps on account of their strong narcotio 
qualities, It is not unlikely that the scent of 
these plants with which tho Furies were 
said to stupify their victims, an odor which 
is often insupportable to men themselves, 
should be distasteful to their far more sensi- 
tive nostrils. 

It could hardly be expected that in the mat- 
ter of sweet sound, animals, any more than 
mon, should think alike. The scent of the 
rose gives pleasure from the Himalayas to 
the Hebrides; but the music that soothes the 
Highlander is tathe Japanese as the howling 
of cats. Still, as tosome men certain sounds 
are always musical, so tosome animals theso 
same sounds giye ploasure, The taste finds 
perhaps its highest oxpression {n those birds 
which actually learn to whistle the aira 
which they have heard from men, and ita 
lowest in the snakes and reptiles which j}¢om 
to be fascinated by the Indian pipe.—Lon- 
don Spectator.

CHANGES OF ALDEMMANIC CORRUPTION, 

From the office of the Clerk of the Process 
yesterday at Osgoode Hall Messrs. Shilton, 
Wallbridge & Stone issued a writ in the 
Chancery Division claiming against the City 
of Toronto an injunction to restrain them, 
their officers, officials, omployes and servants, 
from entering into any agreement with any 
person or persons, company or companies in 
regard to the disposal of the plant and fran- 
chise of the Toronto strect railway. The 
writ contains no specitic defendant besides 
the city, but the company principally aimed 
at is the Kiely-Everett Co, whose tender for 
the plant, assets and franchise has been ac- 
cepted by the Street Railway Committes of 
the City Council. 

{t is claimed tbat if the city advertised the 
sale of the franchise and assets moro widely, 
much more advantageous offers will be re- 
ceived, and that if the present proposed offer 
is accepted the city will be the loser by at 
least a million dollars. 

A number of general charges of bribery 
against the aldermen who voted for the Kiely 
Everett tender are made but nothing specific 
is charged or alleged.

In this manner, so it is 
alleged upon affidavit, a series of actions will 
be established. 

On account of the lack of any specific 
charges and the serious nature of the offences 
charged against the aldermen who yoted for 
the Kiely-Everett tender, nono of the alle- 
gations as at present made can be published. 
The rumours have been in circulation for 
some time, and the movers in the present case 
state that they have had a detective follow- 
ing up the persons against whom the direct 
charges will be made, 

A clause referring to the operation of the 
railway by the corporation reads: ‘Iam ad- 
vised and verily believe that a lurge number 
of the electorate, if not a majority thereof, 
are in favor of the said rolling stock, plant 
and franchise being retained and operated by 
the corporation by and through the means 
of a commission.” 

THE ESPLANADE BY-LAW CARRIED. 

Yesterday there wore enough votes in 
Toronto to go to the twenty-six polling 
places and record their votesto the tune of 
867 ‘majority in favor of the $300,000 Es- 
plauade improvement by-law. Every per- 
s0n in the province who has ever visited 
Toronto will thus be glad that it now looks 
as if the long-delayed question of public con- 
veniance and safety will be subseryed and 
that the citizens may make use of Toronto's 
beautiful water front without danger to life. 
Among the improvements projected are over- 
head steel bridges and a grand union 
railway station on or near the present 
site, This will bo welcome news the pro- 
vince over, inasmuch ns everybody who yisits 
Toronto uses the esplanade whenever a visit 
to the Island is paid, or the waterfront visit- 
ed south of Yonge, Bay and: York streets, 
And thus a question which has been more or 
less discusssd for years is on a fair way to 
settlement. 

DELAY ASKED FOR. 

The calculations prepared under the direc- 
tion of the City Engineer estimated the pro 
fit of the streot railway for 50 years at $16,- 
071,500, Under the tender recommended for 
acceptance the city would receive $6,734,000 
of these profits, and the contractors $10,257,- 
400, it is only right that those operating the 
railway should secure a reasonable return 
from it over and above the fees paid them- 
selves as directors, intorest on tholr invest- 
ment, ote. But it is not a fair division when 
the citizens who create the profits get only a 
little over one-third, while the syndicate, on- 
joying a public franchise, got away with the 
other two-thirds, Mr. 8, H. Blake has sent 
gut a manifesto strongly recommending delay 
In closing a bargain with any tenderer.

Hicu Brinar, Ky., July 12.—A vast con 
course of people assembled this morning on 
tho historic camp ground at High Bridge 
Ky., to hear Dr Talmage preach They 
came from all the surrounding cities, towns 
and neighborhood, A large contingent from 
Louisville and anothor from Cincinnati were 
present, Many of tho visitors haye remained 
hero since yesterday afternoon, when Dr 
Talmage preached in tle same place. Tho 
text of his sermon this, morning was from 
Acts ili, 15, We are witnesses.” 

Standing amid the hills and groves of 
Koensucky, and before this great muititude 
that no man can number, most of whom I 
never saw before and never will see again in 
this world, I choose a very practical thome, 
In the days of George Stephenson, the per- 
fector of the locomotive engine, the 
scientists proved conclusively that a railroad 
train could never be driven by steam power 
successfully withoit peril; but the rushing 
express trains from Liverpool to Edinburgh, 
and from Edinburgh to London, haye made 
all the nation witnesses of tho  splondid 
achioyemont. 

Machinists and navigators proved con- 
clusively that a steamer could never cross 
the Atlantic Ocean, but no sooner had they 
successfully proved the impossibility of such 
an undertaking than the work was done, and 
the passengers on tho Cunard and the In- 
man, and the Nationaland the White Star 
Mines aro witnesses. There Went up a guffaw 
of wise laughter at Professor Morso's pro- 
position to make the lightning of, Heayen his 
errand boy, and it was proved conclusivély 
that the thing could never be done; but now 
all the nows of the wide world put in your 
hands every morning and night bas made all 
nations witnesses. 

So in the time of Christ it was proved con- 
clusively that it was impossible for him to 
rise from the dead. It was shown logically 
that when a man was dead ho was dead, 
and the heart and the liverand tho lungs 
having ceased to perform. their offices the 
limbs would be rigid beyond all power of 
friction or arousal. 
absolute absurdity that the dead Christ 
should ever got up alive, but no sooner had 
they proved this than the dead Christ arose, 
and the disciples beheld bim, heard his voice 
and talked with him, and they took the wit- 
ness stand to prove that to be true which the 
wiseacres of the day had proved to be im- 
possible; the record of thé experiment and of 
the testimony is in the text; ‘Him hath God 
raised from the dead, whereof we are wit- 
nesses.” 

FOLLY OF THE AGNOSTIC. 

Now lot me play the skeptic for a moment, 
“There isno God,” says the skeptic, ‘for I 
have never soon him with my physical eyo- 
sight. Your Bible is a pack of contradic- 
tions. There never wasa miracle, Lazarus 
was not raised from the dead, and the water 
was never turned into wine, Your religion 
is an imposition on the credulity of the ages,” 
There is an aged man moving in that pew ag 
though he would like to respond. Here gra 
hundreds of people with faces a little flushed 
at these announcements, and all through 
this throng there is a suppressed feeling 
which would like to speqk out in behalf of 
the truth of our glorious Christianity, as in 
the days of the text, crying out, ‘We are 
witnesses!” 

The fact is that if this world is ever 
brought to God it willnot he through ar- 
gument, but through testimony, You might 
cover the whole earth with apologies for 
Christianity and learned treatises in defenso 
of religion—you would not convert a soul, 
Lectures on the \harmony between science 
and religion are beautiful mental discipline, 
but have never saved a soul and never will 
saveasoul. Putaman of the world anda 
man of the church against each other, and 
the man of the world will, in all probability, 
Get the triumph. There are a thousand things 
inour religion that seem illogical tothe 
world, and always will seem illogical. 

Our weapon in this conflict is faith, not 
logio; faith, not metaphysics; faith, not 
profundity; faith, not scholastic exploration. 
But thon, in order to have faith, we 
must have testimony, and if five hundred 
men, or one thousand men, or five bun- 
dred thousand men, or five million men 
get up and tell me that they have felt 
the religion of Jesus Christ a joy, a com- 
fort, abelp, an inspiration, I am bound as 
ao fair-minded man to accept their testi- 
mony. Iwant just now to put before you 
three propositions, the truth of which I 
think this audience will attest with over- 
whelming unanimity, ‘The first proposition 
is: Weare witnesses that the religion of 
Christ isable to convert a soul. The Gospel 
may have hada hard time to conquer us, 
we may haye foughtit back, but we were 
vanquished. You say conversion is only ay 
imaginary thing. We know better. ‘‘We 
are witnesses Thore never was so great a 
change in our heart and life on any other 
subject as on this, 

People laughed at the missionaries in 
Madagascar because they preached ten years 
without ono convert; but there are many 
thousands of converts in Madagascar to-day, 
People laughed at Dr, Judson, the Baptist 
missionary, because he kept on preaching in 
Burmab five years without a single convert: 
but there are many thousands of Baptists 
in Burmah to-day. People laughed at Dr 
Morrison in China for preaching there seven 
years without a single conversion; but there 
are many thousands of Christians in China 
to-day, People laughed at the missionaries 
for preaching ot Tahiti for fifteen years 
without a singlo convorsion, and at the mis- 
sionaries for preaching in Bengal seventeen 
years without a single conversion; yet in all 
those lands there are multitudes of Christians 
to-day

Missionarios On the Way to Their 
Field of Labor.

| CATUMBELLA, Africa, May 
My Desetusr PAtents,—1 havo boon un 
ablo lo wrlto my diary sluoe wo arrived at 
Loamta, aa the Cabiuda blacks wore shovel- 
ling coal and romoving It from the back to 
tho front of the boat,ao everything was coal 
duat, and we could not settle any whore to 
write or do anything of much consvquence. 
| At Loande, we wore dotained a day longer 
than we oxpected. Nows had boon circu- 
lated that there was trouble at Biho, and 
our boat had been dotained by Goyornmont 
| to carry a number of soldiors to Bonguolla, 
who were to go Inland and atop the trouble. 
But wo did not worry, knowing that tho 
Portuguese were good talkers, bub ib takos 
thom a long timo to do anything ; however, 
these roports did nob amount to much, as 
wo have soon no 4oldlors, and now find that 
it was all talk. Wo wontashoro at Loanda, 
bub did not fiad 16 much of a place. How- 
evor, ib fs one of the Portuguese large places 
along the wosb coast, and they make a good 
deal of it, We went to the American con 
aul’s oflioo, ab the Koglish consul’s, and wo 
consldored it a treat to meoct an Knglish- 
speaking person. We also had a lunch abt 
| **Hotel Paris,” a French hotel, and enjoyed 
ib very much, It belng so pleasant to get a 
meal away from thioship. 1t might be much 
ae among the mountains, but the sun 
elng too warm, wo concluded we would go 
to the colebration, and then return to the 
ship, which we did. Wo were Introduced 
to the Oaptain’s brothor, who kindly took 
us ashore, There aro two Englishmen at 
the cable station, no women. © returned 
to Cazuego in the ship's boat, and were 
rowed by four Oabinda blacks. You have 
no doubt often heard of the boatmen’s song 
—well, I heard it in reality ; the harder the 
blacks sing tho harder they work, and as a 
rule they always alng at their work. And 
this is what thele song seemed to be: Kroo- 
moo-00-kroo-moo-loo Maca beeseh— mean- 
ing Pall away, pull away, and get a drink. 
All they care for is ram ; and what a pity 
that this curse is brought or sent to them 
from the white man, When they have fin- 
ished work,at 11 o'clock at night, some hard 
ship biscuits are given thom, and a glass of 
rum allaround. They work from 3,30 or 
4,m, until 11 or 12 p.m, and only gat 480, 
aday. They sing the above song in a very 
sing song manner; one seems to sing ib over 
first, then all join in the second time, &o. 
all the way over. Well, we left Loanda in 
the evening of Saturday, May 16th, and 
arrived ab Novo Radonda in the morning. 
Wo remalned there till Sunday evening aud 
Jeft for Benguella, Novo Radonda looks 
very barren and nob rery tempting, and 
none of us went ashore, but were all anxious 
to get to Benguella. We slept well, but 
were up In good tlme and were packing 
somo boxes and our valises and ‘*hold-alls” 
80 as to get ashore as early as possible. We 
went on deck to get a glimpse of shore, and 
as we had heard that it was a very uninvit- 
ing place, our expectations were nob much; 
but I mast say I was happily disappointed, 
for 1 saw an iron dock, which I did nob see 
at Loanda, Well, we all watched for Dilk, 
the colored man, who was to meet us with 
the carriers, bub he did not come ; and, 


just as we were going in to breakfast, who 
should make his appearance but Dr. Walter 
Fisher, much to our joy., We had break- 
fast and secured our boats and we were on 
our way to shore, The sun was very hot, 
but we kept our white covered umbrellas 
up and tried to be cautious. Well, we 
landed at the iron steps of the dock, and 
soon made our way into the Customs House 
out of the sun, and our hearts ascended in 
gratefulness to our God that we had ab last 
landed safely in Africa and all of usa in good 
health, without a touch of fever thus far. 
We were Introduced to one of the men of 
the Dutch house here, through which Mr. 
Arnot trades. He ts on friendly terms with 
the Custom House men and got all our per- 
sonal baggage through withoutduty. Thus 
we feel God's hand in, as the P——are so 
bitter against the English, and hate to see 
us land. Our cargo is yet to pass through 
their hands, and we hope they will deal 
lightly with thelr *‘duty charges; however 
we leave that for the present and walt on 
Him who holds the hearts of all men in His 
hands, We went to the Datch house and 
had a lunch, and saw a number of carrlers, 
who were waiting to take our things Inland. 
As smallpox is reging ab the coast among 
the natives, we thought lb better to push 
in as faras Catumbella—l4 miles. I forgob 
to tell you of my ride from the wharf to the 
Dutch house, which amused me very much, 
almost as much asa ride on some one’s back 
when | was a child. Well, there was a 
pole reaching from one man’s shoulder to 
the cther’s about 12 or 15 feet long, and a 
board suspended from that with a back to 
it, an awnlog hanging over the top of the 
pole as a protection from the sun, and | 
bobbed up and down as they ran with me, 
I was safely landed at the house; but 
I must say L was somowhat afrald of them 
letting me down, but as it was nob far from 
the ground I consoled myself, and laughed 
all the way, and {b was really fun to see the 
blacks run and look behind the curtains to 
seo mo. Well I was doomed to have a 
longer ride, but I was to go into a hammock 
instead, for 14 miles. The hammock was 
suspended from 48 pole, as the other, with 
an awning over head, I had six carrlors, 
two carrying me ab a time. They called 
those tipolas ; butas we only had one ham- 
mock Miss Darling went in that. I had a 
blanket tled by the four corners, 1 enjoy: 
ed lt very much and like my carriers very 
woll. They were trying to teach me 
Umbundu, by telling me the nature of 
vhings as we passed them. When I would 
say the word correctly they would 
laugh, clap their hands and run 
on all the faster, Miss D—'s mon 
started with her first, but my mon passe1 
her, I being somewhat lighter, and after 
we were woll on our way, I looked back 
only to see Miss D—in the distance, and 
as | made motion thah she was so far bo- 
hind they seemed delighted and ran on 
much faster, almost shaking me to plecos, 
and as tho sun had set lfound myself 
alone with those otravge men in a strange 
country. However, the moon was soon 
shining aud we bad ib almosd as light as 
day, so wo trayolled on, the men pinging 
and making fanvy nolses and the little 
pleces of copper 80me of them had around 
tholr ankles made 4 sound like bells in the 
distance. Thoy only had about a yard or 
two yards of cloth draped around their 
waist in a fashion of tholr own, on them, 
and ono who soemed to be the chief, had a 
tail of scmothing at his belt. He led the 
singing. At nearly eight o'clock wo camo 
in sight of lights in tho village and thoy 
camo to a pump by 4 dirty looking rivor 
and stopped to water, polltely waitlng for 
me to got out. Al was rathor stiff, 1 was 
glad to sbrotch mysolf, Woll wo waltod 
for aboub twonty minutes for Milas D 

We walked on a Wy and thoy same up to 
us and made us geb {n and off thoy ran, ro- 
loving one another quite frequently, and 
amld much noiso and olnglog, wo woro 
stopped at Mr, Oamonorman’s, the Dotoh 
house, Catymbells, « fow minutos pant 
vight o'clook. Tho brothron came on later 
on mulos,throo mules betwoon four mon, so 
they had to take turns walking—tho alx 
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black brethron walked, Thoy wore all vory 
tired whon they arrived here, and | assure 
you aftor our shaking Op wo Wore all vory 
glad to got a warm dinnor at 0 50 p.m, 
Wo camo 14 miles in threo hours, whieh | 
think was very well, This Dutoh house ts!

Arab racahout is satil to be an admirable 
drink and is much prized by the people of the 
Orient. Take one pound of ground rice, one 
pound of arrow-root and half a pound of the 
beat chocolate ground fine. Mix thoroughly 
and keep ina jar for uso; take a tablspoon- 
ful of racahout and make into a paste with 
cold water or milk, stir this paste into half a 
pint of boiling milk and let it boil for a 
minute or two; add eugar if desired, and take 
hot, like chocolate, 

Russian tea, another cooling drink, Is mada 
like ordinary tea, bnt served in small glasses, 
with thin slices of lemon floating inthem, It 
is to be sugared to taste and taken ice cold, 

Orangeade ts acommon enough beverage in 
a majority of homes, but very few persons 
know how to make it properly, Take three 
dozen sour oranges, two pounds of loaf sugar 
and the peel of two oranges; shave thin, Mix 
and stir well together, and add water and 
pounded ice in proportion, This quantity, of 
course, is fora large party, 

Cambric tea is mado from one pint of 
fresh milk and the same of boiling water; 
sweeten to taste. In olden times this wes 
known to Western people as tea-kettle toa. 

Cocoa nibs is composed of one quart of 
boiling water, two ounces of cocoa nibs and 
one quart of fresh milk. Wetthe nibs with 
alittle cold water, add to the boiling water, 
cook one hour and a half, strain, add the 
milk, heat to boiling and take from the fire, 

Roman punch 1s usually considered a 
temperance drink, but it lacks a great deal 
of it, no matter how coolingly delicious it may 
be. It is made from three coffee cupfuls of 
lemonade, strongand sweet; one glassful of 
champagne, oneglassful of rum, two oranges, 
the juice only; two eggs, whites only, well 
whipped; half a pound of powdered sugar 
beaten Into the whipped whites. It is best 
alwnys to freeze a Roman punch. Perhaps 
the most popular way of making this punch 
is to take one gallon of water, one pint of 
champagné, balfa plot of French brandy, 
one pint of old rum, the juice of two lemons 
and the rind of four lemons rubbed on sugar; 
sweeten to taste and freeze as usual. 

Lemon water ice is made from the juice of 
six lemons to each quart of water; the rind of 
the lemon grated and steeped ina little water; 
the water strained, and alittle of this added 
to the juice, improves the flavor; sugar to 
taste, always bearing in mind that freezing 
Aiminishes the strength of sugar, and that 
water requires more sugar thaneither cream 
or milk; then heat, stir and freeze as for ice 
cream, 

Strawberry, raspberry an | pineapple water 
ice is made in much the same way. Sweeten 
the water, put itinto the freezing can; then 
mash and stir the berries or grate the pine, 
applo, pressthe juice out through muslin, add 
to the water in the can, sweeten again to taste 
and freeze; allow a quart and a halt of berries 
to each quart of water anda large pineapple 
totwo quarts. 

Genuine Italian tutti-frutti ice is seldom 
properly made in thiscountry, but it is a sim- 
ple process. Takea large form for ice cream, 
have ready as great a variety of ripe fruit as 
possible, watermelon included. Seed the 
waterinelon, cut it into lozenges or squares, 
put a layer of it into the form, sugaring it 
well with granulated sugar; then a layer of 
yaried fruit; sugar abundantly, and proceed 
in this way until the form is packed full of 
fruit and sugar, Coyor it, set in bain marie 
just long enough for the sugar todissolvyeand 
the juices to be started; then let it cool, and 
when cold freeze. This is the genuine tutti- 
frutti,and is delicious.

LIVERPOOL, July 19,—A terrible accident 
occurred yesterday along tho line of the 
Manchestor Ship Canal. A train passing

Tho accident was due to the fact that the 
pointsman, a boy 17 years of age, mistook 
the points and turned a railrond train con- 
sisting of 22 waggons loaded with ballast into 
a riding leading into a cutting, Tho train 
thon crashed into a slight buffer at the end 
of tho cutting and toppled over upon the men 
at work below tho embankment. Tho bodies 
of the men killed were horribly mutilated 
The boy pointaman ran away when he saw 
the accident which was duo to bis mistake. 
The lad was captured later in the day and 
charged with manslaughter, 


A RECKLESS JUMP. 


A Queenston Drunk Flirts With Death in 
Niagara River. 

Lewiston, July 19.—John Burns, a well- 
known Queenston man, about 25 yoars of 
age, came to thisside yesterday and gave a 
froe and unexpected exhibition. 

A plentiful supply of liquor had given him 
greatnerve. Ho walked out on the cable of the 
old suspension bridge some distance and drop- 
ped into the river below, a distance of over 
100 feet, striking on his back with the report 
ofa gun. He floated around fora ginute 
apparently lifeless and with the clothing torn 
tosbreds. He then began to paddle around, 
A boat put out and he was rescued, He did 
not appear to be much the worse for tho fall. 

Burns is a good swimmer, and the act was 
supposed to have been nothing more than 
pure deviltry, To-day, it is stated, he made 
the foolish jump for apurse of $20. He ig 
now feeling the bad effects of his act and it 
is believed he sustained internal injurios,

Why the Bank Went Up, 

Lonpon, July 19.—Half the capital of tha 
English Bank of the River Platte, which 
failed yesterday, is paid up, but. the other 
half isonly applicable in the event of the 
bank's liquidation, and cannot be applied to 
the purposes of business. The institution has 
a reserve of $2,100,000, 

During the past three years the bank has 
paid a yearly dividend of 10 per cent. The 
difficulty in which the bank now finds itsolf 
arose from the impossibility of collecting 
debts in the Argentine Republic in conse- 
quence of the moratorium decree recently 
issued by tho Argentine Government. 

Among the directors of the bank are the 
Hon. Carr Glynn and Lord George Hamilton, 
M, P. 

It is said the failure involves $35,000,000, 


The Czar Covered With Blood. 

Lonpon, July 20.—The latest rumor re- 
garding attempts upon the life of the Czar, 
which rumor caused momentary terror in 
St. Petersburg, was that an officer had tried 
to murder the Czar with an axe, The 
report arose from the fact that the 
Czar was amusing himself in a forest chop- 
ping o tree when the head of the ax flew 
off and struck an attendant in the fuce, 
wounding him. The Czar went to the as- 
sistance of the wounded man and got some 
blood on his hands and clothes. An officer of 
the guard approached themand thought the 
Czar was in danger. He called upon some 
soldiers to rescue His Majesty, and before an 
explanation could be made the wounded at- 
tendant was cut down by the over-zealous 
soldiery. The Czar caused the officer to be 
punished for his action, 


Money in London and Paris. 

Lonpon, July 19.—During the past weok 
there was a good demand for discount, with 
money less abuudant. Discount was quoted 
1)¢ for three months and % for short. The 
total amount of gold drawn from the Bank 
of England for the week was £1,100,000, in 
cluding £505,000 which went to Russia. Tho 
Bank of England's reservé is now loss than 
£16,000,000. About 23,000,000 will be wanted 
for homo purposes during the autumn. This 
drain, besides contingent shipments of gold 
to the United States, gives a certainty of 
dearer money. 

The English River Plate Bank failure left 
the stock exchange yosterday in a condition 
of general depression. 

Other Bourses were quiet during the week.

The Biggest Ship, 

The recent launch of the twonty four 
handred ton ship Canada at Kingsport, N. 
S., has brought out somo reminiscences of 
other large vessels built In the Dominion. 
The statement that'sho was tho largest ship 


Over bully In Osuade is contradicted by a 
correspondent in the Toronto Empire 
writing from Brantford, Ont., who says 
that in 1826 the four-masted timber ship 
Columbus, measuring four thousand tons, 
was built at the Island of Orleans, below 
Quebec, The Columbus moasured 300 feet 
in length, 50 feet beam and 30 feet depth, 
and carried to London an immense cargo 
of timber and deals. Sho was followed by 
8 still larger sister ship called the Baron 
of Renfrew. Mr. Charles Wood, a famous 
shipbuilder from Port Glasgow, on the 
Clyde, was the constructor, for a company 
{n London. The arrival of the Columbus 
in the Thames, bays the writer, was one of 
the wonders of the porlod, and the Duke 
of Olarence, lord high admiral (afterwards 
William IV.), with a distinguished com. 
pany of one hundred guests, was enter- 
tained in the cabin of the ship. Both ships 
were unfortunately lost, tho Colambus on

NOW THOUGHT TO BE ACCIDENTAL. 

The medical ‘testimony given in tho 
coroner's inquest at Fairbank, touching the 
death of Miss Sophin Handcock, virtually 
dispelled the theory of foul play. It was 
demonstrated pratty conclusively that the 
fracture to the skull might have been caused 
by a heavy fall against some blunt substance, 
nnd that the wound could have been caused

Hor father, it seoms, was 
the first to discover the wounded girl, and 
immediately proceeded to bathe the wound 
And staunch the flow of blood. Finding that 
his efforts were unavailing he ran out of the 
house, meeting in the roadway a couple of 
neighbors. His hands were still stained with 
blood, he not having stopped to wash thom 
before rushing out of the house. The cir- 
cumstance caused some ugly rumors to be 
circulated. High Constable Jones says ‘We 
haye not been able so far to attribute any 
motive for murder.” 

PICKTHALL AGAIN. 

Neville H, Pickthall, the young English 
farmer whose disappearance from his farm 
noar Woodstock about the time of the Ben- 
woll tragedy brought him into prominence 
for a while, has again become the subject of 
ao little sensation. ‘Pick”, as ho was fami 
iarly known, has disappeared from the New 
Fort Barracks where a short timo ago he 
commenced a threo years course with the 
intention of becoming attached to 
“C” school permanently, He left the 
Fort one evening over a week ugo and 
has not been heard of since, though diligent 
inquiry has been made in the city. The 
people at the Fort think that hehas grown 
tired of military life and gone ‘away to the 
States or to England.

LONDON, July 31 Frienda who called on 
Dillon and O'Brien in prin last 
clare that they will b rth go definitely against 
Parnoll whon releaoed. What ia disgusting 
Parnoll’s friends more than anything else in 
the conviction now forced upon them that 
ho is inspired wholly in bis present hostility 
by Mrs. Parnell. Ho pays no heed to 
any counsel offered to him, but every 
time he goo to Brighton he 
turns more madly resolute than ever, 
Parnoll's latest escapade about the 
courts in the O'Shea divore suit further 
confirms the opinion that be is perfectly reck 
loss in his methods, and that he elects to 
gratify his wifo’s capricious vanity. The 
least that Parnell owed to the men who stuck 
to him was to bury the divorce suit and every - 
thing appertaining to it as quickly as possi- 
ble. But now, because Mrs, Parnell does not 
want to give her former husband the satis- 
faction of claiming his costs, Parnell coolly 
runs the risk of getting made bankrupt in ad- 
dition to his other disgraces. 

Tho letter about Campbell, in which he 
threw over at the bidding of Mrs. Parnell a 
private secretary whose fidelity to him both 
in personal and political affairs bas been sim- 
ply remarkable has estranged a great many 
of his supporters, who are only awaiting a 
favorable chance to express their senti- 
ments. This letter is objected to pot only 
for the cynical manner in which it sold 
Campbell, but also because it affords more 
direct evidence than bas heretofore been 
showing, that Parnell wants to shove: bis 
wife into the foreground as the saviour of 
Ireland, a thing that these Nationalists who 
know the circumstances will not talerate for 
an instant, This may be conjugal love, but 
it certainly is not politics. If Parnell is made 
bankrupt he must eithor settle with his credi- 
tors within six months or resign his seat, 
That would be a not altogether unacceptable 
ending to the Irish fight, but Parnell will 
probably ovade this penalty when convinced 
that there is no other option.

His Holiness Suddenly Seized With a Ser- 
lous Malady. 

Rome, July 21.—Rome was startled tc 
learn’ yesterday tbat his Holiness, Pope 
Leo XIIL., has been seized with a serious 
iliness. The announcement of the fact was 
unaccompanied by any particulars as to the 
malady which had so suddenly and appar 
ently so completely prostrated the Holy 
Father, Allthatis known is the fact that 
the illness of the aged Pontiff was of such a 
nature as to cause a panicin the Vatican and 
the sending in hot haste for Dr. Caccarelli, 
the distinguished Italian specialist. The 
health of the Pope is a circumstance upon 
which such mighty interests hang, that 
the last place in the world to obtain informa- 
tion of the condition of an ailing Pontiff 
has been the Vatican. That the pre- 
sent case was not an exception to the 
rule was ascertained by a correspond- 
ent when he attempted to obtain 
some particulars of the illness of the Pope. 
The attendants about the palace could be 
induced to say nothing. The question wheth- 
er the Papal health was so precarious aa 
to suggest the possibility of the early appear- 
ance of a bulletin elicited nothing more than 
a faint smile and gentle sbrug of the 
shoulders, 

It is recalled that on the explosion of the 
powder magazine at Pezzo Pantaleo, which 
qn April 23 convulsed Rome from centre ta 
circumference, the Pope, who was at the 
time celebrating low mass, received ao shock 
which flung him into the arms of an atton- 
dant. 

Although it was reported ao few days after 
the accident that the Holy Father had re- 
covered from its effect, there are many who 
believed then, as now, that the injury done 
to tho nervous system to as old and feeble a 
person as Leo XIIL, is not without serious 
consequonces, 


THE IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT

Lonvon, July 21.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday a man who had obtained ad- 
mittance to the stranger's gallery suddenly 
sprung to his feet and wildly flourished 
above his head a bundle of documents refer- 
ring to some real or fancied grievance which 
he attempted to explain to the members of 
parliamont. The police startad towards the 
strapger whon the man threw his bundle of 
papers down to the floor of the House. By 
this timo the wild visitor was {in the hands of 
the police, who promptly rejected him

cil for Decobain, member for East Belfast,

inos, The contract was lot May 21, 1580, to 
be completed in 80 months, or on Nov 21, 
1801, The contract was a schedule price one, 


the quantities as per original plan their ten- 
dor would amount to $102,810, Tho quantity 
of dredging done to date ix 255,087 yards. 
Tho dredging done during the summer of 
1880 and 1800, amounting to 190,014 cubic 
yards, was done for the purpose of keeping 
the castern obannel/ open during the time of 
navigation and not ms part of tue permanent 
16 foot channel. With regard to the pro- 
gress of tho timber work ho said that tho 
work as originally designed consisted in 
the constructionof two entrance piers re- 
spectively. 2250 feet and\2420 foot in length, 
and a protection pier 1500 foot in length from 
the east pior to the end of Fishermen's Island, 
Up to date 900 feet of work is built up to 
1 foot abovo zero, and)20'cribs 100 feet in 
longtb are framed 18 feed in height and ready 
to be placed in position. (In addition a large 
quantity of matorials are Qolivored in Toron- 
to. The quantity of recsne yot to be done 
to obtain the 16-foot channd is estimated at 
350,000 cubic yards, and from the above it 
would appear that r5300 feet of crib work 
have yot,to be placed|in position, but it is ox-

Some changes have been made since the 
contract was let. In tho original plan it was 
intended to place the cribwork on thenatural 
bed of the lake and to open up a channel 
12 feot in depth between the two lines of crib- 
work. In Jung, 1890, it was decided to sink 
the cribwork to a depth of 16 feet below 
zero, so thatfit might be permanont and 
permit of a channel 16 feet in depth being 
dredged and to correspond with the Inke and 
river entrance to the Welland and St. Law- 
rence canals, Mr. [Page, late Chief Engineer 
of Canals, recommenided that east pier be sunk 
to a depth of 16 fog and an order in council 
authorizing this change was passed. The 
sinking of the cribs to 16 feet necessitated a 
gdhange in the gomstruction, their width 
being increased frona 20 to 30 feet. 

With regard to thie effect of these changes 
on the cost, Sir/Hecttor said that the sinking 
of the east pier toa depth of 16 feet below 
rero will incremse the’ cost of the work by the 
value of extr matarials required for the 
changes and! that of the extra dredging, 
estimated intrease being $35,000. It is pro- 
bable, however, that owing to these benefici-

In this statement of imports from the 
United States, there is nothing on the list 
that cannot be ralsed in this Dominion ; 
and ff our American neighbors will not 
meet us on a fair basis, and if they are 
bound to go on increasing thelr tariff, as 
was done by the McKinley Bill, 1, for one, 
although an importer of corn, would adyo- 
cate a prohibitory duty against everything 
imported from the United States. As a 
distiller, 1 import 70,000 bushels of corn 
annually, to be used in the manufacture of 
spirits, on which I pay a duty of 74 cents 
per bushel, I was accused by my opponent 
ab the last general election of bringing 
in my corn free of duty. I wart on the 
floor of this House to deny that statement. 
I want to deny that statemont because It is 
nob correct. I pay just the same duty as 
the farmer or any other man pays, I pay 
74 cents per bushel on all corn that I bring 
{nto this country for tho purpose of manu- 
facturing spirits. During the last general 
election campaign it was brought against 
me by the member for Eact Hastings (Mr. 
Burdett) who, I am sorry to see, Is not in 
his seat to-night, that I stood up in this 
House and that I voted to allow the dis- 
tillers a robate on spirits exported from the 
manufactured grain, I deny that from my 
seat in this House to-night. 1b is reported 
in the Jiansard that I voted when 
[ did not vote, ‘and I can leave 
ib to a number of members who are pre- 
sont here to-night to say that 1 refused to 
vote on that question. I stated then that 
I was an interested party and that I rofased 
to vote, aud I referred the speaker to Rule 
16 of the House of Commons. The vote 
was incorrectly recorded in the MMansard, 
and I wish to make this statement here, as 
{t was brought against mo by the member 
for East Hastings (Mr. Bardett) who signed 
a letter, to the effect that he saw me get up 
in this House and vote on that question last 
session,

Ib has also been stated 
throughout the whole Dominion that the 
distillers have been receiving their corn free 
of duty when the farmers haye to pay 74 
cents per bushel. I deny that statement, 
and I state bere what is the fact, that the 
distillers pald the same duty as tho farmers 
or anyone else, We nob only pay a duty 
on corn but we pay a duty on malt, and we 
pay an Inland Revenue tax of $5 a bushel 
on every bushel of grain that we manufac- 
ture into whiskey, Ido nob know of any 
other class of the community which pays 
mre into the Dominion treasury than the 
distillers of this Dominion do, Last session 
ib was stated here from the Opposition 
benches thab wo could not ralse hogs in 
this country fio for mess pork, I want to 
give the hon. gentlemen opposite to under- 
stand that wo can raise hogs in this country 
fit to make any mess pork that the lumber- 
men or othors require. I tell the hon,

Tho managers 
of the continental :ines es*imate tho cost of 
feeding the steersgo passengers to be about 
25 cents perdiem per head. Tho White 
Star Line at about 50 cents. The Allan 
Line, 25 cents for steerage ond 65 or 75 
cents for intermediate and first-class pas- 
sengers. I also got the statements of 
directors of penitentiarles, prisons, asylums, 
&c., and concluded that from 20 to 26 
cents per head of our population would 
represent. the consumption and that our 
imports of farm products would about equal 
tho amount required for seed, and thus 
{f our annual consumption is ab 25 cents 
per diem per head, our total consumption 
of tho prceducts of the farm, and animals 
and their products, and agricultural pro- 
ducts would amount to about five hundred 
milllons of dollars. The House may think 
25 cents per diom per head too high, but it 
seoms to me that these steamship lines 
with their three classes of passengers, foed 
with economy their steerage passengers. 1 
may state that an Investigation was made 
by the Department of Agriculture in con- 
nection with assisted immigration a few 
yoars ago which resulted in fixing the 
amount at 25 cents as the coat per head por 
diem, which corroborates my estimate as 
to the value of our home market, Now, 
Mr. Speaker, 1 do not intend to take up 
the time of the House any longer, nor did 
l intend to make any remarks on this ques- 
tion, had not the hon. gentleman who Ioat 
spoke brought up the question of free corn 
in which I am interested. Hon. gentlo- 
men can all sce that free corn, 
means $5,000 a year direcb profit 
in my own pocket, bub I do not believe 
that {b is to the interest of the Dominion at 
largo that we should have free corn; and 
although if the duty were removed on corn 
it would pat money in my own pocket, and 
be t> my own personal advantage, yeb | 
will not stand up In this House and advyo- 
cate what I think ts against the interests of 
tho country as a whole. I am nob sent 
here to logislate to pub money {n my owa 
pocket; I am sent here to leglslate for 
what ie to the Interest of the whole Domtn- 
fon, and so long as I hold my seat In this 
House, as a membor for West Hastings, the 
policy which I will advocate is a policy 
which will benefit all the people of Canada,

Unfortunately for Mr. S. B. Burdett, 
M.P., he, or some one for him, through 
the columns of the Globe and the local or- 
gan of his party, ts endeavoring to sustaln 
an Incorrect statemenb made by him 
as to a vote alleged to have been 
given by Mr. Corby In tho House Iast 
year. That statement was challonged on 
the floor of the House by Mr. Oorby on 
the 16th Inst., and its falsity clearly ex- 
posed, as the officlal report of his speech 
shows. Mr. Burdett was nob present, 
owing to illness, which was unfortunate In 
more senses than one, asthe question at 
Issue could have been settled there and 
then. However, some one has undertaken, 
on his behalf, to dispute Mr Oorby’s 
veracity, bub this accusation is based upon 
falsehood, as we shall demonstrate. The 
Globe says ; 

In the House on Thursday, Mr. Corby, the 
member for West Hastings, stated that the as- 
sertion by Mr, Burdett, the member for East 
Hastings, in the recess, that he (Mr. Oorby) bad 
voted against abolishing the rebate allowed to 
distillers on spirits manufactured from corn and 
exported was false, Mr, Burdett is not accus~ 
tomed to making false assertions either im or 
out of the House, and ia this case the official 
records show that he was perfectly right and that 
Mr. Oorby was altogether wrong. He claimed 
indeed that the Hansard record was inaccurate, 
a thing no one ever does in the House, 
but oven this subterfuge is not left to Mr. Corby 
because the journals of the House verify Han- 
sard and falsify Mr, Corby, In 1889 Dr. Lan- 
derkin moved that whereas such a rebate was 
allowed distillers, a similar rebate should be al- 
lowed to farmers in fattening cattle, On page 
113 of that year’s Hansard Mr, Corby spoke on 
the motion, and on page 137 voted against it. 
_ Ip 1890 Dr, Landerkin made a similar motion, 
andon page 199 Mr. Corby’s little speech on 
that motion is reported, in which he expressed 
the hope that the Government would oppose 
the motion, and sgain the journals record his 
vote straight against it; so that on more than 
one occasion Mr, Corby voted the way he now 
_ declares he didn’t vote. He not only voted 
_ against the interests of the farmers, but hoped 
in his speech that the Government would con- 
tinne the discrimination in favor of the distillers 
If Mr. Corby bas been slandered it is by the 
official records of the house, not by Mr, Bar. 
dett, Mr, Oorby declined to vote on the ques- 
tion in 1890, when Mr, Laurier made s motion 
similar to Dr, Landerkin’s in 1889 and 1890, but 
he forgets that he had put himself on record in 
two previous sestions, and he owes an spolcgy to 
Mr, Burdett for his accusation—an accusation 
made, too, when Mr. Burdejt was not in the 
House to answer him, being at home ill, 

Now the accusation made by Mr. Bur- 
dett was, as atated by Mr. Oorby, that he 
had “‘yoted to allow the diatillora a rebate 
on the spirits exported from the manufac- 
tured grain.”’ And in support of this it ts 
charged that he had voted agalnat propos- 
als to allow a rebate on corn used in fat- 
tennling cattle, and for free corn and corn 
moal! It is a mere contemptible, but char- 
actoriatic Grit quibble. Mr. Corby did 
not in doing so vote for arebate to diatillers 
on corn used by them in the manufacture of 
Mquor which was exported. 

The accusation agalnat Mr. Corby that 
ho had profited himself largely by voting 
against the abolition of the rebate on corn 
to distillers could only have been made by 
& porson who is wholly ignorant of the facts. 
Daring the five years previous to 1890 the 
rebate to all the distillers ia the Dominion 
amounted to only $982.87, and of thls mu- 
nificent sum less than one-half, namely 
$412.60, had been claimed. Mr. Corby 
might have voted to benefit himself by sup- 
porting a proposal for free corn, because 
ho pays daty to the amount of 
$5,000 por year on corn which ho 
Is obliged toimport. But Mr. Corby ts not 
that sort of aman, He supports the duty 

on corn agalnst his own interest, becaune {b 

is conducive to the {ntorests of our farmers, 

whilst as to the rebate to distillers ho sald 

In his speech on the aubject last yoar : 

“Now, Mr. Spoakor, as a distillor I do not 

ask, nor do I want this Government to 


make any difforence botween mo and the 


farmors.”’

Orrawa, July 2% The Public Acc

and officials arrived from the Interior Depart 
mont auc deposited in the committes room 
baskets ef correspondence, checks and ac 
counts, which, when measured, was about 
four foot high and three foot long. 

It was agreod tO go on with tho new De- 
partmental building, called tho Langovin 
block 

Tho first witness called was Mr, Fenson of 
Torgnto who had the contract of putting in 
thé @evators. His touder was about $39,900. 
Hé ézplainod that when he came té Ottawa 
to teddor for the contract ho was asked by 
Mr. Fuller to go and make arrangements 
with Mr. Charlebois, who had the con- 
tract for the main building, in respect 
to placing his elevators rs the building. 
He did eo, when Mr. Oharlebois told 
him that he would have to pay him 25 por 
cent. on the contract price. The reason for 
levying this sum, Mr. Charlebois explained, 
was t6 make up bis loss on the main con- 
traot, as it was intended that he should have 
the contracts for the whole building, but af- 
tortvards the sub-ocontracts were taken away 
from him. Mr. Charlgbois also spoke of 
fis waViag te put insurance on the building 
and kesp a watchman there; besides, Mr. 
Fonson could have the use of bis appliances. 
Mr. Fenson then added a few: thousand, say 
two or three, to the amount he intended put- 
ting iv for the contract. This was tho first 
time that he (Fenson) ever had to pay any 
contractor to place elevators in a building. 
Mr. Charlebois got somotbing liko 88000, 

Mr. Fuller, the chief architect of the 
building,jwas afterwards called, He knew 
nothing of this 25 per cent, demanded by Mr. 
Charlebois, and never heard of any contrac: 
tor making a similar charge. There wasa 
clause put in the general conditions of the 
tenders that arrangements would have to be 
made with Mr, Charlebois asto placing the 
elevatorain the building. This was done 
owing to the department having so much 
trouble with Mr, Charlebois. As an instance 
of this trouble he showed that when Messrs. 
Carriere & Lanoy took the contract for the 
joists and came to place them in position Mr. 
Charlebols would not permit him to do 50. 
The result was that this part of the work had 
to be given to Mr. Charlebois. 

Additional papers were moved for and as 
the evidence in the Interior Department case 
was not printed, it was decided to go on with 
that on Thursday.

PRIVILEGES AND ELECTIONS. 


What Was Done in the Tarte McGreevy 
Pingevin Investigation, 

Orrawa, Joly 22,—At the Privileges and 
Elections Committee meeting yesterday Mr. 
Charles N. Armstrong was first sworn, He 
said he was a contractor for part of the Baie 
des Chaleurs Railway in 1886. Robert Mc- 
Greevy was a shgreholder. Witness bought 
$75,000 of Robert's share for €50,000 cash and 
$25,000 in bonds of the company. With this 
stock be bought some railway conctruction 
plant frem Robert MoGreevy, probably 
$10,000 worth, which was less than Robert 
represented it to beat first. Mr. Armstrong 
identified two letters written by himself to 
Mr. G. B. Burland, directing the latter to 
pay Mr. McGreevy three sums of $5000 each 
on this transaction. These payments were 
made out of Government subsidies drawn by 
witness as contractor. By his contract with 
the company he was entitled to half the 
stock of the company, and he bought Robert 
McGreevy’s interest in order to have a con- 
trolling interest in the road. 

To Mr. Stuart be said that Robert Mc- 
Greevy represented the plant sold to witness 
to be worth $25,000. 

Martin P. Connolly was next called. He 
said he was in the company of Larkin, Con- 
nolly & Co, since January 2, 1885. He then 
drew $500 1 vear. He was employed with 
the successors of the firm still ata salary of 
$1000 a year. The now firm was N.K. & M. 
Connolly at Quebec. He kept the private 
books of N. K. Connolly. He knew nothing 
ofa boat called the ‘Baie des Chaleurs,” be- 
longing to Martin Connolly. 

He recollected the change that took place in 
the management of the cash in 1887, when 
Mr. N.*K. Connolly took control, instead of 
Mr. O. E. Murphy, Questioned as to the 
payment of $27,000 on Maroh 27, 1887, he 
said that all of the $5000 checks included in 
this payment were not signed by N. K, Con- 
nolly.

erasures he thought were names of the in 
spoctors of works. There was on entry of 
May 4th, 1889, cash 81000 to N, K. Connolly 
with an erasure. After some pressing witness 
remembered that he had erased the letters 
Hon. P. M., representing Hon, Peter Mitchell. 
He explained that this transaction was legi- 
timate and that the letters were crased by 
mistake. It referréd to some Montreal Tele- 
graph Steck which Hon. Peter Mitchell 
bought and represented the amount Connolly 
advanced Mr, Mitchell as his share of the pro- 
fit. 12 

To Mr. Davies witness declared most posi- 
tively that. bo mado these erasures alone 
without the knowledge or assistance of any- 
one, 

To Mr. Oulimet he said he discovered that 
the entries which were erased would injure 
tho firm after Mr. Tarto mado his charges 
against the firm, but be made the erasures 
on his own responsibility.

Montreal Stock Markets, 
(Gazette, Ju'y 21.) 

The stock yards crowded. British mark- 
ets casler, Local trade dull. In last 
week’s review of the cattle exporb trade it 
was intimated that the time was drawing 
near for the shippers to get excited over 
grass cattle and to provo that our surmise 
was correct, it was only necessary to visit 
either of the stock yards to-day. Some 
1,600 head were feeding at the C.P.R. 
yards, and 140 cars were recelyed at the 
Grand Trunk yards from Saturday evening 
to nine o'clock this morning with 43 cars 
more expected before evening. The first 
mentioned yard was full; but the Grand 
Trunk was completely blocked up, cattle 
being allowed to remain on the track owlng 
to the lack of better accommodation. 

At the East End abattolr this morning 
there were offered 500 cattle, 550 sheep and 
lambs, 260 calves and 50 lean hogs.

Mr, Wallbridge explained that the in- 
junction was sought to restrain the City 
Council from accepting any of the tenders 
now before the Street Railway Committes, 
and detailed all the ciroumstances up to the 
present. ‘The Council will meet at three 
o'clock this afternoon,” he continued, " to 
consider the acceptance of a tender.” 

Justice Meredith—Well, supposing that 
they do not accept it, what is thio object in 
restraining them from what they may not 
do? 

Mr. Wallbridge—We have the evidence 
here, and specific evidences of bribery and 
corruption wore cloarly shown. 

Justice Meredith—I think that if it was 
clearly shown the Council would not act. I'm 
afraid it’s not very clearly shown 

Mr. Wallbridge admitted that this point 
wats open to controversy. 

After a brief consideration the judge said 
he could not entertain any part of the appli- 
cation. There was nothing in the world to 
hinder Mr. Wallbridge laying these facts 
before the City Council, as the aldermen 
wore the right parties to deal with the ques- 
tion at present. As far as the courts were 
concerned the matter was entirely premature, 
and no eyidence warranting an injunction or 
enlaygement had been adduced. Consequent- 
ly both the application for an jujuncticon and 
the motion for an enlargement would have 
to be dismissed with co ts, and afterwards, if 
anything like what Mr. Wallbridge says turns 
out to be true, there is no barrier to prevent 
the plaintiff, the citizens or the other tender. 
ers from obtaining their relief. 

This judgment leaves the matter just as if 
the application had never been made, and 
places everything exactly in the same posi- 
tion as it was before the writ was issued or 
the loave to serve notice of motion was grant- 
ed.

THE COUNCIL ACCEPTS THE KIELY-EVERETT 
TENDER. 

A meeting of the council was held yester- 
day afternoon, when the tender of Kiely- 
Everott was accepted by a vote of 24 to 14. 

In view of this fact, there is sure to be fur- 
ther proceedings before the courts, either to 
quash a by-law, enjoin the mayor from 
signing the contract, or in some other way 
prevent the bargain from being carried out. 
The opponents of the Kiely-Everett syndi- 
cate are many and are possessed of dogged 
determination, Thoy will doubtless be heard 
from again. 

CENTRAL BANK ASSETS. 


When the committee of creditors of the 
Central Bank went before the Master-in 
Ordinary to consider the question of the 
tenders, Liquidator Lye submitted an offer 
on his own belialf to pay a further dividend 
of 6 percent. As this would be equal to an 
offer of $45,000 for the assets, or about $10,- 
000 better than the tender submitted by 
Osler & Co. and $11,000 higher than that of 
Waldio & Jenkins, the Master held thata 
larger sum could be secured. It was there- 
fore directed that further tenders be called 
for, to be received up to September 8.

PRACTICAL AND PATRIOTIO. 


Tho speech delivered by Mr, R, R, Mo- 
Lennan, M.P. for Glengarry, upon the 
budget and Sir Richard Oartwright's 
amendment thereto, remarks the Ottawa 
Citizen, was one of the moat exhaustive and 
practical heard during the debate. Tho 
member from Glengarry dealt with every 
vital Issue in a manner reflective of much 
credit upon him, proving that he had de" 
voted deep thought and research in order 
to place the subject fairly before tho House. 
Upon the question of the relative prosperity 
of the Canadian and United States farmor, 
he pub the matter In a nutshell as follows : 

“Hon. gentlemen opposite talk about the 
United States and want ua to join hands 
with them, from a farming atandpoint, but 
they forget to make comparisons between 
this and any other country. Leb me say 
that the land In the United States fs no 
better cultivated than is the land in Canada, 
and does not give as large a yield ; and 
from the statistics that havo been presented 
to the House, it does not appear that the 
American farmers are to be envied, even 
although they have a market of 60,000,000 
people at thelr doors. They are hopelessly 
{n debt, and they have chattel mortgages, 
land mortgages, bills of sale, and mortgages 
on their crops growlng In the fields before 
they are harvested. I have a statement 
here showing the mortgages on the farms 
in some States of the United States, which 
1 will read to the House. In ten States of 
the American Union an examination was 
had as to the amount of farm mortgages, 
with the following result as reported by the 
New York Times ;

EVER since the body of 
George Innocent, a but 
chor, was found lying at 
the foot of Well’s Hill, 
near Hilton's Corners, ou 
the Vaughan plank road 
has a tragedy occurred 
in York Township which 
has caused 660 much Ox, 
citement as the mystery 
surrounding tho traglo 
death of Sophia Hand 
cock in her father’s store 
at Fairbank, a little vill 
age of 200 inhabitants 
tucked away among the 
West York bills, five 
miles northwest of this city, Fow strangers 
stroll along the third concession, 
and hitherto thero bas been nothing 
to invest lot 381 with unusual in- 
terest should the casual visitor have drop- 
ped into the store which is built upon it, It 
is an {deal country general store, where 
everything from bacon to overalls can bo 
purchased. A hundred similar stores in a 
hundred similar villages have as little out 
ward claim to attention Yet within the 
portal of that unpretentious frame structure 
on the York and Vaughan road a young 
girl in tho first years of early wormnnhood 
was, in the opinion of a coroner's jury and 
many other villagers familar with tho facts, 
murdered as foully as any victim of man’s 
ruthless villainy in this world. 

It isnota story beginning with tho ol 
chapter of a beautiful girl’s folly, for the 
victim had no male friends. She was re- 
served even to taciturness, and as one of the 
swells of the village put it ‘‘the boys did not 
seem to take to Sophie nor she to them." 

Thoeslayer of Butcher Innocent, who was 
singularly enough likewise found with his 
skull crusbed in and who lived several hours, 
hada motive, The murdered man’s pockets 
had been rifled of $8000, But a motive for 
the murder of Sopbie Handoock has not as 
yot been clearly shown, and whether the as- 
tonishing tangle of the crime will ever be un- 
rayelled must be left to fate—that fate which 
stalks after the taker of human life by day 
and night, with the motto ‘Murder will out,” 

It isto be hoped, however, that the samo in- 
judicious haste in selecting a victim to appease 
the public demand for the arrest of someone 
will not be manifested in this Instance as 
characterized the attempt to conyict some 
person of having murdered Innocent, When 
the body was found, a button torn from the 
shirt of his assailant was found in his clench- 
ed hand. Nextday as John Macdonald was 
hoeing corn in a neighbor’s fleld it was no- 
ticed thata button was missing from the shirt 
he had on. This circumstapce was accepted 
as testimony strong as holy writ 
tbat his hand it was that had writ bloody 
murder across York’s escutcheon and he was 
taken into custody. Months elasped before 
ho was accquitted, and meantime he had 
eaten of the insane root that takes the reason 
prisoner. His friends had the satisfaction of 
knowing that he had been pronounced inno- 
cent by a judge and jury, but extremity of 
grief had made him mad. Four or five years 
later the actual murderer confessed, but not 
until the King of Terrors was in sight, and 
his guilty soul was next day ushered before a 
higher tribunal for judgment. 


THE MURDERED GIRL. 


Honest, Hardworking, but Very Resorved 
for Her Years. 

Sophia Handcock, the victim, was 22 years 
of age, 5feet 2 inches in height and of dark 
complexion. 

Her father 16 years ago, settled the Seaton 
Village and all that time has officiated as 
post-master. He has had 14 children, four 
of whom preceded Sophia across the river. 
the remainder are all respectable residents 
of the district, Thirteen months ago Hand- 
cock and his wife removed to Fairbanks and 
started a branch store. Sophia accompani- 
ed them and took charge of the store, 
Handcock and his wife at all times ac- 
quiescing in her judgment in the man- 
agement of affairs. In fact the mother was 
away a good part of the time waiting upon 
her married daughters. Miss Handcock was 
a member of the Methodist Church and of 
the Presbyterian Bible class. She was oon- 
communicative to a degree and cautious 
in her intercourse with people. She had 
no intimate friends outside her own relatives 
and few acquaintances in the village. 
The theory that sho was murdered by a 
rejected suitor, even did the circumstances 
warrant such a  hppothesis, may be 
dismissed as abeurd. Equally is it un- 
likely that she was killed by a thief, since 
no one was seen in the locality by Constable 
John Todd, who had an interrupted view of 
the premises all the time she is said to have 
been alone in the shop, and nothing on the 
premises had been disturbed, her father says. 
What, then, was the motive—if motive 
existed? 

The first intelligence the villngers had of 

the tragedy was at 10.20 on Thursday 
morning when Edward Handcock, his 
hands covered with blood as far as the 
sleeves, rushed from the store and called out 
to two neighbors, Mrs, Ann Deacon 
and Mrs. Mary Ann O'Brien that his daught- 
er, Sophie, was lying on the floor with her 
head crushed. They found her outstretched on 
the floor, face downward, her night-black 
hair, which was the young woman’s pride coil- 
ed halfway down the back looking the dark- 
erfor its contrast with the awful stains of art- 
erial blood which clotted it. The body lay in 
the dining-room immediately behind the step, 
with the head tothe south about eight feet 
south of a trap-door in tho shop leading tothe 
cellar, The door was shut down and upon 
it rested a tub partially filled with butter. A 
rug partially rolled up lay about nine inches 
from the wounded girl's feet. Between where 
the body Jay and the trap-door was a clot of 
blood. One of the first of those in attendance, 
Isaac Dollery, expressing the conviction that 
these bloodstains satisfied him that the body 
had been dragged across the floor from the 
trap door, There was also somo blood on 
the trap-door—no moro Constable Todd 
testified than would have been pro- 
duced by touching it with a bloody finger, 
while Isaac Dollery swore that he examined 
these blood stains and they were only on the 
upper or floor turface and had trickled down 
through the cracks

THE MURDER THEORY. 


The Natare of the Wounds and the Condl 
tlonofthe Mody, 

The theory of the prosecution, it may ba 
stated here, is that the girl was coming up 
tho collar staira with the tub of butter in ber 
hand, that as she reached the landing she was 
struck by hor murdorer a violent blow on the 
head with a lathor’s hammer or some such 
imploment, that the blood spurted out and 
made the clot on the floor already reforred 
to, and that tho nassassin then caught ber 
and half dragged, half throw hor 
forward on the floor 10 feet south of trap, 
whore she was found, In support of this 
theory they quote the evidence of Dre, 
Henry T. Machell aud Audrew J. Harring 
ton wounds shortly 
after the accident, and she lived until mid- 
night, fourteen hours after the accident, but 
never regained consciousness, Dr, Harring: 
ton subsequently conducted the  p ost- 
mortem. The wound on the girl's head, 
which was on the left side, was 
sufficiently large toadmit of the insertion of 
two fingers, Brain matter protruded, Fif- 
teon or twenty pieces of bone wore found, 
Tho witnesses wore positive that a fall on the 
corner of the trap door as described would 
cause all the injuries found A small frag- 
ment, not quite a quarter of an inch in ex- 
tent, at the southeast corner of the door, and 
around which there was @ little blood, was 
pointed out as the place where deceased might 
have struck, but Dr, Harrington stated; ''Tho 
fractures found could not have been 
formed by any fall on or with 
the trap door.” The grave character of the 
wound, they claimed, precluded the possibil- 
ity of the girl having moved after she receiy - 
ed the wound, Neither could account for the 
presence of the body where found, judged 
from the accident theory that Miss Hancock 
fell on the trap door. 

Queries of Grave Import, 

Accepting the doctors’ evidence that the 
blow must have instantaneously rendered the 
girl powerless, the prosecution propounds 
these queries; 

How did the girl, who must have fallen to- 
ward the north if she was accidentally injur- 
ed, become turned around and reach a point 
10 feet in the opposite direction? 

If sho tripped on a mat three or four feet 
from the trap, how did the tub of butter 
which she was carrying fly out of 
her hand and alight upright upon the 
floor of the door, which had meantime des 
cended? Would it not rather have been 
Jiurled out of her hand when she felt her- 
self tripping? 

If she was moved to where found, who 
could have dragged her except the man who 
struck the blow? Certainly her father did 
not, for is it not in the evidence of Isaac 
Dollery that Handcock stated positively that 
he never moved his daughter? 

Tho statement of Daniel Handcock, the 22- 
year-old brother of Sophie, was so unsatis- 
factory that he was not sworn. He drove 
home from Seaton with his father and 
mother, but did not remember what the con- 
versation was about or whether his 
father told his mother anything  con- 
cerning So phie. The object of ques- 
tioning the lad was to verify or prove 
untrue the report which reached the coroner's 
ears that the couple had been heard disputing 
while en route home in the buggy. Thiscruel 
report both husband and wife indignantly 
deny.

MR. HANDCOCK BECOMES EXCITED 


When Asked to Contradict Certain Mali- 
clous Reports. 

Handcock stated in her evidence 
that her daughter's life was insured 
in the Choson Friends for $1000, the 
beneficiary being payable to her. The reporter 
asked both Handcock and his wife if there was 
any truth in the report thata portion of the 
property had been deeded to the daughter six 
years ngo and she had refused to re-deed it, 
although requested so to do? 

‘*How could that be the case,” said Mrs. 
Handcock when she was only 22 when she 
died,” 

“I seo what they’re doing,” interrupted Mr, 
Handcock, becoming terribly excited, 
“they're trying to get me in a tangle and 
hang me.” 

Both complain bitterly of the manner in 
which they have been treated, and they still 
express their belief, that their daughter's 
death was accidental. 

“Tama Christian man and I leave every- 
thing in the Lord’s hands,’ he told the re- 
porter, ‘‘They hayeeven abused me because 
I didn’t weep as if I didn’t feel my loss just 
as much as though I had shed tears publicly, 
What weeping I did was with my family, 
I made up my mind if the Lord would al- 
low me I would bear up like a man, and be- 
fore they screwed the lid down on Sophie's 
coffin I went up and bade her good-bye and 
kept up.”

Coroner Johnston last evening forwarded 
the evidence in the case to the authorities, 
asking that officers be at once put to work 
on the case. He concurs in the finding of 
the jury that a foul murder has been com- 
mitted and asks that a thorough investiga- 
tion be at once instituted.

close to the Galician border over 200,000 men, 
ready to move at a moment's notice, anc ic 
less than nan week by means of the new 
stratogetic radilways the number would be ro 
doubled, In three weeks 500,000 men could 
be thrown into Galicia and In twenty-four 
hours from the declaration of war 20,00¢ 
Cossacks would bo raiding in Austrian terri 
tory. 

Russia’s preparations on tho German fron, 
tier are almost as. complete, but the chief 
centre of military activity is farther south, 
clearly indicating Russia's intention to stvike 
first and hardest at Austria 

In Asin Russia is searcoly less active, but it 
is only when some incident happens near the 
border line of English tervitory that any idea 
can be formed of what i going on. There 
isa strong belief among Englishmen woll in 
formed in Indian affairs that Russia is stead, 
ily preparing fay « moveon Afghanistanas 
soon as England shall have done some overt 
act showing direct connection with the 
dreibund, 

The Indian Government is fully alive to the 
danger and is quietly but vigorously pushing 
wilitary preparations. Besides the regular 
Anglo-Indian army, a new force has beon or 
ganized for imperial defence in each of the 
tributary states, and the number of thorough: 
ly drilled and fully equipped men armed with 
British rifles at the disposal of the semi-inde 
pendent princes is over 16,000.. The Indian 
army, under the direct control of the Gover 
norGeneral, bas been thoroughly reorganiz- 
ed by Sir Fredrick Roborts, and is now in 4 
more efficient state than ever before. A force 
of 150,000 could be rapidly inoved northward, 
but against a Enropean foe they would ‘cer 
tainly be inferior to the regular British sol 
dier, If England is committed to the triple 
alliance, the big war when it comes will be 
waged over a very wide extent of territory. 


A WRONGED WIFE'S VICTORY. 


A Sane Woman Immured inn Lunatic Asy- 
lum. 


Lonpnon, July 24.—The enquiry into the 
mental condition of Mrs) Mary Cathcart, a 
wealthy lady of Wootton Lodge, Stafford 
shire, on the petition of her husband, James 
Taylor Cathcart, which bas been going op 
for some time before Mr, Bulwer, Q. G,, 
master in lunacy, and a special jury in the 
royal courts of justice, resulted yesterday in 
aiverdict to the effect that Mrs. Cuthcart was 
ofa sound state of mind. The case is a re 
markable one if only for the fact that s 
number of physicians declared Mrs. Cath 
cart, whohad been conflied in an asylum 
to. be insane, while the special jury 
now finds against a powerful ar 
ray of medical talent. Mrs. Cathcart fre 
quently referred to persecutions and alleged 
adultery against ber husband and claimed 
to be in dread of being poisoned. Mrs 
Cathcart also complained as to alleged 
fraudulent settlements and as to witnesses 
who would have assisted her haying been put 
away in convents, She also, @ccording ta 
testimony, charged her mother with attempt 
ing to poison her, 


FRENCH PROWESS IN AFRICA. 


50 Frenchmen Rout an Army of 1200 Nu. 
tives. 

Panis, July 24.—The government is in- 
formed of a serious encounter which recently 
took place in South Africa between a party 
of Frenchmen and a large body of natives, 
Several Frenchmen having beon killed by the 
blacks a French expedition, 50 strong, 
started from Lahon, on Gold Coast, to ay- 
enge their death. 

After a week’s march through tropical for. 
ests they encountered an army or 1200 war- 
riors armed with European rifles at the yil. 
lage of Joussa. The natives wero led by 
three fetichmen. <A fight ensued, which 
lasted four hours. All three of the fetichmen 
were killed and a large number of blacks 
were killed and wounded, when the natives 
retreated. Tho French party lost two killed 
and 12 wounded.

of bor death resta with ber in the gravo and 
with her brutal slayer 

A searching investigation touc hing hor 
death has been begun. The Attornoy-Gen- 
eral has been notified of the facts and a Gov- 
ernmont detective will be placed on the 
case at once 

Moantimoe residents of the neighborhood 
aro neither deaf nor dumb, There is much 
talking, but the opinions are random and tho 
uesses preposterous. Tho guldwives of tho 
villago and farm discuss the mystery over 
thoir tea, as do thoir liege lords over the vill- 
age tavern bar On the byway, in the cross- 
road grocery, in the harvest fleld and where 
ever human beings gathered or met, some. 
thing was said yesterday of tho queer affair 
at Fairbank. Reporters of half - a - dozen 
newspapers havo been at the quiet village 
investigating the whispers respecting the 
strange business at the store. But they 
had their labor for their pains. Not the 
slightest clue to tho identity of the mur- 
dorer, or a motivo for the crime can be ob- 
tained. Truo, indiscreot tongues continue to 
wag and the slide has been removed from 
thac unobtrusive lantern tho bull’s-eyo of 
which is perpetually being turned on private 
life and converting it into publio property. 
Hints, nods and ominous headshakingy are 
omnipresent, but the probability is that some 
time will elapse before the perpetrator of the 
foul deed is identified and brought to justice. 

There are a fow—a very fow peoplo—who 
still cling to tho accident theory, and they 
point out that the attending physicians gavo 
a burial certificate to the parents of the girl 
a fow hours after her demise, and that con- 
sequently they must have been of the opinion 
then that death was accidental, How can 
the surgeons reconcile their consciences to 
the certificate is a question which is troub- 
ling these people. The explanation of Dr. 
Harrington ia a very reasonableone, It was 
not until the postmortem that the full 
nature of the injuries were made manifest, 
Naturally, with the girl’s lifeebbing slowly 
but surely away, tbe anterior oxamination 
of the wound was more or less superficial. 
But wher the postmortem was made it was 
plainly manifest that it would have been 
absolutely impossible for the skull to hayo 
been smashed as it was by a fall, however 
violont, against ‘the edge of the trap door, 
or byafall of any kind. Besides it was 
thought prior to the complete examination 
af the wound that tho supposition of the 
girl’s father that she might possibly, after 
falling, have crawled to the place where she 
was found, was emphatically negatived by 
the extent of the injury, which precluded the 

ibility that she could have crawled an 
inch after being struck. 

The depositions taken before Coroner 
Jobnston have been forwarded to the On- 
tario Government. Chief Government De- 
tective Murray has gone on a holiday trip up 
the Iakes, but either Detective Rogers or 
Detective Greer will be recalled from the 
cases upon which they are now engaged and 
will at once set to work on the case. Tho ox- 
citement has not in the least abated in the 
neighborhood, nor has the deep-rooted con- 
viction been at all shaken that death was due 
to an assassin's blow. 

Tt has been urged by some that the Lieut.- 
Governor should at once issuo a proclama- 
tion offering a reward for the detection of 
the guilty party. Whether anything would 
result is problematical, as the opin- 
ion is genoral that the identity of the mur- 
derer is known but to himself, and the God 
whom he has offended. Further investigation 
proves that the girl was as pure as any woman 
who ever lived on this earth and thatshe had 
no sweetheart. The circumstance that puts 
everybody at sea in attempting to elucidate 
the mystery is the utter absence of a motive 
for the murder. With this essential link 
missing, there is little prospect of a chain 
ever being welded which will be complete.

Pooplo have repeatedly asked mo which 
of my tricks havo pleascd mo the moat, and 
which I take the mont dolight In porform- 
ing. Naturally tho effurd that brings the 
groatost success ls regarded by a man as his 
beat. I consldor the trick of restoring the 
shattorod mirror as my moat famous ono, 
This 1 had the honor of poiforming before 
the Ozar of Russla upon an invitation to 
give an oxhibition at hiscourt, Lt was done 
unexpoctedly to tho spoctators, and was 
not down on the regalar bill. While play- 
{ng billiards with the attaches of tho court 
aftor the performance, tho Czar being pres- 
ont In the saloon, I shot a ball with all my 
atrongth ogalust o plate glass mirror, ox- 
tending from tho floor to the celling. It 
was shivered into fifty pleces, Oonstorna- 
tlon was depicted on every countenance ; 
on none more plainly than my own. While 
the Czar courtoously walved my apology, 
considering the destruction of tho mirror 
as trifling, and ordored the game to pro- 
coed, J could oasily see that my supposed 
awkwardness made o dissgreeable Impres- 
sion, With the Czars permission, I exam- 
Ined the mirror to ostimate the damage 
done and the possibility of repairing it. 
While so engaged ono of tho sulte playfally 
challenged mo to exerclao my art and make 
tbe mirror whole agaln, never dreaming 
that his challenge was tho very cuo I want- 
ed, and not considering the successful ac- 
ceptance of {t as possible. 1 hesitated an 
{ostant, and then ordered the mirror to be 
covered with a cloth entirely concealing it 
from view. On the removal of the cloth, 
aftor ton minutes, the mirror was found 
without a flaw, and as perfect as before the 
damage. I will leave it to my reader's Im- 
imagination to decide how this trick was 
done, 


Curious Instinct of the Horse. 
(Lodgman’s Magazine ) 

It is not an uncommon thing in the 
Argentine ppmpas—I havo on two occasions 
witnessed it mysolf—for a riding horse to 
come home or to the gate cf Its ownor’s 
house to dio. Tam rpeaking cf riding 
horses that are never doctored nor treated 
mercifully, that look on their master as an 
enemy rather than a friend—horses that 
live out In the open and that have to be 
hunted to the corral or ino'osure, or roughly 
captured with a lasso ss thoy rup, when 
their services are requ'red. 

I retain a very vivid recoliection of the 
first oocaston of witnes:ing an action of this 
kind in a horse, althorgh 1 was only a boy 
at the time.

Going to the spot, I stroked his nose, and 
then, turning to an old native who hap- 
pened to be near, asked him what could be 
the meaning of sucha thing. ‘I think 
he is going to die,’ ho answered; ** horse 
often come to the house to die.”” And next 
morning the poor beast was found lying 
dead not twenty yards from the gate, al- 
thoogh he had nob appeared ill when I 
atroked his nose on tho previous evening ; 
bub when I saw him lying there dead and 
remembered the old native’s words It seem- 
ed to me as marvelous and inexplicable that 
a horse should act in that way as If some 
wild creature—a rhea, a fawn ora dicotyles 
—had come to exhale his last breath at the 
gate of his encmy and constant persecutor, 
man.

How People Sleep. 

Though it is trae, as the author of a 
school composition once asserted, that 
sleeping isa universal practice among all 
nations, {t is also true that there is a great 
diversity in the methods of sleep'ng among 
people of different nations and different 
ways of life. The things which one person 
needs to make him slcep are precisely the 
things which would keep another awake al 
night. Even the sedative medicines which 
put one person immediately Into a heavy 
slumber excite another into ‘a condition of 
nervous restleness. 

The European or American, {n order to 
sleop well, ordinarily requires a downy pil- 
low under his hoad, butthe Japanese, 
strotching himself upon a rush mat on the 
floor, putea hard, equare block of wood 
undor his head, and does not sleep well if 
he dces not have it. 

The Chinese makes great account of his 
bed, which is very low indeed — scarcely ris- 
ing from the floor—and Is often carved ex- 
quisttely of wood, but it never occurs to him 
to make it any softer than rush mats will 
render it. 

While the people of northern countries 
cannot sleep unless they have plenty of room 
to stretch out their lege, the inhabitants of 
the tropics often curl themselves up like 
monkeys at the lower angle of a suspended 
hammock,and sleep soundly in that position. 

The robust American often covers him- 
self with a pair of blankets and throws his 
window wide open to the alr, even in the 
winter time, and he does not complain eyen 
if he finds a little drift of snow across the 
top of his bed in the morning. 

Tho Russian, on the contrary, likes no 
sleeping-place so well as the top of the big 
soapstone stoye in his domicile. Crawling 
out of this blisterlug bed in the morning, 
he likes to take a plunge in a cold stream, 


even if he has to break through the ice to 


gob into it. 


The Laplander crawls head and all, into 


a bag made of reindeer skin and sleeps, 


warm and comfortable, within lt. The East 
Indian, at the other end of the world, also 
has a sleeping-bag, bub It is more porous 
Its purpose Is to 


than the Laplander’s, 
keep out mosquitoes more than to keep the 
sleeper warm, 

While the Amorican still clings to his 
feather pillow, he Is steadily diecarding his 
old-fashioned feather bed in favor of the 
hair or straw mattress. The feather bed is 
relegated to the country, and many people 
who slept upon ib all through their child- 
hood find themselves uncomfortable upon 
it In thoir maturity. 

The Germans not only sleep upon a 
feather bod, but underneath one. The 
feather covering used in Germany, how- 
ever, is nob as large or thick as the one 
which Is used asa mattress, and the for- 
eigner who undertakes to sleep beneath it 
often finds his feet sufferingfrom cold, 
while his shoulders are suffering from heah,

TALK ON EMPTY CHAIRS. 


APOWERFUL ARGUMENT FROM DR 


TALMAGE IN OHIO 


No Greater Influences Aro in tho Family 
Circle Than the Mute Appenuls of De 


parted Ones—Vacant Places at the Fire- 


side. 


LAKg«asipe, O., July 10.—For 
people have gathered jn multitudes at this 
season of the year for a great outloor as 
sembly, The grounds are a short sail fram 
Sandusky; tho place beautiful beyond des- 
cription, Dr, Talmage preached this morn- 
ing in this delightful place to a vast multi- 
tudo, His subject was tho ‘Vacant Chair,’ 
and his text, [Samuel xx, 18, ‘Thou shalt be 
missed, because thy seat will be empty.” 

Sot on the table the cutlery and the chased 

silverware of the palace, for King Saul will 
give astate dinner to day, A distinguished 
place is kept at the tablo for his son-in-law, 6 
celebrated warrior, David by name. ‘The 
guests, joweled and plumed, come in and take 
their places, When people are invited to a 
king’s banquet they aro very aptto go. But 
before the covers are lifted from the feast 
Bau! looks around and finds a vacant seat at 
the table. He says within himself, perhaps 
audibly: ‘What does this mean? Where is 
my son-in-law?! Whero is David, the great 
warrior! I invited him. I expected him, 
What! a vacant chair at the king's banquet!" 

Tho fact was that David, tho warrior, 
had boon seated for the last timo at: his 
father-in-law’s table. Tho day bofore Jon- 
athan had coaxed Dayid to go and oeoupy 
that place at the table, saying to David in 
the words of my text, ‘Thou shalt bo missel, 
because thy seat will be empty.” Tho pro 
diction was fulfilled, Dayid was missed, His 
seat was empty. That one vacant chair 
spoke louder than all the occupied chairs at 
the banquot. 

In almost every house the articles of fur- 
niture take a living personality. That plic- 
turg—a stranger would not see anything ro- 
markable either in its design or execution, 
but it is more to you than all the pictures of 
the Louvre and the Luxembourg, You ro- 
member who bought it, and who admired it, 
And that hymn book—you remember who 
sang out of it. And that cradle—youremem- 
ber who rocked it. And that Bible—you re- 
member who read out of it. And that bed 
—you remember who slept in it. And that 
room—you remember who died in it, But there 
is nothing inall your house so eloquent and 
50 mighty voiced as the vacant chair, I 
suppose that before Saul and bis guests got 
up from this banquet there was a great clat- 
ter of wine pitchers, but all that racket was 
drowned out by the voice that came up from 
the vacant chair at the table, 

Millions have gazed and wept at Jobn 
Quincey Adams’ yacant chair in the house of 
representatives, and at Henry Wilson's vacant 
chair inthe vico presidency, and at Henry 
Clay's vacant chair in the American senate, 
and at Prince Albert’s vacant chair in Wind- 
sor castle, and at Thiers’ vacant chair in the 
councils of the French nation, But all these 
chairs are unimportant to you as compared 
with the vacaht chairs in your own house- 
hold. Have these chairs any lesson for us to 
learn? Are we any better men and womon 
than when they first addressed us! 


FATHER'S CHAIR, 


First I point out to you the father’s va- 
cant chair. Old men always like to sit 
in the same place and in the samo chair. 
They somehow feel more at home, and some- 
times when youare in their place and they 
come into the room you jump up suddenly 
and say, ‘‘Here, fatlier, hero's your chair,” 
Tho probability is itis an armchair, for he 
is not so strong as he once was, and be noeds 
« little upholding. His bair isa little frosty, 
his gums a little depressed, for in his early 
days there was not much dentistry.  Per- 
haps a cané chair and old fashioned apparel, 
for though you may have suggested some im- 
provement, father does not want any of your 
nonsense, Grandfather neyer had much ad- 
miration for new fangled notions. 

I sat at the table of ono of my parish- 
foners in a former congregation; an aged 
man was at the table, and the son was pre- 
siding, and the father somewhat abruptly 
addressed the son and said, ‘My son, don't 
now try to show off because the minister 
is here!” Your father never liked any new 
customs or manners; he preferred the old 
way of doing things, and he never looked so 
happy as when, with his eyes closed, he sat in 
the armchair in the corner, From the 
wrinkled brow to the tip of the slippers, 
what placidity! The wave of the past years 
of his life broke at the foot of that chair, 
Perhaps sometimes ho was a little impatient, 
and sometimes told the same story twice; 
but over that old chair how many blessed 
memories hover! I hope you did not crowd 
that old chair, end that it did not get very 
much in the way. 

Sometimes the old man’s chair gets very 
much inthe way, especially if be bas been 
60 unwiso ns to make over all his property 
to his children, with the understanding that 
they are to take care of him. I have seen in 
stich cases children crowd the old man’s chair 
to the door, and then crowd it clear into the 
street, and then crowd it into the poorhouse, 
and keep on crowding it until the old man 
foll out of it into his grave, 

But your father’s chair was asacred place 
The children used to climb upon the rungs 
of it for a good night kiss, and the longer ho 
stayed the better you liked it, But that 
chair bas been vacant now for some tito, 
The furniture dealer would not give you fifty 
conts for it, but itis a throne of influence in 
your domestic circle. I saw in the Freneh 
palace, and in the throne room, the chair that 
Napoleon used to occupy, It was a beautiful 
chair, but tho most significant part of it 
was the letter *N” ombroidered into the back 
of the chair in purple and gold. And your 
father’s old chair sitain the throne room of 
your heart, and your affections 
broidered into the back of 
purple and gold the letter “'} 
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co you do here’ And when you went into 
the house of abandonment, a voice sayin, 
“What would your mother do ifshe knew 
you were bere!’ And you were provoked 
with yourself, aud you charged yourself with 
superstition and favaticisun, and your bead 
got hot with your own thoughts, and you 
went home and you went to bed, and no 
sooner had you touched the bed than a voice 
soid; ‘What! a prayerles pillow? Man! 
what is the matter!” This, you are too near 
your mother's rockiag chair, 

“Oh, pshaw!"'you say. “There's nothing 
in that. I'm five bundred miles off from 
whore I wasborn. I'm three thousand tniles 
off from where the church whose bell wae 
the first music Lever heard,”  Icannot help 
that. You are too near your mother's rock- 
ing chair. “Oh,” you say, “there can't be 
anything in that. That chair bas been vacant 
o great while.” Lecannot help that, Itis all 
the mightier for that. It is omnipotent, that 
vacant mother's chair. 1t whispors, it speaks, 
it weeps, it carols, it mourns, it prays, it warps, 
it thunders, A young man went off and 
broke his mother's heart, and while he was 
away from home his mother died, and the 
telograph brought Lhe son, and he camo in- 
tothe room where shoe lay and looked upon ber 
face, and ho cried out; “Qh, mother, mother, 
what your life could notdo your death shall 
effect! This moment | give my heart to God.” 
And be kept bis promise, Aud he kept his pro- 
mise. Another victory for the vacant chair, 
With reference to your mother the words of 
my toxt were fulfilled, “Thou shalt bo miss- 
ed, because thy seat wil] he empty.” 

THE INVALID'S CHAIR. 

I go on a little further, and Lcome to the 
invalid's chair, What! How long haye you 
been sick? ‘Oh! I have beon sick ten, twel- 
ty, thirty years.” Is it possiblo? What astory 
of endurance. There are in many of the 
families'‘of my congregation theso invalids 
chairs. The occupants of them think they 
are doing no good in the world, but that ir- 
valid’s chair is the mighty pulpit from which 
they have been preaching, all these years, 
trust in God. The first time I preached here 
at Lakeside, Ohio, amid the throngs pretent, 
there was nothing that so much impressed mo 
as the spectacle of just one faco—the face of 
an invalid who was wheeled inon hercbair, I 
said to her afterward, ‘Madam, how long 
have you been prostrated?” for she was lying 
flatin the chair, ‘Oh! she replied, “I have 
been this way fifteen years,’’ J said, ‘do you 
suffer very much?” ‘Oh, yes,” she said, “L 
suffer very much; I suffer all the time; part of 
the time I was blind. 1 always, suffer.” 
“Well,” I said, ‘can you keep your courage 
up!” ‘Ob, yes,” she said, “lam bappy, very 
happy indeed.” Her face showed it. She 
looked the happiest of any one on the ground. 

Oh, what a means of grace to the world, 
theso invalid chairs, On that field of hu- 
man suffering the grace of God gots its 
victory. Edward Payson, the inyalid, 
and Richard Baxter, the invalid, and Robert 
Hall, the invalid, and the ten thousand of 
whom the world bas never heard, but of 
whom all heaven is cognizant. The most 
conspicuous thing on earth for God's oye and 
the eye of angels to rest on, isnot a throne of 
earthly power, but it is the invalid’s chair. 
Oh, these men and women who are always 
suffering but never complaining—these yic- 
tims of spinal disease, and neuralgic torture, 
and rheumatic excruciation will answer to 
the roll call of the martyrs, and rise to the 
martyr’s throne, and will wave the martyr’s 
palm, 

But when otie of these invalids’ chairs 
becomes vacant how suggestive it is! No 
more bolstering up of the weary head. No 
more changing from side to side to get an easy 
position. No more use of the bandage and 
the cataplasm and the prescription. That 
invalid's chair may be folded up or taken 
apart or set awny, but it wil) never lose its 
queenly power; it will always preach of trust 
in God and cheerful submission. Suffering 
all ended now. With respect to that invalid 
the words of my text have been fulfilled, 
“Thou shalt bo missed, because thy sent will 
be empty.” 

THAT EMPTY HIGH CHAIR, 

I pass on and I find one more vacant 
chair. Itis a high chair. It is the child’s 
chair, If that chair be occupied T think it 
is the most potent chair in all the house- 
hold, All the chairs wait on it; all the chairs 
are turned toward it. It means more than 
David's chair at Saul's banquet. At any rate 
it makes more racket. That is 4 strange houso 
that can be dull with a-child in it, How that 
child breaks up the hard worldliness of the 
place and keeps you young to sixty, seventy 
and eighty years of ge. If you havo no child 
of your own adopt one; it will open heaven to 
your soul. It will pay it# way. Its crowing in 
the morning will give the day a cheerful 
starting, and its glee at night will give tho 
day a cheerful close. You do not like chil- 
drent Thon you bad better stay out of hea- 
ven, for thoco are so any there they would 
fairly make you crazy. Only about five hua- 
dred milliona of thém. The old crusty Phari- 
soos told the mothers to koop the children 
away from Christ. “You bother him,” they 
said: “you trouble’ tho Master.”’ Trouble 
him! He has filled heaven with that kind of 
troublo

I thank God there will bo no vacant 
chairs in heaven, That we shall meet again 
and talk over our earthly heartbreaks, How 
much you bave been through since you saw 
them Inst? On the shining shore you will 
talk it all over, The heartaches, The 
loneliness, Tho sicopless nights. The weep: 
ing until you had no more power to 
weep, because tho heart was withered and 
dried up, Story of ompty cradle and Littl 
sn06 ONLY O81 Worn ont tever to 
worn again, just the shano of the 
that once pressed it. And dreams when 
you thought the departed had come 
back again, and the room seemed bright 
with their facos, and you started up to greet 
them and in the effort the dream broke and 
you found yourself stuuding amid room in 
thetmidnight—alone. - 

Talking it all over, anl thon, band io 
hand, walkiog up avd down in the light, 
No sorrow, no tears, no dea. Ob, heaven! 
beautiful. heaven! Heayen where our 
friends are, Heaven where we expect to 
be, Inthe east they take a ange of birds 
and bring it to the tomb.of the dead, aad 
then they open the door of the cage, and 
the birds, flying out, sing. And IT wovld to- 
day bring a cage of Christian consolations to 
the grave of your loved ones, and I would 
open the door and let them fi all the air with 
the music of their yoices, 

Ob, how they bound in these spirits before 
the throne! Some. skout with gladness. 
Some break forthinto uncontrollable weeping 
for joy. Some standspeechlessin their shock 
of delight. They sing... They quiver .with 
excessive gladues;. They gaze on the 
temples, on the palaces, on tho waters 
on each other, They weave their 
joy into garlands, thoy spring it into tri- 
umphal arches, they strike in on timbrels, 
and then all the loved ones gather ina great 
circle round the throne of God—fathers, 
motbers, brothers, sisters, sons and daughters , 
lovers and friends, hand to hand around about

VOLUME OF TRADE. 

Canada’s trado with the West Indies 
noder Grit.government and a Grit tariff, 
declined from $6,086,529 in 1874 to $4,- 
753,099 in 1879. 

Tho same trade has risen under Consorv- 
ative government and the National Polloy 
from $4,753,099 In 1879 to $5,808,189 in 
1890. 

Under Grit Government and a Grit 
tariff, Canada’s trado with China and Japan 
fell off from $1,263,728 in 1874 to $506,- 
515 in 1879, or by more than one-half. 

Under Conservative Government and the 
National Policy tarlff, our trade with China 
and Japan increased from $505,613 in 
1879 to $2,161,816 in 1889,or by more than 
409 per cent. 

From 1874 to 1879, under Grit Govern: 
ment and a Grit tariff, the aggregate of 
Canada’s trade with South America de- 
creased from $1,686,508 to $745,830, or by 
more than one half, 

From 1879 to 1890, under Oonservative 
rule and the National Polloy tariff, the ag- 
gregate of Canada’s trade with South Am- 
erica increased from $745,830 to $2,655,- 
849, or by more than 300 per cent. 

COTTONS. 

Under Grit government and a Grit tariff 
in 1878, Canada’s imports of manufactured 
cotton goods amounted In value to upwards 
of 7 millfons of dollars, while our imports 
of raw cotton for manufacture In this 
country were only 7} milllon pounds, 

Under the Conservative government and 
the National Policy, in 1890 Oxnada’s im- 
ports of manufactured goods were of the 
value of less than 4 million dollars, while 
our importa of raw cotton had increased to 
334 million pounds. 

‘Thus as a result of the Conservative tar- 
{ff policy importa of manufactured cotton 
goods are reduced one-half, while the im- 
portation of raw cotton to be manufactured 
in this country has been increased more 
than four-fold.

Considering the difficulties that invar- 
iably attend the oponing up of anew export 
trade, the progress made in the shipment of 
eggs to England must have been satisfaoc- 
tory, as itis an indisputable fact that the 
other side has up to the present taken all 
the stock we had to spare. It is also 
known that Canadian eggs have created a 
very favorable impression amonz con- 
sumers, especially in the North of England, 
where they are much sought for and in 
some instances have supplanted French 
eggs. ‘*Yes! but look at the small quap- 
tty that has been shipped compared with 
what was sent to the United States last 
yoar,” say those who oppose this now move. 
ment. Bub how does that prove the non- 
success of the venture? It is admitted by 
overy egg dealer in tho trade who has spok- 
en to us on the subject, that we have nob 
gob the same quantity cf eggs to ship this 
season as we had last year, Bub if we 
had, they would no doubt find as favor- 
able an outlet on the other side, as the 
bulk of those which have already gone 
forward. And should the Fall supply 
show up In large volume the British 
markets will in all probability absorb what- 
ever surplus can be spared, as readily as it 
has done up to the present. Tho exports 
from thls port up to date along with those 
gone via Amorican ports, will probably 
amount to 600,C00 dozen or over; but Jf 
our surplus had been 6,000,000 dozen in- 
stead {b would have made no differenco to 
the English market, which would have ab- 
sorbed them just the same, asin that event 
prices would have beon lower hore, and

I re- 
colved from Larkin, Connolly & Co. about 
$135,000, or something under, I believe 
you received from me out of that $135,000, 
or thereabouts, $55,000 besides $117,000 paid 
direct to you from Larkin, Connolly & Co., 
and still you are not satisfied. I bave to pay 
betwoon this and August $10,000 to La 
Banque Nationale to clear them up. I in- 


tend to reduce and pay up the Union Bank” 


and all I can to you. If this reasonable 
programme does not suit you then break up 
the whole thing and wind it up at 
once, [ have no desire nor interest in 
being the medium of conflict between those 
contractors and you, and of trouble and tur- 
moil to myself.

Examined in reference to the letter, wit- 
ness said that there was no agreoment be- 
tween him and his brother as to the amount 
the latter was to receive.

He 
replied that he could. Mr. Perley made no 
definite proposal, but asked him to call a few 
days later.

' Arnoldi certifying the account and he (Mer- 
rit) afterwards handing over the Government 
check endorsed to Mr. Arnoldi. 

Mr. Wilson of the firm of Thomas Robertson 
& Co., Montreal, who in the heavy 
motal trade, said that tho steamer Joe was 
registered in his name, but he did not own 
her—she was owned by Mr, Arnoldi, and 
during the dredging season the steamer 
earned $100 per month from the Govern- 
ment, He allowed Mr. Arnoldi to register 
the steamer in his name and collect this $100 
also in his name. He endorsed the checks 
and handed them over to Mr. Arnoldi. He 
got none of the money. When he came to 
Ottawa he stayed st Arnoldi House, and 
when Arnoldi went to Montreal he stayed at 
his house, and he supplied material annually 
to the department, Mr, Arnoldi ordering the 
same principally by letter. Last year his 
account was over $5000 with the department. 
He made a present of two pictures to Mr. 
Arnoldi.

My room was at tho ond of along ball. 1 
was familiar with evory crook and tarn 
about the house and didn’t need a light, so 
I passed into my room and closed the door, 
It occurred to me then to take a smoke, so 
I felt around in the dark and found a cigar, 
and struck a match to light it.

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MANSLAUGHTER. 


The Jury Find a Verdict to That Effect 
Against Edward Stricker. 

Benin, Ont, July 25.—At the toquest 
last night the four young men, Charles Moyer 
Philip Koerber, Musselmanand Koch chargod 
with tho murder of old man Zachman, wore 
acquitted, the jury finding that they had 
nothing todo with tho shooting, though they 
wero presont at the time and no doubt know 
who the guilty party is. Tho jury found 
Ed. Stricker guilty of manslaughter. The 
other four will be hold as witnesses. 

Zachman lived near the crossroads in the 
little hamlet of Lexington about two and a 
half miles northeast of Waterloo, They 
formerly lived in Baden, whore the old man 
wont by the name of ‘‘Schlopperflicker,” an 
appellation received from the naturo of his 
occupation. It appears that the boys around 
Loxington used to harass the old man from 
timo to time, and on the night of July 16, 
after Zacbman and his wife had retired, thoy 
were aroused from their slumber by tho 
crash of stones against tho window shutters. 
They hastily arose and dressed. The parties 
then began to play on the violin without the 
house. The outside shutter of the window 
was then torn off and the inside shutter was 
forced off by moeansof a rail, and at the 
same instant the barre! of a gun was pointed 
through the opening nade and a shot fired. 
The charge, containing a paper wad, took 
effect in theabdomen of Mr. Zachman, in- 
flicting a wound, from which he died. 

Several of the serenaders were arrested 
and they confessed that Edward Stricker 
fired the shot. He fled the country before 
his arrest could be accomplished, however. 


SOPHIE HANDCOCK’S MURDER. 


Detective Grier Given Charge of the Case 
and Visits the Scene, 

Toronto, July 25,—Yesterday the Attornuy 
General's Departmont placed the task of 
ferreting out the murderer of Sophie Hand- 
cock at Fairbank Village in the hands of 
Detective Grier, who visited the scene of the 
tragedy. Tho excitement of the villagers 
shows no abatement, and although the crime 
is canvassed eagerly no new theories have 
been put forth. 

It has transpired that the house in 
which the tragedy occurred belonged to’ the 
murdered girl, having been deeded to her by 
hor mother. The records in tho 
registry offico show that on April 22, 1591, 
Elizabeth Handcock deeded to her daughter 
Sophia, for “natural love and a fection and 
the sum of $1,” lot 4, plan 423, subdivision 
of lot 30, on the third concession from the 
bay. This is the precise lot on which the 
store now stands, where the family reside 
and in which the mysterious tragedy of last 
week occurred. Mrs, Handcock originally 
paid $800 for the lot, purchasing it of Peter 
Einboden of this city. She subsequently 
mortgaged it to the Trust & Loan Company 
of Canada for $500, which mortgage was still 
against it when it was transferred to the 
daughter. 

Since the tragedy reports have been circu- 
lated among the villagers that more than one 
quarrel had taken place between parents and 
daughter, owing to Sophie's refusal to re<deed 
the property to her mother, 

On being questioned about the matter, 
Handcock found refuge in the Scriptures and 
in the seclusion of the dining room. The 
fact that the couple were worried by the 
questionings and the financial embarrass- 
ment they were suffering would account for 
this perturbation, but the financial trouble 
will now be at least partially averted as the 
mother will receive the benoticlary of $1000 
from the Friendly Society in which Sophie's 
life was insured and the property of the de 
ceased can be placed on the market, 

The Body Washed Up ut Port Colborne, 

Port CoLporne, Ont., July 25.—Mr. Bar- 
ber of Simcoe came down last evening and 
saw the body washed ashore here. Mr. Bar 
ber says itisnoither of the two, Messrs. 
Bunker and Ryerson, lost off the Mable. The 
body is that of a man about 30 years of age 
with light hair, small moustache and a thick 
head of bair. The left eye iscut under the 
lid. He is dressed in a black silk shirt, no 
vest, dark striped trousers, black shooting 
jacket, coat with lining frayed, heavy rolled 
lace shoes and black straw hat with ribbon, 
$6.50 in money, a knife with one blade and a 
wooden handle were found in the pockets of 
tho trousers. Deceased wore a truss, Thore 
were no papers on the body. A clinker boat 
came ashore on July 17, marked yacht P.D., 
painted white, formerly black, had two seats. 
A fishing spoon marked 5 Croft & Son, Tor- 
onto, was found in the boat.

“At midday all proparations were com 
pleted, and Prince Jerome, in command of a 
division of the Second corps detailed to form 
the extrome left, took up a position by the 
wood, part of which was occupied by the 
enomy. The cannonade commenced; the 
enemy supported tho troops be had advanced 
to guard tho wood by thirty plecos of can- 
non. We on our side also posted some arti 
lery. At 1 o'clock Prince Jerome became 
master of the whole wood, and the whole 
English army retired behind ‘a ‘ridge. The 
count d'Erlon then attacked the village of 
Mont Saint-Jean; bho supported his attack 
with eighty pieces of cannon. He commenced 
thers an overpowering cannonade, which 
must have greatly harassed the English 
army. The whole action took place on tho 
plain. A brigade of Count d’Erlon’s First 
division took possession of tbe village of 
Mount Saint-Jean; a second brigade was 
charged by a corps of English cavalry, which 
inflicted upon it great loss, At the same 
moment a division of English cavalry 
charged Count d'Erlon's battery on its right 
and dismounted several guns; but Gen, Mel- 
haud’s Cuirassiers charged this division, of 
which three regiments were routed and fled. 

“It was now 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
The emperor advanced the Life guards to 
take up a position on the plain—the same 
ground which was occupied by the First 
corps at the commencement of the action, 
this corps being already in advance. Tho 
Prussian division, whose movement we had 
foreseen, then became engaged with Count 
Lobau's skirmishers, directing their fire 
upon the whole of our right flank.. It was 
expedient, before undertaking anything 
elsewbere, to wait the issuo of this attack, 
With this object the whole streugth of tho 
reserye was held ready to come to tho assist- 
auce of Count Lobau and to crush the Prus 
sian corps when it should advance, 

“This done, the emperor intended to make 

an attack in, the direction of the village of 
Mont Saint-Jean, which it was expected 
would prove a decisive blow; but by a movo- 
ment of impatience, so frequent in our mili- 
tary annals, and which bas s> often been 
disastrous to us, the cavalry in. reserve, per 
ceiving a retrugade movement of the Ea- 
glish to place themselves under shelter from 
our batteries, from which they had already 
suffered so much, crowned the heights of 
Mont Saint-Jean and charged the infantry, 
This movement, made at the right moment 
and backed by the reseryes ought to have 
decided the day; made soparately and before 
the operations on the right wore completed, 
it proved fatal. Having no means to coun- 
termand it, the enemy showing large masses 
of infantry and of cavalry, and the two di- 
visions of Cuirassiers being engaged, the 
whole of our cavalry started at the same mo- 
ment to support their comrades, 

“There, during three hours, they mnde

MACHINE PLOT. 


Train Employees Burned Alivo—Passon 


gers Mangled BMoyond Recognition 


Fifteen Bodies Already Recovered 


From the Wreck—Attomptod Assassin: 


ation of Several French Ministers 
Panis, July 27,—A collision between ox 
cursion trains occurred at/St, Mande yeoster 
day in which 50 persons were injured and 
three carriages wrecked Both trains were 
returning from a musical festival at Fou- 
tenoy. 

Tho second train crashed into the preced- 
ing train before the latter had left the St. 
Mando station. The guards, yan and the 
three rear carriages of the fast train were 
wrecked and caught fire from the 
gas. Tho injured occupants were sbricking 
indespair, and the other passongers burried 
ly lest the train and assisted in extracting 
the victims. Soldiers also aided the fire 
brigade to quench the flames and rescue the 
Sufferers, The work of helping the injured 
wascarried on by torchlight, 

A despatch from St, Mande at 1 o'clock this 
morning says that 60 persons were injured, 
and that 15 dead bodies bhaye been recoyered, 
including thase of two children who were 
mangled beyone recognition. Most of the 
victims are logless. Tho driver and firemen 
of second train were burned alive. It is 
reported that tho station master has decamp- 
od. 


PIOUSLY DISGUISED DEATH- 


Powerful Fulminates Enclosed in Prayer 
Books and Sent to Intended Victims. 

PARIS, July 27,—It became known yester- 
day that an attempt had been made to as- 
sassinate Mme, Constans, wife of the Min- 
ister of the Interior. Mme, Constans re- 
Ceived a package addressed to her from 
Toulon and apparently containing an ob: 
long box. The wrapping paper around 
the supposed box was taken off and 
the package was found to consist of a 
good-sized missal, or Roman Catholic mass 
book, At first sight it was a neat present to 
send to the wife of the President, Upon 
more careful examination it was found that 
tho leaves of the missal, to outward appear- 
ance, had| been stuck | together. with 
yarnish or mucilage, This caused a still 
more careful examination of the mysteri- 
ous missal and upon being opened 
with the greatest care it was found 
that, the intérior of the book had been cut 
away, in the manner sometimes adopted by 
smugglers who desire to send articles free of 
duty through the mails, and who placed 
thom in a hollowed-out book for that purpose, 
The interior of the 1nissal contained a power- 
full fulminate powder. There was no explo- 
sion. No clew has been found to tho sender 
of this infernal machine though tho post- 
office authorities of Toulon acting in con- 
junction with Parisian police, and the police 
of Toulon are said to be on the track of the 
perpetrator or perpetrators of this outrage. 
No reason seéms to'-have been found for this 
attempt upon the life of Mme Constans, and 
so it is thought the would be assassins 
really intended to take, the life of the 
Minister; and supposed that a package 
addressed to Mme, Constaus would be 
carelessly opened by her husband, while 
ao package addressed to M. Constans migbt 
be carefully opened by his attendants, The 
report of the attempted jassassination is the 
talk of Paris, and has caused considerable 
indignation, 

The identity of the person or persons who 
sent the infernal machine has not been dis- 
covered. according to the latest. particulars, 
The book in which the explosive , was con- 
cealed appeared to be a Catholic prayer 
book, The book accompanied bya letter 
was found by minister Constans on Saturday 
morning on hisdesk, The handwriting on 
the envelope was so much like the writing of 
one of his nieces that he concluded that the 
letter was intended for Mme. Constans and he 
therefore sent both the book and the 
letter to his wife. Madam Constans, on 
receiving the book, found the leaves stuck 
fasttogether and handed it to the butler to 
open, The butler was about to use a chisel 
on it when be noticed a fuze affixed to the 
leaves, Tho book was then turned over to 
the police, by whom it was cautiously 
opened, when a cayity was disclosed which 
concealed 200 grains of fulminate. A fow 
grains of the fulminate when tested In a Ia- 
boratory exploded witha report like that of 
8 cannon, 

A book similarly prepared reached 
M. Etienne, Secretary of the Colon iay 
Office, and another was recoiyed by M, 
Treille, Director of the Colonial Health 
Department. __M. Treille was put on 
his guard by a few grains of the ful 
minate dropping out of the book. There isa 
Vague suspicion that the missive was sent by 
a retired naval surgeon who has a grievance 

M. Girard, the analyst, says only a mad 
man would have risked his life in preparing 
such an apparatus, which was formidable 
enough to bring down a house and make a 
50-foot hole in the ground. A nayy surgeon, 
who has committed suicide at Toulon, was 
possibly the culprit,

The data are farnished by the family 
and friends of Mrs, Lucas,,and can be re- 
lied upon as authentic. The author is the 
Rev. J. H. B. Heath, editor of the Month- 
ly Lecord of Eminent Men, 


**Which of the alcoholic liquors is, in 
your opinion, the Jeast injurious as a bover- 
age for a man who drivuks, or who thinks 
he must?” Tho replies to this question 
from several of ths most eminent medical 
men in this country have been published 
by the New York Press. “Perhaps the moat 
widely known of these as a medical man is 
Dr. William A, Hammond, of Washington, 
He declares for béer or alight wine onthe 
ground ‘‘that alcoholic liquor is’ the 
loabt'injurious, aud hence the bist for men 
to drink, which posdeeses: the smallest pro- 
portion of alcohol.” He adds: **Tho use 
of any form of alcoholic Hquoris lisble to 
create a:desire for larger quantities, ond) 
liquor drinking 1s one of those things of 
which it may only too often be truly said 
that ‘increase of appetite grows by what It 
feeds on.’” Df.,Austin Flin}, for several 
yeara pst Professor of Physiology In the 
Be}leyue Hospital Medical College, of New 
York, ssya; “*Lam nob prepared t6’ state 
that any one alcoliolic drink fs less injurious 
than another Alcoholi¢ Iquor of any 
deséription should never be used except 
when prescribed by ‘an able and ‘consol- 
entious.phisiclan in cases of absolute need 
from sicknezs;’ Dr. N.S. Davis of Chica- 
go, an eminent authority on the effects of 
alcoholic Ilquors, and author of a work on 
the ‘Influence of Alcohol on the Human 
System,’’ writes: ‘* there.is no such man or 
person as one who ‘must’ drink alcoholic 

If you.ask what kind of al- 
coholic liquor is the leasb njurious for a 
man or person who will persist in drink- 
ing, J answer, that kind which has the 
smallest ‘per. cent of alcohol in it.” Dr, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, the author, quotes 
another man’s opinion on the ground that 
he has “thai too little experlence with al- 
coholic liquors to be any authority on the 
subject:” He continues: **1t is 'yéars since 
I have practiced medicine, and, except an 
occasioaal glass of champagne, I have hardly 
udéd alcoholic fluids for these twenty or 
thirty years.” 

The prevalence of drunkenness in Russia 
is said to have become so great as to attract 
the attention of all Hurope. In Odessa 
alone during the past year 300 deaths have 
been directly due to the uge of intoxicants. 
The government refuses to do anything 
toward checking the evil for fear of losing 
the revenue from the manufacture and sale 
of alooholic liquors. Our new minister to 
Russia, Charles Emory Smith, will seb the 
wine-drinking aristocrats of St, Petersburg 
a good example, He turns his glasses right 
side up, which is upside down when wine is 
passed abt public banquets, and has not 
tasted intoxicating liquors in fifteen years.

DOMINION TRADB RETURNS. 


Tho trade returns for the fiscal year end- 

ing the 30sh June last, have been made up 
by the officials of the Customs Department, 
and, taken upon the whole, remarks the 
Empire, are of a very encouraging character. 
It Is true that there fs a decrease in the 
amount of revenue from customs duties, but 
the statement of goods exported shows that, 
despite the operation of the MoKinley tar- 
iff, our exports keep up remarkably well. 
For Instance, in the month of Juno Itself 
the increase over the corresponding month 
of 1890, in the exports of the produce of 
Canada alone, amounts to $483,856. The 
total exports of the years respectively are 
as follows :

The product of the mine showsan Increase 
of $150,000 ; of fisheries, $447,000 ; of the 
forest, a decrease of $540,000 ; animals and 
their produce, an increase of $65,000 ; agri. 
cultural products, an Increase of $370,000, 
leaving a net increase for the month of 
$483,000, as previously stated. 

The {mports for home consumption dar- 
ing June, 1891, were valued at $9,196,382 
and tho duty collected at $1,638,114, For 
June, 1890, the figures are respectively 
$3,368,463 and the duty $1,708,172. The 
imports for this year, exclusive of British 
Columbia (the returns for which have not 
yet arrived), are: 1890 91, $107,553,706 ; 
1889 90, $107,969,470, showing a decrease 
of $415,764. The duty collected in the 
year just closed was $22,814,703, a decrease 
of $791,018 as compared with 1890. 


A STARTLING BXPOSURE. 


(From the Empire. ) 
The irregularities {n the Interior Depart- 
ment at Ottawa by which clerks drew, in 
contravention of the law, ectra pay for ex- 
tra work done, have beon condemned by the 
Conservative press. No one has sought to

In large type was 
the announcement of ‘‘red-hot burning truths 
in this paper next week.” This is Jumbo's 
latest move: He will distribute his indecent 
and proyokative literature to the thousands 
in the park, who will not be ablo, to hear 
his high sensoned harangnes. The distri 
bution of this handbill caused great com- 
motion, and the young man was pretty well 
mobbed. 

It was nearly 3 o’clock when the cry arose, 
‘(Hero's the Mayor!” And so there was, in 
immaculate Sunday black, shining silk hat, 
was soon in confab with Chief Grasette and 
Deputy Chie# Stuart. Meanwhile be wae 
the observed of all observers, and the crowd 
surged around him, and His Worship had te 
run the gauntlet of such exclamations a: 
“Free Speech!” ‘Who Signed the Bylaw!" 
“Down With Him!” “Run Him Out!” The 
Mayor good-humoredly sniiled but the crowd 
swelled toathousand. Saying good~lay to 
the heads of the police His Worship turned 
right-about, but he was hustled and jostled 
and the official cry was ‘‘Haste to the 
Rescue!" Up came the valiant cops, their 
batons gleaming in the sun, up rode the 
mounted men, and bravely they held in the 
more turbulent of the crowd at bay, whilst 
the Mayor, looking crestfallen, made tracks 
for the exit from the park opposite St, 
Alban's-street. A howling mob, the majority 
of whom were young men, followed. They hoot 
ed till the welkin rang, and most ungentee 
and unpolite were the epithets hurled at the 
city’s chief officer, ‘You'll Never be Mayor 
Again!”

In rearing the temple of our christian 
civilization, the four walls mast rest upon 
the everlasting rock, and their foundations 
must be laid according to the plans of the 
great Architect, and with the grvatest skill, 
These fundamentals are indispensablo to 
morallty, social order, and religion. Upon 
them rest virtue, faith and godliness. Bo- 
cause of their importance they are brought 
before you this evening. 

Many organizations and societies exist 
to-day for mutual help or social advantage. 
As to these associations there is nothing to 
be said ; one may joln them or not, as he 
feels disposed. But there are fundamental 
organizations which aro as doar as life, and 
for the preservation of which every chris- 
tian man is pledged. They are—tfirat, the 
christian household—tho family, It em- 
braces the church and the state in their 
origin and essence. Destroy this and hope 
{s destroyed ; government of the church 
becomes an impossibility, ° 

Therw is danger of the value of tho christ- 
ian home being under-estlmated to-day. 
While so much is done to educate vhe 
the children, the parents may fail to lead 
them in all knowledge, both religious and 
secular. Then, instead of the children 
looking to their parents for example and 
guidance, they are Inclined to lead, and the 
importance of the home ioflaence is dis- 
counted. May the timo be far distant 
when the head of the household shall fail 
to lead the family in holy living. 

The second fundamental is the State or 
organized government, Olvil government 
ls of God as much as the family or the 
church, Itis ths duty of all to understand 
the needs of the country and to watch over 
its interests. Weaken this foundation and 
all security is gone. The franchise Is a 
lever to lift the subject to the dignity of a 
king. He who abuses it degrades himeolf, 
avd is untrue to his country, while the

He theppfore opposed this motion, ‘Discussion 
on the resolution continued until 6 o'clock, 
when the debate was adjourned.

The House then went into committee to 
consider Mr. Charlebois’ bill respecting the 
observance of the Sabbath. The first clause 
provides that any one engaged in the sale, 
distribution or circulation of newspapers on 
Sunday shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
provided that necessary office work may be 
cerformed after 9 in the evening. 


Mr, Mills (Bothwel)) thought that this was 
wsubject that should be dealt with by local 
‘egislatures. He did not think what was a 
matter for police regulation should be made 
& misdemeanor. 


Mr, Mara said that in British 
Columbia tyro newspapers were published 
on Sunday morning and not on Monday 
morving he moved that the first: clause be 
struck out, Sir John Thompson said tho 
whole subject could be and had been sufll- 
ciently dealt with local legislature. He did 
aot think the first clause would secure better 
observance of the Lord’s day. 


The Local Legislature was not only com 
petent, but bets qualified to judge of the re- 
quirements and circumstances of the case, 
The provincial enactments regarding railway 
traflic sufficiently meet the case. He thought 
further consideration of the bill should be 
fleferred until those who favored it bad an 
opportunity of examining how far proyincial 
enactments cover the case, Ho moved that 
the committee rise, 


Mr, Charlton said that their was nothing 
so demoralizing as the United States system 
of Sunday newspapers. He regretted tho 
position taken by the member for Bothwell, 
who, he believed, was a church membor, He 
thoug sht that on this occasion Mr. Mills might 
not have been such a stickler for provincial 
rights, 

After some further discussion the vote was 
taken on Sir John Thompson’s motion which 
was carried by 63 to 15, 


This practically kills the bill for the ses- 
sisn. 


Mr. Cameron moyed the second reading of 
bis bill to amend the Jaw of evidence in 
criminal cases to enable aa accused person 
to give evidence on his own behalf. This is 
practically the samo bill as that which was 
passed in the Commons in 1886, but was de- 
feated in the Senate, He quoted from a 
large number of Engiish judges and law 
journals in favor of the bill, 


Sir John Thompson said his own views on 
the subject were in adyance of the principle 
of the bill. The paramount interest is to ar- 
rive at the truth in the investigation of facts. 
There was a strong difference of opinion, 
however, on the safeguards by which 
such a law should be surrounded, 
He was in favor of the principle 
of the bill with restriction. He favored com- 
pelling an accused to testify and even his 
wile to testify He asked, however, that 
tho bill should not further pressed this 
session. He had introduced a bill on the 
criminal law himeelf, which hedid not in- 
tend to pres to a but to distribute to 
the House and to those interested in justice 
throughout the country. He proposed that 
Mr. Cameron’s bill should be printed and dig- 
tributed along with bis own for further con- 
sideration,

Emigrants have gone to Now Zealand for 
the last half. -centory because they were 
told that they could make a living by farm- 
ing or keeping sheop, by cottage husbandry, 
coal or gold mining or other forms of labor. 
They have nob beén disappointed. ‘Tho re- 
sources of the colony are as varied as its 
scenery, and partly for the same reason. It 
extends from twelve hundred miles from 
tho cold south bordering on antarctic seas 
to the warm north, and thus has every kind | 
of pleasant climate, through all the ranges 
of temperate and sub-tropical. When the 
native of another country sees its un- 
equalled capabilities for tillage and pastur- | 
age, his instinctive patriotism makes him 
almost thankful that it ts not any bigger, 
like the French marsha), whose comment 
on the British infantry, “the best in the 
world, sire, but luckily few in number,” is 
80 often repeated in Ergland, . 

If New Zealand were as large as Australia 
it would supply the Eoglish market, and 
Canada and the United States could hardly 
be expected to be grateful. Its average 
yleld of wheat 1s twenty six bushels to the 
acre, It is bettor adapted for raising the 
best kinds of wool and mutton than even 
Now South Wales, which trathfully boasts 
of having more sheep por capita than any 
other country under the sun; but then its 
rans and paddocks are not so vast, or so 
capable of indefinite expansion. The amount 
of business done by its handfal of people— 
less than two-thirds of a million—ts aston- 
ishing. or the last few yoara the exports 
averaged sixty dollars per head, and for the 
year ending June 30, 1889, they had In- 
creased about eight millions over the pre- 
vious year. The imports are nearly as 
large. No wouder that {ts ports are crowd- 
ed with shipping.— From ‘New Zealand,” 
by G, M. Gxanz, in Harper's Magazine for 
August.

HEARTRENDING SCENES.

road accident has disclosed the startling fact 
that the disaster was intentionally caused by 
some unknown miscreant who deliberately 
altered the signals so as to bring the two 
trains into collision. This announcement 
has caused the most intense indignation 
among the relations and friends of the vic- 
tims and has aroused popular generally to a 
state of great exitement. There seems to be 
littledoubt as to the fate of the cowardly

LONDON, July 20.—The St. Petersburg cor-~ 
respondent of the Times telegraphs that tha 
official journals do not like the enthusiasm 
which has been aroused by tho visit of the 
French fleet to Cronstadt.

new rules make little difference beyond

Whales Galore—100 Captured, 
Lonvon, July 20.—A school of over a 100 
whales was recently driven by the tides inte 
Wideford Bay, near Kirkwall, on the Orkney 
coast, and hundreds of the inhabitants of 
that district, armed with weapons of oyery 
description, rallied to the spot and began 
slaughtering the huge creatures and drag- 
ging the carcasses ashore. Not a single one 
escaped. The scene was unique in whaling 
annals, The people of the vicinity have been 
suffering from hard times and aro inclined ta 
think the sudden free gift of so much eatabie 
and saleable matter providential.

Township Clerks and Counclls will re- 
quire tc take a new element into their con- 
alderation this year, in striking thelr rates 
for School purposes. In addition to the 
various individual school section rates, and 
the rate required for the municipal school 
grant, there will, in future, bo ‘a general 
public school rate to be levied of all public 
school supporters in the township, {n order 
to make up a sufliclent sum to pay to each 
school section In which the school was kept 
in operation during the whole of 1890, out 
of this general fand the sum of one hundred 
dollars. Where the school has been kept 

in operation for less than six months, noth- 

ing is to be pald to it out of this fund. 

Where the school has been open fora porlod 

between six months and the whole year, a 

proportionate part of the hundred dollars 
~ has to be paid to the section, 

In a section In which additional teachers 
are employed, an additional fifty dollars 
has to be paid for each such teacher em- 
ployed. In the case of Union school sec- 
tions, cach municipality out of which the 
section is formed will have to pay the sec- 
tion a part of the one hundred dollars pro- 
portionate to the amount of the assessed 
property of the section lying In that town- 
ship. 

Of course the amounts thus pafd to the 
sections will lessen the amount to be levied 
by the Councils on the requisition of the 
trustees, In thls way the total school tax- 
ation of a township will not be increased 
by the new system, though {bt will increase 
the school taxes In some of the wealthier 
sections and correspondingly reduce them 
{n the poorer sections. It will enable the 
latter to lmprove the educational facilities 
for their children without onduly burden- 
ing themselves. The new departure Is in 
perfect harmony with our school system, 
which claims to provide free schools for 
every child in the province. The children 
of the poor should be considered, and 
therefore this equalization of school tax- 
ation on all the sections to a certain extent 
Is carrying out the principle of providing 
education for all.

THE TWO CLUES WANTED, 

Dotective Greer will endeavor during tho 
noxt fow days to unravel the two clues which 
are missing In the case—the discovery of tho 
lather’s hammer with which the crime was 
committed and. tho fact whether Sophie was 
engaged to be married, Further search was 
mado for the hammer yosterday, but with 
no further success. It ik now reported that, 
despite the belief to the contrary, Sophie 


was engaged to be married to a young gén- | 


tleman at Seaton village, and that tho nup- 
tials were shortly to be celebrated. This 
ciroumstance is cited as strengthening the 
theary that the old people were annoyed at 
the prospect of the property which they had 
deeded to their daughter slipping out of their 
bands. Mrs. Watts, the postmistress at Fair- 
bank, was interviewed, but did not recolloct 
any letters {n Sophie's handwriting addressed 
to a male aoquaintance passing through her 
bands, or the receipt of/any by the murdered 


girl. ; 
HANDCOCK’S STORY UNTRUE. 

That Sophie Handcock wasaliye when her 
mother left the store is proven by the ovi- 
dence of James Dollery, George Carruthers 
and Jobn Buchanan. The first named saw 
the murdered girl moving around tho shop 
when ho was passing, the mother and young 
Daniel being preparing at the time to enter 
the vebiole in which they drove to Seaton. 
Mrs. Handcock and the boy overtook Dollery 
at Wells’ Hill, When Carruthers and 
Buchanan passed mother and son had do- 
parted, but Sophie was observed in the store. 
This was, as uear as can be ascertained, 
about 9.40. At 3 minutes béfore 10 the 
alarm bad been given by Handcock. This 
testimony as to time disposes of Handcock's 
story that he came into the house to secure 
his lunch, that it was not ready and he again 
went into the garden and remained some 
time, and upon his return found his daughter 
lying upon the floor, wounded as described, 
The wound was inflicted between 9.40, when 
Carruthers and Bnchanan passed the store, 
and 9.57, when the alarm was given—an in- 
terval of but 17 minutes in all. 

THE OLD MAN'S PASSION. 

The theory that the girl was killed as the 
result ofa paroxysm of passion grows in 
favor. Witnesses have been discovered who 
testify to the frequent quarrels between the 
girland her father, and evidence multiplies 
that Handcock was possessed of an ungoy- 
ernable temper. Heonce threw a hammer 
at his son in a fitof anger and has been seen 
to unmereifully beat his horse. 

AN OLD FRIEND'S OPINION. 

Rey. Jonathan Milner of Seaton Village, 
who bas known Handcock intimately for 
seven years, expressed the opinion that the 
accused was an honest and industrious citi- 
zen, who had always tried to live a good life. 
‘For the last while,” said Mr. Milner, ‘the 
wife and family have looked upon him as 
being rather fogey in his ideas of running 
business and bave taken it out of his hands. 
This, I believe, accounts for their difficul- 

"

LAFORCE LANGEVIN 
Says Might Have Askod for 85000 to Help 
His Father's Election. 

Orrawa, July 20.—The Privileges and 
Elections Committee met yesterday. Laforce 
Langévin, son of Sir Hector, was examined. 
He denied that he had either directly or indi- 
rectly received a cent from Larkin, Connolly 
& Company for bis fathor or for himself. He 
admitted he may have expressed a wish to 
get $5000 to holp his father in the Three 
Rivers election, but that was all. 


The report of the auditors on the books of 
Larkin, Connolly & Co., was presented to 
the committee yesterday. It showed that 
the firm received from the Goyernment on all 
its contracts $3,158,234. The actual cost of 
the work they did was $2,184,259, leaving a 
profit of $953,975. The firm paid $170,447 on 
“Snspense,” “expense,” and other boodle 
accounts. The profits of each partner 
was Larkin $106,661, Nicholas Con- 
nolly $148,172, Michael Connolly 
$126,442, Murphy $167,004, R. H. McGreevy 
$187,800. The cost of the different works 
was: Levis Dock $718,372, Quebec Harbor 
improvements $1,833,415, Esquimalt Dock 
$586,445. 

A. Gobeil Deputy Minister of Public 
Works, produced a number of documents, 
letters, reports, e te., in connection with the 
Esquimalt Dock,

cent’s speech. His hearers were agreeably 
surprised at the sound arguments and practi- 
cal sense that characterized hisremarks.

Tho largoat tire which Oas:loton over ex 
poriouood took placo op Friday night last, 
2ith. Lo wae betwooen 11:30 and 12, and tho 
wind was blowing belekiy from the north 
woob, The fire atarted in the hotel shede 
ewnod by James Flaherty. Two loada of 
straw had beon brought to tho shods eatly 
in the evening and in this the flames mado 
rapld progress, The alarm was givon by 
Mr, John O, Honey and Chas, L. Gould, 
who saw tho reflection from tholr room 
over Mr, Gould’aatore, Thoy lmmodiately 
ran down staira and conuvoted 100 foet of 
rubbor hose to the pump bohind tho a’ op. 
This was strung through the Implement 
shop of M. J, Doylo and soon a fine stroam 
of water was drenohlog the whole front of 
the block. All at once the wind, which 
was blowing from the north-west, chavgod 
and blew directly from the north, and the 
flames, sparks, snioko, &o,, were drivon 
from tho hotel, which was now all abloxzo, 
against the Gould blook, 1b soon bocame 
so. Intoneoly hob that ib was Impossible 
for » porson bo stand In fFout of the store, 
and so they could nob use the hose. Tho 
heat broke the glass in the front windows 
and filled the shop with spark@ and smoke, 
and the structure was soon burning fiercely, 
ln a vory fow minutes the whole Block was 
in flames. Tho fird spread to tho north of 
the hotel. Tho hardware stofe owned by 
Mr. R. R. Phillp quickly took firo, and a'so 
the bakery ocoupied by Morley Bontor, 
owned by hi. P. Gould. There wore very 
fow people around whon tho fire started, ib 
being quite late. Ever and anon the church 
bell rang forth its warning notes, telling 
the sleeping inhabitants that the demon fire 
was consuming the fraits of man’s Industry. 
The solomuity of the occasion was increased 
by the explosion of cartridges, powder and 
oil, The fire, whon viewed from a distance, 
was as grand as ib waa bhrilling. 

The losses aro: .J. Kiaherty, hotel 
keeper, house, barn, stables, with contents; 
insurance $2,400 in Royal. H. P. Gould, 
large brick block valued ab $7,000; in« 
surance $2,000. In the building was Mr, 
H. P. Gould’s store of dry goods, groceries, 
boots and shoes, &o, Stock valued ab 
$10,000. Telegraph and post office and 
money order oflice ; insurance $1,500. 
David Wilson, tailor shop, loss $1,500 ; 
no losurance. Mr, M. J. Doyle, imple 
ment shop, loss all kinds of agricultural 
implements and $600 repairs; no tnsur- 
ance. S, ©. Ponnock, grocery, $1,800 
stock ; insurance $900, Oontents of dwell- 
ing very heavy loss ; insurance $300. Mrs, 
Pennock lost $100 in cash. Armory, loes 
equipment of guns and 75 regimental 
suite ;noinsurance, John Robinson's shoe 
shop, which was on the same side of! the 
stree?, was burnt, Loss shop $300, atock 
and tools $500; no ineurance. R. R. 
Philips, hardware store, north of the hotel 
sheds, loss, stock, tools, contents of dwell- 
ing, $5,000 ; $2,000 insurance in the Gore 
Matual. Morloy Bonter, baker, small loss, 
saved most of his things, house loas $1,500, 
owned by H, P, Gould; insurance $700. 
Mra. Smith,who lived over the bakery, lost 
vory little. 

Mr. John Honoy, in the employ of Mr. 
H, P. Gould, who roomed over the atore, 
meb with a heavy loes. All his clothing, 
except one sult, some money and many 
souvenirs, &c,, which can noyor be ro- 
placed. 

Mr. Geo. French lost a fine young atal- 
lion and cart volued at $500. 

There were four safes in the fire, which 
stood the test wall. Contents a little ils- 
colored and singed but nob harmed. 

With regurd to the cause of the fire no 
reasonable cause can be assigned bub that 
it is the work of an incendiary. 

All valuable papers, books, &o., of the 
post and telegraph. office, money. order 
office and township clerk's oflice were 
totally destroyed. An organ owned by 
Geo. L, Huyck, which was in the literary 
te used by the soclety, was burned 
also. 

The fire was plainly seen ab Cobourg. 
The fire brigade, thinking it was only a 
short distance from town, came about three 
miles to ald, but, sgelng their mistake, re- 
turned again. 

Temporary arrangements have been made 
for the post office and telegraph office in 
Mr, Geo. L. Huyck’s store. Several lost 
nearly all their clothing in the fire, John 
Prater, stage driver, loat two mules valued 
at $300, and a set of harness. They were 
in the hotel sheds. It seoms that some 
persons, gev very much excited on such 
occasion, as the following willahow : Some 
persons were throwing furniture and blank- 
ets out of an up-staira window; another 
person sald, **Don’t throw that out, throw 
out some of those glass dishes.” 

On Saturday and Sunday the village was 
filled with visitors, who came from far and 
near to seo the destruction of property.

This simple arrangement will do away 
with all the constant wrangling which goes 
on just ab the time when both the buyer 
and sellor should know it is mosbimportant 
for him to keep cool.

The Army and Navy in India. 


According to the Blue Book just fesued 
the actual strength of the army in India on 
April 1, 1890, was; British troops, 71,083 
mon, including artillery, 88 batteries ; cay- 
alry, nine regiments ; infantry, 53 battal- 
fous; Royal Engineers, throe companies ; 
and native troops, 149,558; men with 
artillery, 13 battorles ; cavalry 43 regiments 
and corps ; and infantry sappers, 152 bat- 
tallons and corps, making a total of 2¥,641 
men. The strength was thus below that 
of the previous year by 1,117, The force 
employed in Upper Burmah varied from 
12,483 mon at the beginning to 12,928 at 
the end of the year, and the only military 
operations of importance undertaken were 
those carried out among the Chin Lushai 
tribes ; the forces employed numbered 
about 7,000, who met with little resistance, 
The results were considered fairly satis- 
factory. Tho nomber of volunteers 
enrolled at the end of the year was 
21,276, of whom 19,093 were returned as 
eflictent, showing an increase of more than 
1000 **eurolled,” and 1500 ‘efficient’ dur- 
ing’ the year. The next expenditure of the 
army in 1889 90 was Rx, 19,733,0L0 or Rx. 
494,000 more than in the previous year. 
This figure does not Include a sum of Rx. 
1,784,000 spenb during the year on mili- 
tary works aud defences; this latter figure 
{s Rx, 114,000 lows than the corresponding 
charges for the previous year, Naval da- 
ties {In Indian seas are undertaken by the 
Admiralty, who, for a payment of £42,000 
from the Indiaa Treasury, maintained dar- 
ing the year 1889 90 a equadron of four 
ships inindian waters, The Marine Depart- 
ment had ab the end of the year 11 sea-go- 
ing steamers, which were employed on car- 
rying troops, on lighthouse work, on marine 
surveys, and for miscellaneous duties at 
Adén, at the Andaman Isles, in tke Per- 
sian Gulf, and in other Indian waters: they 
had two turrét ships for the defence of 
Bombay harbor; and they had olght river 
steamers, besides flats, launches, and many 
smaller craft for pilotage work, for harbor 
torpedo service, for, survey duties, and for 
inland waters in Bengal, Burmah, Assam, 
Sind, and Tarkish Arabla. Two Govern- 
ment dockyaids are maintained at Bombay 
and Calcutta, at which all Government ves- 
sels are repaired and smaller crafts are built. 
Tho coat of the Marine Deprrtment was Rx, 
657,000 in 188900, as compared with an 
avérago of Kx, 696,000 in the three previ- 
ous years ; in each year there were receipts 
of about Rx. 200,000 as a sot off against the 
cost of pilot establishments, lighthouses and 
dockyards, The marino expendituro in- 
cludes the subsidy to the Admiralty, the 
cost cf .troopahips in Indian seas, and the 
coat of lighthouses and lightahips around 
the Indian coasts ; but it does not include 
a sum of £219,009, charged under the head 
ot “Army” on account of the great troop- 
ships which carry British troops to and from 
India, or a total of Rx. 60,000 on account 
of othor sea transport charges,

“No allowance or compensation shall bo made 
for avy extra service whatsoever which any 
officer o¢ clerk may be required to perform in 
the department to which he belongs,” 

While the present law is: 

“No extra salary or additional :emuneration 
of any kind whatsoever shall be paid to any 
deputy heed officer or employee in the civil ser, 
vices of Canada, unless a stm has been placed 

- for that purpose in each case in the estimates 
submi'ted to an‘ voted by Parliament,” 

In Mr, Mills’ time the extra payments in the 
department to which the clerk belcnged were 
absolutely forbidden, while now they can te 
made if yoted by Parliament, In beth cases 
the infringement of the law was wrong ard 
should bs put a stop to; but it is well to expcse 
the Grit hyprocrisy, which seeks to make a 
special cry against Conservative Ministers who 
may haye overlooked bad practices, which have 
been handed down from the time of Mr, Mao, 
kenzie's rule, The pious Witness equally with 
ths Globe ignored this part of Mr, Rogers’ evi- 
dence,

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 


The Inquiry Into the Conduct of the In- 
terior Department Resumed. 

Orrawa, July 30.—The inquiry into the 
Interior Department was resumed again yes- 
terday before the Committee of Public Ac- 
counts, Mr. Somerville conducting the in- 
quiry and Dr. Sproule occupying the chair. 
Mr. Hume, second-class clerk, who was cor- 
responding clerk for Mr. Burgess, admitted 
having received $50 out of an account of 
$58, which was drawn up on the Government 
in the name of one Hastings, an extra clerk 
in the department. Mr. Hastings got the $8 
and he got the $50. The deputy approved 
of his account, as it was for writing out evi- 
dence which was taken in a land caso in 
which Mr. Burgess was examined. This was 
a case in which the department was concern - 
ed. Mr. Hume testifled to receiving other 
moneysin defiance of the Civil Service Act, 
which he did not think applied to such cases. 
Mr. Mason, who isemployed as storekeeper 
in the department, was examined and said 
that he made eight mosquito screens for Mr. 
Dewdney and also built some shelving in the 
Minister’s house. He worked at times on 
these jobs during his office hours. He also 
made a kitchen table for him, brought the 
material from home. He testified to making 
a wardrobe plate rack and other pieces of 
household furniture for Mr, Dewdney. 
There were various things he did for Mr, 
Dewdney in the way of general chores that 
he could not remember the details. He was 
receiving $2 per day for 365 days per year 
and was paid by the Government while 
working for Mr. Dewdney. Ho got leave of 
abeence from Mr. Hall. Was paid during 
this time and went to work for Mr, Dewdney. 
Hesaidsthat Mr, Dewdney paid him for the 
work. Fred White, Comptroller of Mounted 
Police, asked him to work for Mr. Dewdney. 

Mr. Mulock was of opinion that this was a 
caso, if there were no other ministers in such 
a scrape, whith should be disposed of at once, 
as it was demoralizing for the service to have 
a minister holding out such inducements to 
use his time for other purposes than that for 
which the Government paid him,

AT ST. LEON SPRINGS. 


A Delightful Canadian 
a Resort, 


Summer

After duo considyration the docislon was 
arrived abt of sponding a portion of the 
holtday season hore, and now, after a 6 

journ of noarly throo woeke, the wisdom of 
the cholce has beon apparent. The novelly

debilitated frame, Doubtlos, the quvetion 
will bo asked, ‘*‘ Where aro St, Loon 
Springs?’ Taklog the O. P. R. at Dal 
housio Station, Montreal, at 8:25 a. m ,a8 
rido of sovouty miles lands you ab Loulse 
villo, 80 called after the Prinocss Louise, 
where a coach in connection with the hotel 
moots the oxpocted guests and convoys 
them to thoeic destination, after a very 
protty drive, of about six miles from tho 
town, along the upper River De Loup, 
Tho horsos are evidently quite accustomed 
to the hilly road and race half way down 
one hill and up the next,so that the better 
filled the coach the leas discomfort In ox- 
porlenced. The scenery is charming, the 
qulet river with {ts thickly wooded shoro 
on one side, and on the other quaint bub 
comfortable homes (nearly all painted 
white) with thelr very pointed roofs and 
pretty little flower gardens, together with 
the freshness of the air, are vory pleasing 
to the eye and invigorating to the appetite. 

On arrival at the top of the hill, the 
building belng erected in o valley fronting 
the river, the coming of the coach Is duly 
announced by the blowing of a horn several 
times, and, as the arrival of the mail is the 
event of the day, the majority of the guests 
are In walting to greet or criticise the new 
arrivals while they are eagerly waiting the 
destribution of the papers and missives from 
home and friends. Tho first view of the 
place is rather disappointing, but one no 
sooner ateps inside and is groeted by the 
gonial manager and the very obliging clerk 
than all shyness begins to disappear and a 
*‘do as you please” air takes its place. The 
building ls capable of accommodating be- 
tween two and three hundred guests and Is 
four stories high, Tho dinlog-room, kit- 
chen, billiard room and bath rooms are on 
the basement floor fronting the river, and 
@ spacious veranda affords a favorite resort 
and promenade for all. The seating capac- 
ity of the dining room is 160 and it is about 
filled at present. Tho cuisine Is tirat-class, 
the chef being formerly of Delmonico’s, N. 
Y., and afterward of Webb's and McCon- 
key’s, Toronto. The manager informed us 
thadsald chef only recelved $125 per month, 

so the question of changing our occupation 
is belng seriously considered. 

Too much cannot be said in praise of 
both the bread and butter—the former 
being made by a French Oanadian woman, 
unable to speak a word of English, who can 
do nothing else but make bread, (so we 
were told) and we moralized ** Would it not 
be better if all were able to do at least one 
thing well?” The chief spring lies directly 
In front of the building and a pretty little 
rustle bridge, with a pavilion on the north 
side and a bath-room underneath, spans the 
river at this point, affording a very fine 
promenade and a cool retreat, where one 
can always get alovely breeze no matter 
how warm the day. The said river is 120 

wide and from 7 to 14 feet deep, with 
a mud bottom and banks of clay. Were 
one to believe all that is said in praise of 
St. Leon water, the only quality lackiug is 
that of restoring life to the dead. **Come 
and have a glass of St. Leon” is the pass- 
word, and we Indulge in from eight to ten 
glasses daily, while many partake of from 
twelve to twenty. The water has a frosh 
sparkling taste, very much more palatable 
than that which can be procured in the 
clties of Ontario. The old comers say 
“the wetter the weather the more saline 
the water, and the warmer the day the 
colder it is.’ A pitcher of hot St. Leon is 
left at each door about seven in the morn- 
ing and nearly all have their hot toddy to 
brace them for the day. 

The hot baths are at the rate of fiye dol- 
lars per dozen, and {In oases of rheumatism 
as well as various other ailments 
aro said to be particularly beneficial. Many 
come here season after season and have 
told us of various persons positively cured 
by the free use of the water and baths, At 
present there is among the guests a retired 
Wall street broker, worth at one time four- 
teen millions, who has tested the virtue of 
the mineral waters at nesrly all places both 
{n the mother land and this,and his verdict 
is **this holds the palm.” There is another 
sprivg at a short distance acrossthe river 
the waters of which are more saline, also 
anothor in tho rivera few yardsup. Qa 
dropping a lighted match tnto elther epring 
the gas ignites anda great heat is gener- 
ated, but this is strictly forbidden as dan- 
gerous, Ths whole place is owned bya 
compsny in Toronto, and certainly musb be 
a money-making concern, as about 200,000 
gallons of the water were shipped last year 
and the consumption this year promises to 
be much greater. On the average between 
seyen and nine thousand gallons are ship 
ped weekly—seventy five thousand gallons 
having been sold in Montreal alone in 
seven months. The array of barrels walt 
ing to be filled strikes one at once as being 
In the nolghborhood of a distillery, and 
while en route to the Springs, meeting a 
load, we exclaimed ‘*Look abt Oorby’s 
1,.X.L, |" Everything around the place is 
scrupulously clean, and the manager, Mr. 
M. A. Thomas, is certainly the right man 
in the right place. 

Alchough I haye said so much of the 
water I must not forget to speak of the 
lovely pine grove surrounding the place. 
The grounds possess all the natural adyan- 
tages one can deslre—a very pretty pavilion 
surmounts a beautifal little hill opposite 
the malin entrance. This forms a favorite 
and dally resort for a party of inveterate 
whist players, who seem to never tire of 
this fasciuating game, and after the day 
spent outside generally while away the 
evenings io a coroer of the spacious parlor 
in the same way. Justice could only be 
rendered this party by the facile fingers of 
Grip or Puck, and even they, [ fear, would 
faiito adequately portray the bewitching 
grace, sylph like figuros and dazzling cos- 
tumes of a couple of its members. Tho 
grove abounds in lovely sequestered walks 
with rustic seats and tables every here and 
there, and no more delightful nooks in 
which to stroll, lounge, read or rest can be 
found any whoro than in this charming spob. 

Boating, bowling, croquet, tennis, ete

Such was the amendment proposed on 
‘June 23rd by Sir Richard Cartwright to 
Hon. Mr, Foster's motion for the second 
reading vf the resolutions adopted in the 
committee on ways and means, It willbe 
observed that Sir Richard’s resolution Is 
not a straightforward declaration In favor 
of unrostricted reciprocity, for which some 
members of his party would not vote ; but 
it declares, with cunning indefiniteness, for 
“the most extended reciprocal freedom of 
trade in manufactured as well as natural 
products "—a proposition which every Grit 
could support without stretching his elastic 
conscience to a dangerous extent. 

In spite, however, of the adro!t manner 
{n-which the true issue had beon evaded— 
in spite of the Globe's assertion of dissen- 
sions in the Conservative party—Sir Rich- 
ard’'s amendment was defeated by a major- 
{ty of 26 after haying been debated for five 
weeks, Ina full house the Conservative 
majority would have been 80, as Sir John’s 
seat is vacant, Mr. McGroevy did not vote, 
Sir Hector Langevin represents two con- 
atituencles, and the Speaker is to be count- 
ed as the fourth Conservative.

A MURDER OF LONG AGO.
